To Carla LaBounty, justice has 
been done. 

But, although the man who bru- 
tally killed her five-pound, pure- 
bred Pomeranian, Cally, last fall, 
has been ordered to serve 1 S months 
in jail, LaBounty says it's not 
enough. 

Joey Lee Ezell, LaBounty's 20- 
year-old neighbor, was convicted of 
one count of larceny of a dog, a 
felony, and a misdemeanor charge 
of cruelty to animals after he stole 
LaBounty's dog, wrapped its muzzle 
with duct tape, stabbed it several 
times and stuffed it into a plastic 
bag. He was also fined $1,000. 

"In my honest opinion, do I 
think he'll get out and do it again? 
Yes I do. He's deeply disturbed," 
said LaBounty, a Kempshire resi- 
dent 



LaBounty is worried that Ezell 
will not be required to serve his full 
sentence and will be out on parole 
soon. 

"My concern is that he'll get out 
on parole in six months. I had 
hoped for more years. Jail isn't like 
prison. This should not be treated 
that lightly," she said. 




Cally was like a child to LaBounty. 

LaBounty decided to press 
charges for the slaying, not only to 
bring" attention to this type of 
crime, but so the dog she loved so 
much could finally be at peace. 

To LaBounty, Cally was like her 
second child. She first fell in love 
with the dog through a pet store 
window about two years ago. 

"I went to the pet store to buy

with her. She was unusually 
sweet," said LaBounty. 

After standing in the pet store for 
an hour, LaBounty finally went 
home. Then, a week later, she vis- 
ited the pet store again. On her third 
visit to the store, thinking that the 
dog would be gone, she finally de- 
cided to buy the dog. 

"It was not the best thing for 
business, but- in spite of it all, I 
did," said LaBounty, a hairdresser, 
who has a shop set up in her home. 

LaBounty, whose parents and 
brother have both owned 
Pomeranians, said the dogs were 
known to be nasty. Cally, on the 
other hand, was just the opposite. 
She was smart, cute, friendly, a real 
lap dog, said LaBounty. She taught 
the dog, who eventually became the 
shop mascot, not to bark at her 
customers, she said. 

"I've always had dogs under 10 
pounds, so I always cater to them," 
said LaBounty. "You don't see a lot 
of them. I was always one for 
something unique and different." 

Eventually, Cally became an 



important part of LaBounty and her 
10-year-old son Derek's lives. They 
spoiled the dog; they allowed her to 
sleep with them and took her 
everywhere they went. 

"She was just a little bundle to 
carry. She'd get across my shoulders 
when I drive," said LaBounty. "She 
was very much a part of us. She 
was the baby of the family. I'd even 
go to Taco Bell and order meat and 
cheese in a cup for her."- 

So, last Sept. 22, when Cally 
disappeared from LaBounty's front 
yard, the family was devastated. 

The last time LaBounty remem- 
bered seeing her dog was when it 
was playing with her son in the ^ 
yard. LaBounty said she was busy 
cutting hair when, at 3 p.m., when 
the dog usually came in for a rest, 
she heard nothing. She ran to ask 
her son when the last time he saw 
Cally was. 

"I thought, 'somebody's picked 
her up; somebody's taken her in,'" 
said LaBounty. 

Not wanting to alarm her son, 
LaBounty stayed calm and proceeded 
to drive around the neighborhood.

along the route that she and the dog 
used to walk, questioning neighbors 
and asking them to keep their eyes 
open. Two hours later, there was 
still no sign of Cally. 

"That night, my son cried. It was 
just the torture of waiting," she 
said. 



That Monday, LaBounty called 
the SPCA and Animal Control, 
sure that one of them had picked up 
the dog. Neither had seen Cally. 

"I had heard a rumor that some- 
one had seen Cally at the creek. I 
took it more as hearsay, but it just

"Everything Stops When Snow Hits;" 
But It Might Miss Beach This Winter 



City Has More Than 
40 Vehicles To Clear 
Roads

For those Virginia Beach resi- 
dents who were hoping for a romp 
in the snow this winter, you might 
as well, wait until next year. 

Sorry kids, there'll be no school 
missed this year and there no 
snowmans will be made. 

According to Terry Ritter, 
meteorologist-in-charge at the Na- 
tional Weather Service office in 
Norfolk, the chances for snow are 
close to nil. 

"We can still have snow in 
March, but the weather patterns 
coming up aren't too favorable," he 
said. 

If Virginia Beach sees no snow 
this winter, said Ritter, it will be 
the first year in 10 without a flake. 
It did snow last winter, but only 
five-tenths of an inch. The city did 
see a trace of snow flurries about 
two weeks ago, but only for a few 



for an average winter. The normal 
temperature for December is 43.5; 
this December the average tempera- 
ture was 53.5. February's average 
temperature was 5.2 degrees above 
normal. 

"We've had below normal tem- 
peratures some days, but the bulk 
has been below normal," said Rit- 

Though most people look for- 
ward to snow, Ritter said he could 
do without it. It's hard to forecast 
snow and rain in this area because 
of its proximity to the ocean, he 
said. So, if he predicts that it won't 
snow, and it does, it may be a hin- 
derance to those who weren't pre- 
pared 

"Most people can't drive to work 
in it," he said. "It happens rarely 
and people tend to get a lot more 
excited abut it." 

Ritter is not the only person who 
doesn't welcome the sight of snow. 
Joe Russell, the city's Department 
of Public Works' highway 
administrator, said a light dusting 
of snow on Christmas Day is all 
that he can handle. 

"We prefer if we never have snow

we get an inch or more, we're 
plowing and spreading behind the 
plows." 

Last year's very light snow flur- 
ries did not call for the expertise of 
the highway division, Russell said. 

"We've been very fortunate for 
the last two years," said Russell. 
"But, we have to be prepared for a 
rough case scenario." 

The division is prepared to tackle 



any snow storm, with its 22 dump 
trucks with plows and spreaders; its 
20 dump trucks with only plows; 
its two motor graters for large 
highways; and one rubber tire bull- 
dozer. 

Russell said that ice causes more 
of a problem than snow. When ice 
melts, the water seeps into the as- 
phalt, which causes potholes in the

minutes. Ritter said that the last 
time the city saw only a trace, was 
during the winter of 1975-76. 

More than 24 inches of snow fell 
on Virginia Beach during the winter 
of 1988-89. That was the last blast 
since the "Blizzard of 1980," when 
a total of 41.9 inches blanketed the 
city. 

"That was the most we ever had 
in one season," said Ritter. 

Snowfall is usually recorded from 
November to April, although the 
winter months arc mainly Decem- 
ber through February. Snow has 
fallen, Ritter said, as late as April. 

"You usually have to have a 
rapid drop in the temperature so the 
air is below freezing from 2,000 
feet on up," he said. 

Ritter said that it has been cold 
enough this winter for snow, bul 
the air has lacked moisture, which 
would set off the precipitation pro- 
cess, he said. 

Although it's been cold, he said. 
the temperatures are above normal 



again," he said. 

Although Ritter predicts no snow 
for this winter, the highway divi- 
sion is still prepared for the worst. 
The division is responsible for 
clearing 2,700 miles of city roads, 
excluding the Norfolk-Virginia 
Beach Expressway. 

"Our goal is to do that within 12 
hours of when the snow stops," 
said Russell. "With our budget 
problems, we've needed a slow 
year." 

If an emergency situation does 
arise, however, Russell said that the 
division prepares its equipment and 
tests it to sec if it's in working or- 
der. Crews arc then called in for 12- 
hour shifts. 

Most of the clearing is done with 
a sand and sodium, or calcium 
chloride combination that is spread 
on the roads. 

"The first problem we have is 
with the overpasses and bridges 
freezing," Russell said. "Sand and 
spreading is what we have to do. If

At Creeds Ruritan BBQ

Creeds residents will be in hog 
heaven this weekend when the 
community^sv-Ruritan Club 
home-cooks aoozen full-grown 
pigs for its annual barbecue. 

Approximately 1,500 people 
are expected to converge on the 
Creeds Fire Station on Saturday 
to sample some of the club's 
"famous fixins." 

"It's all home-cooked food 
gathered locally," said barbecue 
chairman, Ralph Frost. "We don't 
buy anything to go in it except 
seasonings." 

In addition to the barbecue, the 
event will feature black pot-baked 
beans, cole slaw, iced lea or cof- 
fee and home-made hushpuppies. 

"They're really good. They 
brag on them every year. Every- 
thing seems to suit everyone's 
taste," said Frost. 

Most of the hogs arc raised or 
donated by club members. Frost 
said. The hogs arc killed, dressed 
and cooked before the day of the 
barbecue 

"It's the best tasting barbecue 
that one will enjoy. It favors the 
North Carolina-type barbecue," 
said Bobby Vaughan, club presi- 



dent and the city's commissioner 
of revenue. 

"Unless you're an exception- 
ally big eater, most don't eat it 
all. We give them a good meal. 
Most people say we give them 
too much," said Frost. 

The cost for a "good sized 
plate" of food, cither cat-in or 
take-out, said Frost, is $6. He 
added that the club hopes to raise 
about $7;500 to $8,000, most of 
which will be donated back to the 

community. 

"The barbecue is to raise 
money to meet our objectives and 
projects. We have too meet the 
budget," said Frost. 

Frost said that the club donates 
money to several causes, such as 
the local 4-H chapter and fire sta- 
tions in Creeds, Back Bay, Sand- 
bridge and Blackwater. The club 
also prepares needy baskets at 
Chrisunas, repairs and distributes 
old bicycles and provides eye 
glasses for needy children. 

"There's about 50 different 
things that we help," said Frost. 

According to Vaughan, the 
club is responsive to the com- 
munity's needs, and "we sec more 
needs now than we've ever seen," 
he said.

Deserves Punishment 

Some people can be so cruel. 

Cruelty is not the word that describes whafchappened to Carta 
LaBounty's Pomeranian puppy last Fall. A sadistic neighbor- 
hood punk mercilessly slaycd the dog for no reason whatso- 
ever. 

The dog was part of LaBounty's family. She was like a child 
to LaBounty and like a best friend to her young son. The dog 
was loved by everyone; she was obedient, friendly and far 
from vicious. Why would anyone choose to end the life of such 
a perfect dog? 

When the dog was discovered missing, LaBounty thought, 
and hoped, that it had been picked up by Animal Control. At 
least she knew the dog would be safe. But, when LaBounty 
called all the local dog pounds and found that none of them had 
her dog, she began to worry. How could she tell her son that 
the dog that he loved so much had possibly been stolen or 
harmed? 

After the dog's body was found by neighbors, LaBounty, 
along with detectives, began a personal investigation. Her main 
goal was to severly punish who ever did this to her dog. In the 
end, a neighborhood thug was convicted of killing the dog and 
received 15 months in jail. That's not enough for LaBounty. 

She wants to see the boy serve a longer sentence, or at least 
serve a full sentence; she knows he'll be out on parole soon 
enough. It should also be required that the boy undergo major 
psychiatric treatment He obviously has a problem. 

An innocent animal was brutally killed because a 20-year-old 
man had nothing better to do. Get a job, take on some respon- 
sibilities, lay off the drugs. That could give him plenty to do. 

It's too bad LaBounty had to suffer and go through so much 
emotional turmoil, but at least she didn't just let the incident go 
unnoticed. She spoke up and did something about it. Who 
knows how many other animals are ruthlessly murdered every 
day? Those who are sick enough to commit such an act deserve 
15 months in jail, at the very least. - K.L.D.

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Guidelines For City Growth

Starting thousands of years before 
recorded history, man has been 
building and living in communities 
of all kinds; from small clusters of 
huts, to villages, to towns, to mighty 
cities. One would think that by now 
he would know how to build them, 
but oddly enough this does not seem 
to be the case. Least of all how they 
should develop and grow. 

The invention of the wheel with- 
out a doubt made the greatest change 
in the planning and the growth of 
cities. Even after almost a century, 
city planning has yet to come up with 
a viable answer to the problem that fellow Ford created when he connected die 
wheel to the gasoline motor and started turning out 'Tin Lissies" by the 
millions. Unfortunately, there seems to be no general consensus on how a city 
should grow. Planners keep coming up with grand ideas that somehow, after 
costing the taxpayers millions of dollars, end up on the garbage heap. 

A business magazine recently published an article placing the blame for 
Virginia Beach's growth problems on urban sprawl caused by failure of the city 
to allow higher density housing. Yet today it is the business comm unity and the 
so-called "business members" of City Council who are favoring construction 
below the Green Line, creating even more urban sprawl and pushing develop- 
ment even father out into the boonies. Without solid guidance, any developer's 
golden dream becomes gospel. 

With the help of a friend who has a computer that can access a large 
information network, a limited search was carried out to locate publications on 
city planning and growth problems. Not much was found, but an overwhelming 
majority of what was in print, came from builders and developer organizations 
that quite obviously had to have a rather one-sided view on the matter. After all, 
it is their bread and butter! We have even heard that there are instances of 
federal government publications based on information from, or even prepared 
by, these organizations. 

It goes without saying that Virginia Beach is not the only city with growth 
problems. There must be dozens, even hundreds, of cities wrestling with the 
same ones we have. Yet each one seems to be going at it independently, 
reinventing the wheel all by itself. Virginia Beach is no exception. It has paid 
a bundle of money to consultants to come up with the right answers only to see 
their recommendations stymied by the General Assembly and the general 
concepts not even pushed by our own Planning Commission or Planning 
Department. This has happened in spite of the fact that another state thought 
them good enough to adopt with almost no changes; saving its cities the 
hundreds of thousands we paid for its development. 

Would it be too m uch to ask that the federal government, that spends so many 
millions on studies of questionable value, fund a study by independent 
researchers, not connected with the building industry or any other possibly 
biased group, to come up with some solid guidelines for the growth of cities? 

On another subject We have recently been treated to a lot of rhetoric up in 
Richmond on the issue of gun control to protect children from gun accidents. 
A highly commendable goal, although we are not sure that the measures 
proposed will be very effective. What we can't understand is why our 
legislators are not interested in simple measures that would prevent the more 
numerous tragic loss of lives not only of children and elderly but people of 
every age. 

X)ne youngster is accidentally injured or killed by a firearm and it makes the 
headlines with cries for more gun control. Three children are horribly burned 
to death in a trailer home and nobody asks for controls to eliminate these tinder 
box fire traps. What kind of fire codes or building codes do we have that allow 
'.he continued use of these death traps? The deadly combination of materials 
ised in these homes makes them more dangerous as a means of multiple deaths 
nan an assault rifle. This is amply substantiated by numerous incidents in the 
asL . 

Trailer homes are not the only hazards. There are more than enough people 
losing their lives in fires in other types of dwellings to warrant a much closer 
look at construction and fire codes and their enforcement. Must we always wait 
until lives are lost before acting to prevent these hazardous situations, as 
happened in the case 6V the installation of sprinkler systems in nursing homes 
after die tragedy in Norfolk? 

Are the building industry lobbyists more powerful than those of the National 
Rifle Association?

The 1991 Session of the Vir- 
ginia General Assembly has ad- 
journed. Your support and advice 
has permitted me to successfully 
sponsor the following legisla- 
tion: 

Insurance - Forbids insur- 
ance companies from denying 
life insurance to members of the 
Armed Forces and National Guard, 
and their families, to cover non- 
combat related deaths - and as to 
health and accident insurance, 
waiting periods, the bill requires 
companies to reinstate men and 
women returning from duty, to 
the same position they enjoyed 
when they left, without 
additional waiting periods. 

Workers Compensation • 
Makes sure the two-year statute 
of limitations does not run 
against employees when em- 
ployer or insurance company 
fails to notify the Industrial 
Commission of accident, as re- 
quired by Virginia law. 

Pet Protection • The law 
requires slate veterinarians to 
approve training for animal war- 
dens.

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A Sensible, Sensitive Budget 



"This is a sensible and sensitive budget," were the opening words of in- 
terim School Superintendent S. John Davis when he addressed City Coun- 
cil at the Feb. 26 meeting. Sensible in the fact that the budget request car- 
ries only a 3.4 percent increase, the lowest since 1962, and sensitive in 
that program touching the children have been kept as totally intact as pos- 
sible. 

However, even the most scaled down budget presents a dilemma in Vir- 
ginia Beach because unless we are going to lock the gates of the city, ap- 
proximately 2,000 more students will arrive next school year. Schools 
must be readied to house them, teachers must be hired to teach them, and 
materials must be purchased to educate them. All this during a year when 
the school system will receive $15 million less in revenue than is needed 
just to find existing programs. 

All of us had hoped that the members of the General "Assembly would be 
"kinder and gentler" in their education funding, but that was not to be in

Virginia Beach's case. Southside members of the money committees were 
kind to their localities, but put Virginia Beach just over the break point, of 
where the axe cut hard and deep. None of the Virginia Beach delegation are 
on the money committees that concocted this proposal and there is a gen- 
eral feeling among members of the General Assembly that Virginia Beach 
has been unwilling to increase their local effort (taxes) on par with their 
ability to pay.

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City Council Discusses Growth Below The Green Line 



The Tidewater Builders Associa- 
tion described the draft comprehen- 
sive plan as lacking true vision. 

Richard L. Bowie, chairman of 
the TBA's Municipal Affairs 
Committee, told council at a public 
hearing on the plan, that the city, 
however, through the transition ar- 
eas proposed south of the Green 
Line, has an opportunity for con- 
trolled growth. 

Other speakers favored the reten- 
tion of the Green Line to protect 
the environment, to retain agricul- 
ture in the city, to provide open ar- 
eas or to avoid incurring more ex- 
pense for the city to provide ser- 
vices south of the Green Line. 

Two former council members, 
Barbara Henley and John D. Moss 
also expressed their objections. 
Henley said that the rural preserva- 
tion plan expressed in the planning 
document is actually a rural devel- 
opment plan. She charged that the 
city was using planning strategy 
that was 40 years old, that the city 
was still acting as though families 
were large and had one breadwinner, 
that land is endless and that every- 
one worked "downtown." 

She said that that the city knows 
now the mounting debt that can be 
attributed to past growth patterns. 
She said that the city now has the 
benefit of data for Virginia Beach, 
as well as case studies for cities and 
states across the nation. 

"You do not have to repeat" the 
mistakes, she said. She said that the 
objectives do not conform with the 
plan itself. While the plan will 
continue extensive use of the auto- 
mobile and suburban sprawl, the 
objectives stated are for mixed uses, 
pedestrian access and bringing peo- 
ple closer to their jobs. 

Paul J. Lanteigne, who won the 
Pungo council seat formerly occu- 
pied by Henley, asked why the 
number of farmers in the city was 
decreasing if the object was to keep 
the family farm. 

Henley replied that she did not 
know of a farm in Virginia Beach 
that was not a family farm, that she 
has seen people go into farming in 
recent years and people were who 
were not bom to agriculture who 
have gone into it. She said adap- 
tions have been made 

Moss also objected to extending 
ihc development south of the Green 



Line, citing economic factors. 

Bowie submitted a letter 
elaborating the TBA position which 
oppose the use of the Green Line at 
all as arbitrary If the line is not 
eliminated, the letter says, the tran- 
sition areas should be bound by 
natural geographic boundaries in 
fairness to all property owners in 
the area. 

The TBA also cited ;=s unrealistic 
the proposed 90 percent commercial 
and 10 percent residential split for 
the transition area. Council has 
come to the same conclusion in a 
revision to the transition area text 
which proposes the 70 percent resi- 
dential, 30 percent commercial split 
suggested by the TBA recommends 
each project be considered on a case- 
by-case basis. The original proposal 
had called for high densities in the 
transition area, but the revision 
submitted calls for no more than 
three units per acre for residential 
development in transition areas, but 
that the density may be increased to 
up to 18 units per acre if associated 
with a particular land use. The ex- 
ception is apparently proposed to 
accommodate student housing if a 
university is located in the area. 

The TBA also would like more 
emphasis placed on affordable de- 
tached single family homes, rather 
than high density housing. 

Maurice Jackson, president to the 
Council of Civic Organizations 
(CCO), said that the council con- 
curs with the 70 percent, 30 percent 
commercial mix set as a goal for 
the city, but believes there is no 
immediate need for rczoning large 
tracts of and for commercial use. 
Jackson said the areas already exist. 
Rezoning more land for this use 
would result in ghost towns, he 
said. 

The need for creating additional 
residential opportunities in the 
southern part of the city docs not 
exist, and the CCO therefore be- 
lieves there is no need to move the 
Green Line. The CCO would like 
to have communities in which 
residences and other uses exist in 
proximity so that the dependence on 
the automobile and road would be 
reduced. He also said that the CCO 
was not sure that the transition 
/one was in the best place for such 
a use. but that the Planning Com- 
mission may have influenced bv 



private, parochial interests. He said 
that the transition zone should be 
retained conceptually, but that its 
delineation should be held in 
obeyance until the next five-year 
review. 

Douglas Talbot, chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Council of the 
Chamber of Commerce, also sub- 
mitted a letter which generally fol- 
lows the line of the TBA proposals. 

R. Edward Bourdon, Jr. asked 
that the plan include a statement 
that the city's policy is to restore 
all downzoned property south of the 
Green Line to the zoning 
classification held prior to August 
1986 or to adopt an ordinance 
restoring these property rights im- 
mediately. 

Bourdon represented two property 
owners, Bruce B. Gallup and Eve- 
lyn Munden, who own 12 acres 
next to Foxfire, a development 
south of the Green Line. Although 
owners of three tracts that were 
downzoned have secured reversals in 
court, Gallup and Munden, like 
owners of other downzoned prop- 
erty, did not take their case to court. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones later 
said that a number of people are 
under the impression that council 
can restore these zonings as part of 
the Comprehensive plan. However, 
City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
that any rezoning, up or down, has 
to go through the application pro- 
cess. Rezoning is not part of the 
Comprehensive Plan. 

Rae LeScsne, president of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said that 
the plan will take the city back to 
the early 80s and compound prob- 
lems. He said that the city should 
adopt the plan submitted by the 
Planning Commission in Septem- 
ber. 

. Richard Whiltamore, representing 
the Back Bay Preservation Founda- 
tion, said that if council adopted the 
plan with the transition areas 
changes may be .nade in zoning 
before changes ic k commodate en- 
vironmental needs in the watershed 
arc made. 

Linwood Branch, chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Hotel and Motel 
Association, asked that more atten- 
tion be given to the development of 
golf courses. \ 

Brooks Pollock, president of the 



Central Business District, said that 
the CBD does not want to sec ma- 
jor commitment in the transition 
area until the infrastructure is com* 
plete in the existing areas. 

Lou Pace, a resident of Hunt 
Club Forest, said that it would be 
cheaper for the city to purchase all 
the properly south of the Green 
Line and "just pave the whole 



thing." He said that 4,000 acres of 
land is already available for industry 
and Corporate Landing, an indus- 
trial park, has no tenants at all. 

Burt Dale, a resident of Seaboard 
Road, south of the Green Line, said 
he wants returned to him the right 
to develop one- to three-acre lots, a 
right he had prior to the imposition 
of the 20-acre overlay several years 



ago. He also said that the TDRs 
(transfer of development rights) is 
not a feasible plan. 

Marvin Rollins, a Pungo resi- 
dent, also asked that the property 
owners be given back what they had 
by right before property was down- 
zoned. "We're not asking for high 
density zoning," he said. 



Council To Vote On Green Line Issue 



A less than clear-cut straw vote 
failed to remove from consideration 
as part of the proposed comprehen- 
sive plan transition areas south of 
the Green Line. 

Although City Council will vote 
on the five-year land use plan for 
the city this week, a straw vote or 
poll of members taken during an 
afternoon work session failed to 
produce a majority on either side of 
the question. 

Later a public hearing, close to 
30 speakers in a two-and-a-half -hour 
session presented a similar split in 
their views for or against easing 
the Green Line south by establish- 
ing the transitional areas. 

Ranked on one side, against 
moving the Green Line, were envi- 
ronmentalists, controlled growth 
advocates and some property owners 
south of the Green Line backed by 
most of the people in the almost 
full Council Chambers. And on the 
other side, were property owners 
south of the Green Line, the Tide- 
water Builders Association and the 
Virginia Beach Council of the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Earlier, Councilman Louis R. 
Jones had suggested removing the 
transition areas from consideration 
with the plan. The council is free to 
accept all or part of the plan, City 
Attorney Leslie Lilley instructed 
council, but some action is required 
by Stale law by March 12. 90 days 
after the draft was presented to 
council. 

Mayor Mcycra Oberndorf polled 
council on whether or not to retain 
the transitional areas in the plan 
when il is voted on next Tuesday. 
Five members were against the 
proposal - Councilmcn Paul J. 



Lanteigne, William D. Sessoms 
Jr., James W. Brazier and John A. 
Baum. Councilman Harold 
Heischober was absent and Vice 
Mayor Robert E. Fentress, who had 
leaned toward the Jones' proposal, 
said that he wanted to hear all the 
information before making any de- 
cision. 

The outcome of the poll means 
that the transition areas will remain 
in the plan but may still be re- 
moved when council takes its for- 
mal vote next Tuesday. 

Jones had maintained that he 
needed more answers before acting 
on the transition areas. He cited the 
lack of any definite plans on the 
Southeastern Expressway, the effect 
of General Assembly actions on the 
city's ability to take on debt, the 
upcoming revision to any plan that 
is adopted to accommodate the 
Chesapeake Bay Preservation Act, 
and the uncertainty surround the 
city's efforts to acquire water fron 
Lake Gaston. 

Jones said the city should "put 
off making decisions until we're 
more clear on these questions" and 
asked that council be polled or 
whether or not members want to 
delete the transition area until the 
questions are answered. 

The draft plan presented by the 
Planning Commission to city 
council last Sept. 12 did not include 
the transition areas. A revision pre- 
sented in December included on 
transition area of 4,400-acres which 
includes one parcel for which Long 
Ridge Associates is seeking rezon- 
ing. Some critics believe that the 
Planning Commission's transition 
zone proposal came about mostly 
as a result of the rczoning applica- 
tion. 



During council workshops, a 
second transition area was proposed, 
an area containing close to 3,000 
acres west of West Neck Creek, ad- 
joining the first transition zone. 
Also suggested for transition zones 
are areas including property which 
■ was downzoned by city council. 

Sessoms said that growth will 
occur below the Green Line some- 
limes and that a plan for that 
growth would be more beneficial to 
the city. He suggested that the 
transition areas be included in the 
plan, but that council could say no 
development can occur until some 
date. 

Jones said that he had no prob- 
lem with Sessoms' suggestion, but 
that "I'm a little frustrated on the 
probability of getting this done (by 
March 12)." He said that council 
could adopt the Comprehensive 
Plan without the transition areas 
and then work on a plan for the area 
south of the Green Line. 
"Sometime in the future when we're 
more able to deal wit/, the prob- 
lems." „ 

Sessoms wanted to establish a 
date when the question would be 
returned to council, possibly in six 
months. 

Without a plan, Sessoms said, he 
was afraid "we could eel in » «<i»«- 
tion that happened north of the 
Green Line." 

Councilwoman Reba McC|anan 
said that the draft plan is by far the 
best council has seen, but that the 
plan for the southern end of ihe city 
"really isn't a plan." 

Jones referred to a letter from 
Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Wamstaff in which he said that the

O. Brooks Pollock has big 
plans for the Pembroke area. 

As newly elected president of 
the Central Business District 
Association, an organization 
hoping to transform Pembroke 
into a downtown, he has no 
choice. 

Pollock recently replaced past- 
president and CBD founder, Ger- 
ald Divaris. When Pollack 
volunteered to head the nominat- 
ing committee for a new presi- 
dent, he had no idea that his 
business peers would choose him 
for the job'. 

"I'm real concerned that Vir- . 
ginia Beach doesn't have an over- 
all focus. We've got three urban 
concentrations and the Oceanfront 
and the Municipal Center, and 
nobody has figured out how they 
all hang together," said Pollock, 
who owns property in the Pem- 
broke area. 

He noted that Pembroke is the 
center of the city's population; 
the Oceanfront is the cultural 
center, and the MunicipalCenter 
is the geographic center. But, he 
said, the city's Capital Improve- 
ment Plan doesn't address how to 
put all those pieces together to 
make a whole. 

"I'd like to see the city decide 
what function each one plays," he 
said. "Nobody's done that yet." 

Pollock, a Linkhom Park resi- 
dent, said he would like to sec 
more city services in the Pem- 
broke area; citizens now have to 
drive out to the Municipal Center 
in Princess Anne to pay traffic 



tickets or purchase city stickers. 
An ideal plan would be to con- 
struct a night court in the Pem- 
broke area, he said. 

"Nobody's got a real firm set 
of goals on how we can tie our 
city together," he said. 

Pollock's interest in develop- 
ment stems from his early days 
as a commercial real estate agent, 
which led to his current career as 
president of Brooks Pollock De- 
velopment. 

A Richmond native, Pollock 
Joined the Navy upon graduation 
from Washington and Lee 
University in 1958. He then en- 




tered Officer Candidate School 
and flight training in Pensacola, 
Fla. 

"Flying looked a hell of a lot 
more fun than debriefing people," 
he said. 

Pollock flew for the Navy in 
the 1960s, until he went to work 
as a pilot for Pan American on 
the West Coast. Two years later, 
he rejoined the Navy as a flight 
instructor. 

In 1974, Pollock transferred to 
the Oceana Naval Base, where he 
served as commanding officer of a 
reserve squad. During that same 
time frame, he joined Goodman 
Segar Hogan's commercial real 
estate team. In 1977, he had the 
highest sales volume in Tidcwa-

tcr, he said. 

"I got involved in development 
and making deals a little at a 
time," he said. 

Pollock worked for GHS for 
four years, which is where he met 
his wife Barbara. He started his 
own business in 1980. 

"I had been an economics ma- 
jor at Washington and Lee and 



the financing and putting deals 
together was what interested me 
the most," he said. "Commercial 
real estate offered me the oppor- 
tunity to do that." 

Pollock now manages and 
partly owns several industrial of- 
fice buildings, including some in 
Richmond.

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service (USFWS) noted a modest 
increase to the northeast region's 
piping plover population in 
1990. 

According to Ralph Pisapia, 
assistant regional director for 
fish and wildlife enhancement, 
the number of nesting pairs in- 
creased by two percent over 
1989. 

locally, a number of sightings 
of piping plovers were made 
throughout the summer at Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge 
(NWR). Refuge Manager, An- 
thony D. Leger, attributes these 
sightings to seasonal beach clo- 
sures and public awareness. Leger 
stated that a one-mile section of 
beach at Back Bay NWR has 
been closed March-October since 
1986 to provide an undisturbed 
area for shorebirds, including the 
piping plover. 

In addition, efforts have been 
made to provide the public with 
information about the plight of 
the piping plover, which was 
placed on the USFWS's Threat- 
ened and Endangered Species list 
in January of 1986. 

Leger also stated that the clo- 

ire at Back Bay NWR this year 

/ould go into effect on March 
11. It will involve the northern- 
most one mile of beach from 
Little Island City Park to the 
refuge's vehicular access ramp, 
located near the Visitor Contact 
Station. A designated area on the 



oceanside of the closed area will 
remain open for through foot and 
bicycle traffic. . This will enable 
visitors to walk or bike the en- 
tire length of refuge beach, if 
they so desire. The remaining 
three miles of beach will be 
open to wildlife-oriented 
activities such as hiking, 
photography, wildlife 
observation, and surf fishing. 
Swimming, sunbathing, surfing 
and other non-wildlife-oriented 
activities are prohibited. The 
closure will be in effect until 
Oct. 31, 1991. 

According to Leger, the piping 
plover, as well as other shore- 
birds, are highly susceptible to 
disturbance arising from intense 
public use of beaches. The popu- 
lation decline of this bird over 
the past few decades has been di- 
rectly related to overuse of 
plover habitat by the recreational 
, public. 

Significant Atlantic coast pro- 
duction gains made by the 
piping plover in 1989 were 
interrupted in 1990. Damage of 
nests by unusually severe high 
tides prevented extensive 
progress by this species. A gain 
of just two percent indicates that 
the piping plover is not out of 
danger. As a result, Leger 
pointed out, protective measures 
such as the Back Bay NWJt 
closure have become even more 
important.

Activities to improve wildlife 
habitat have resumed at Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge. 

According *to Refuge Manager 
Anthony D. Leger, refuge 
employees have begun 
rehabilitation of the west dike 
and surrounding marshes to 
improve water holding capabili- 
ties and to provide for more 
abundant sources of food for 
migratory birds. Preliminary 
work has closed a one mile 
section of the west dike in the 
area known as Green Hills. 
Beginning on March 4, the use 
of heavy equipment will result in 
a temporary closure of the entire 
west dike and both cross dikes to 
public use. 

Leger indicated that the closure 
is needed to ensure visitor safety 
and to reduce potential user 
conflicts with maintenance 
workers and equipment. The west 
dike and connecting cross dikes 
will be closed until further 
notice. Foot and bicycle access 
to False Cape State Park will be 
maintained as long as possible 
via the east dike and the refuge 
beach. Should additional closures 
in support of this important 
project become necessary, 
announcements will be made and 
areas will be posted. 

Due to construction activities, 
dewatering of impoundments, and 
resulting stress to fish 
populations, fishing will 
continue to be disallowed in 
these areas. Also, access for bay 
fishing will not be permitted by 



way of the west dike, but will 
continue to be permitted by way 
of the west dike, but will con- 
tinue to be permitted in the 
refuge headquarters area and along 
designated sections of the beach. 

Seasonal closures of this type 
are used by many refuges 
throughout the country to protect 
wildlife, improve habitat, and 
ensure public safety. When 
completed, these habitat 
improvements are expected to 
provide increased opportunities 
for the public to view wildlife, 
particularly waterfowl. These 
management activities directly 
support the Norm American 
Waterfowl Management Plan, an 
international agreement among 
the United States, Canada and 
Mexico, aimed at increasing 
waterfowl populations. . 

Leger also announced that ex- 
hibits describing the 
impoundment rehabilitation 
project and other important 
Refuge programs are currently on 
display in the Refuge Visitor 
Contact Station. The hours of the : 
facility are from 8 to 4 p.m. 
Monday through Friday and from ; 
^9 a.m. to 4 p.m. Sunday. \ 
Saturday hours will resume in 
April.

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Hall Of Fame Proposed For Seatack 



The Seatack Community Center 
may house a "Hall of Fame" for the 
African-American community of 
Virginia Beach. 

The idea came from E. George 
Minns, president of the NAACP, 
who asked City Council to desig- 
nate the center as "The African 
American Hall of Fame." The cen- 
ter could then be used to display 
memorabilia and pictures of great 
black Americans of Virginia Beach. 
It would involve no city money, 
said Minns. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
sponsored the appearance of Minns 
before council to make the request. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts, 
Jr. said that the Central Library has 
a section of the library where peo- 
ple contribute items for display. 
This should be helpful to Minns, 
he said. He said that the library has 
rotating displays so the items can 
be viewed at the branch libraries. 

The reason the NAACP selected 
Seatack as the location for the dis- 
play is that the center is unique and 



is so close to the community his- 
torically, Minns said. He pointer, 
out that the land for the center was 
contributed by the people, and the 
Seatack Fire Station is the only 
station operated by African Ameri- 
cans in the United States. 

The center isn't big enough to 
hold all the available items, said 
Councilman James W. Brazier Jr. It 
would be better to look for a per- 
manent museum. Perhaps, he said, 
the displays in the center should be 
limited to those that had something 
to do with Seatack. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
pointed out that council members 
agree with the concept and that the 
request can be handled administra- 
tively. 

Susie Whitehurst, first vice 
president of the Seatack center, said 
that the center organization should 
be involved. She said that the center 
has "tons of pictures" that could be 
made available. She said that the 
center is unique in that the land was 



purchased by the community. She 
said that she would like to establish 
a committee to handle the program.

Jones said that he was not sure 
whether council will be able to deal 
with the issue in six months. 

Obemdorf pointed out that the 
original plan did not. include the 
transition areas and that all growth 
in the southern part of the city has 
not been stopped 

On the Southeastern Expressway, 
Planning Director Robert Scott in- 
formed council that the state has 
asked the city to consider a lesser 
roadway, perhaps a four-lane divided 
with six lanes in Virginia Beach 
and six lanes in Chesapeake, to 
impact the wetlands less. A pro- 
posal is on the table, he said, to 
consider a four-lane road and to 
eliminate a line with Indian Rivet; 
Road. Even with these concessions; 
the road may not be approved. The 
outcome is insure, he said - eight 
lanes, four lanes or zero. 

Of the transitional areas, Scott 
said that of the 4,400-acre transition 
area, only about 2,700 acres is de- 
velopable. Of the 3,000-acre, only 
about 1,000 acres is developable 




The School Board has proposed a 
less than one percent across-the- 
board salary increase in an operating 
budget fof the 1991-92 fiscal year 
that is 3.44 percent greater than the 
current budget The budget increase 
is the lowest since 1954. 

Acting superintendent of schools, 
Dr. S. John Davis, at a recent work 
session, told City Council that the 
small increase, which would cost 
$1.6 million, is important to 
recognize the service of employees. 
He said, however, that the increase, 
which would go into effect in mid- 
year, would be contingent on 
providing a similar increase for city 
employees. 

Davis said that formulating the 
budget was the most frustrating in 
his career. Davis is a retired super- 
intendent of schools for Fairfax 
County and has taken over the Vir- 
ginia Beach post until a new super- 
intendent can be employed. 

The proposed increase in the 
$294,110,780 budget, he said, 
compares with the 11.29 percent 
increase in the current budget over 
the previous budget. He said that it 
is the lowest increase since 1954. 

On Thursday, March, 7, the 
school board will set the bottom 
line for the budget. Chairman Gre- 
gory Stillman said. This is the fig- 
ure the city staff will have to deal 
with in -preparing the operating 
budget for the city. 

Stillman said that the schools 
have managed to save $5 million, 
but the school systems had $15 
million less to begin with. Because 
of the severe cuts in state alloca- 
tions, he said, the city will have to 
come up with the shortfall. Even if 
the schools could cut all discre- 
tionary funding, he said, the school 
board would Have to ask the city for 
more money because 90 percent or 
the budget consists of personnel. 

Stillman said that the 
superintendent j«as.aslc8d. to lootual 
administrajiKb i co^Us jandf found ia 
savings rtf]t$2i4 million; the 
schools also will realize a modesi 
savings in the transportation bud- 
get. He said that he had heard no 
one suggest cutting programs and 
that the school board wants to 
maintain the integrity of the in- 
structional program. 
i The slinvbudget has resulted in a 
drop in the per pupil costs, Davis 
said, from $4,080 to $4,074. The 
school svstem, he said, still will be 



sensitive to the academic and tech- 
nical needs of all students. The 
proposed savings will result from 
charging fees for driver education 
programs, eliminating special 
activities buses, increasing the 
walking distances to and from 
school before bus service is pro- 
vided, extending the time some 
students will have to ride on buses, 
modifying the opening and .closing 
time of certain elementary schools 
and increasing the price of school 
lunches. The transportation measure 
has allowed the school system to 
delay purchasing 15 new buses. 

The budget includes the addition 
of one teacher at a number of 
Chapter I (low-income) schools. 
Davis said that the additional teach- 
ers will allow the system to reduce 
the size of these classes consider- 
ably. The schools included are 
Birdneck, Holland, Williams, 
Lynnhaven, Luxford, Newtown 
Road, Seatack, Parkway, Pembroke 
and While Oaks. 

Davis also said that the schools 
will have an early retirement pro- 
gram for all employees. 

Under a formula adopted by the 
General Assembly, Virginia Beach 
will receive a 6.5 percent reduction 
in the basic aid allocation. The 
amount was based on the local 
composite index assigned to Vir- 
ginia Beach of .4016. The index re- 
lates to the relative wealth of the 
communities so that those locali- 
ties with a higher index received a 
larger cut. If the index had been be- 
low .4000, the cut would have been 
3.5 percent. 

In answer to a question from 
Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress, 
Davis said that the school-system 
may consider discussing with the 

city, staff a merger of the health in- 
surance programs of the school 
system.andithecity. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
he was concerned about the 
percentage of health insurance paid 
by the city and school system. He 
said that the city's contribution has 
gone down, and "we may be getting 
to the point where the city and 
school employees can't afford it." 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that he had questions about a salary 
increase, however modest, when "so 
many in the private sector arc really 
sufferine."

Of all the "rights" in the Constitution, the right to a trial by jury is the 
only right which is triply guaranteed. It appears in Article III Section 2, 
and in Amendments VI and VII. George Mason defended juries as a bulwark 
of liberty in the Virginia Declaration of Rights, enacted June 12, 1776. 

Number 8 slates: "That in all Capital or Criminal Prosecutions a Man 
hath a right to demand the Cause and Nature of his Accusation to be con- 
fronted with the Accusers and Witnesses to call for Evidence in his favour 
and to a speedy Trial by an impartial Jury of his Vicinage without whose 
unanimous consent He cannot be found guilty nor can he be compelled to 
give Evidence against himself that no Man be deprived of his liberty except 
by the Law of the Land or the Judgment of his Peers." 

Individual rights in court, proclaimed by George Mason and the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia, became an important part of the Bill of Rights. 
The protection against self-incrimination guaranteed by the Fifth Amend- 
ment has been a shield against torture and coerced confessions for more 
than two centuries now. 

The Sixth Amendment guarantees the accused in all criminal prosecu- 
tions many rights - to a speedy trial by an impartial jury, to be confronted 
with witnesses against him, and to counsel for his defense. The Seventh 
Amendment guarantees a trial by jury in certain civil cases. When the ju- 
rors reach a decision, they return a verdict, which means "a declaration of 
truth." 

The right to a speedy trial had its roots in the Magna Carta and the pro- 
tection against self-incrimination was also a part of English law before the 
colonization of the New World. But, the guarantee of counsel is an Anglo- 
American invention. However, it was not until the 1930s that the court 
expanded this right, requiring the government to provide legal assistance 
for defendants who could not afford to hire a lawyer. 

The Eighth Amendment's restraints on excessive bail, excessive fines, 
and cruel and unusual punishments also date from the Magna Carta Mason 
actually lifted the words of his bail provision from the English Bill of 
Rights. 

Society's need to ensure that the accused is present for trial is the reason 
for bail. But, possibly because he was not a lawyer, Mason failed to state 
explicitly the right to bail. Debate about the Eighth Amendment has sur- 
faced recently due to the increase of crimes. The public is concerned about 
the danger of releasing those accused of violent crime before their trials. 

The meaning of "cruel and unusual punishment" had a history in En- 
glish law. Authorization studies indicate that the English Bill of Rights 
was not meant to rule out punishments we might consider inhumane. In- 
stead, it was designed to prevent punishments that were unauthorized by 
law or not appropriate to the offense committed. 

Today, capital punishment continues to raise controversies. Many argue 
that capital punishment itself is "cruel and unusual punishment." But, 
consider the cruelty of 17th and 18th century punishments such as execu- 
tions by disemboweling, drawing and quartering, in vogue until 1814, or 
beheading and quartering, which continued until 1870. 

In 1878, the Supreme Court, in Wilkerson v. Utah, upheld the use of a 
firing squad as punishment for premeditated murder, but noted the difficulty 
of interpreting the "cruel and unusual" phrase. In 1890, the court upheld 
the use of electrocution, declaring that punishments were cruel only if they 
involved "torture and lingering death; but the punishment of death is not 
cruel ..." 

Today, courts are overloaded due to increased rates of violence such as 
murder, rape and crime accompanying drug trafficking and usage. Economic 
problems have also given rise to much litigation revolving around con- 
tracts, consumer law, land purchases and home improvement transactions. 
With such heavy dockets, courts may have difficulty guaranteeing individ- 
' ual rights, such as a speedy trial. 

Courts are central to our American form ofgovernment. The Report df 
the Commission on the Future of Virginia's Judicial System concludes, 
"courts serve as the primary protector of the rights and liberties guaranteed 
by the Constitution and as the bulwark against intrusion upon the princi- 
ple of the rule qf law, not of men. In order for the courts to continue to 
fulfill this vital role in the future, they must maintain the respect, confi- 
dence and trust of the public by being better understood, more accountable 
and more responsive to the concerns of citizens."

separate from locations that would accommodate prisoners, while stream 
lining access to all sections. This represents the first time that a facility 
was specifically designed to accommodate a growing police operation. 

Captain CD. Hathaway is the commander of this new precinct, anc 
brings with his 30 years of police work, the experience of serving as 
commander of the first and second precincts, internal affairs and the inves- 
tigate division. In staffing the fourth precinct with 69 officers, Captain 
Hathaway opened the assignments to all officers, attracting many of our 
members who live in the Kempsville area. Some of the officers moved 
over from the temporary substation police had been operating out of the 
Fire Department on Providence Road. 

The precinct will operate with a fleet of 30 marked vehicles, serving the 
community 24-hours-a-day. A magistrate will be on premises after April 1, 
1991. The same services available at our other precincts will be offered at 
the fourth. Captain Hathaway has additionally instituted a new approach to 
truancy problems which has already resulted in a reduction in burglaries and 
recover of over $15,000 in property. When patrol needs allow, a selected 
group of officers concentrate on those students of school age who arc not 
in the classroom. During the summer months this same group will focus 
on street level drug activity.

The mantle of leadership will weigh heavy on council members as they 
work their way through the budget process. They need to know that they 
have the support of the citizens on the School Board portion of the budget. 
Just as parents stood up al School Board hearings lo say don't cut the pro- 
grams that touch our children, even if that means raising taxes, voters 
must take thai same message to council.

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Dog 
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didn't sit really well," said 
LaBounty, whose neighborhood 
borders a large drainage gully and 
creek. 

On Tuesday, LaBounty still re- 
fused to look for her dog at the 
creek; she sat patiently waiting for 
someone to call and say they had 
her dog. LaBounty's thoughts were 
shattered when a neighbor came to 
her door with the news that Cally 
had been found dead at the creek. 

"My son yelled They found 
Caliy! She's at the creek. She's 
dead!'" said LaBounty. 

Though her son wanted to ac- 
company her to the creek, 
LaBounty thought it best if he 
waited at home. After all, it might 
not be a pretty sight, she said. She 
also told neighbors that she'd like 
to go alone. 

"I like falling apart privately. It 
was a very private thing," she said. 
"I did not want someone there." 

After agreeing to let her son walk 
with her, LaBounty armed herself 
with a blanket and a flashlight and 
set off for the creek, which is just a 
block away from her townhouse. 

"I didn't know what I was going 
to have to face," she said. 

After searching, to no avail, 
through the creek's mud and leaves, 
a neighbor informed LaBounty that 
he had gone ahead of her and picked 
up the dog. 

"I said, 'How dare you take my 
dog. Couldn't you leave it alone?'" 
LaBounty said. 

The neighbor brought LaBounty 
to his house, where he offered her a 
drink and sent her son to play with 
his two daughters. 

"I was beginning to lose it at 
this point," she said. "I really was 
in a fog." 

The neighbor proceeded to tell 
LaBounty that the dog had been lied 
up, stabbed about six times, had its 
mouth wrapped in electrical tape 
and was suffocated in a plastic bag. 

"There was a rage in me that was 
unbelievable," LaBounty said. "The 
dog couldn't even Cry out for help." 

LaBounty, who said she's nor- 
mally not an emotional person, be- 



gan crying, cursing and pacing the 
floor because she was so angry. 

"All I could remember was when 
my grandfather died," she said. "My 
grandmother, who was always so 
strong, totally fell apart. I'm not a 
person that cries. 

"I cried like I had never cried be- 
fore. It was like, that for everything 
that had gone wrong in my life, 
this was the breaking point," said 
LaBounty, who has been divorced 
twice. 

What really enraged LaBounty 
was the fact that she was so close 
to the dog the night she discovered 
it missing. Maybe, she said, the 
dog hadn't died yet when she was 
searching the neighborhood. 

"The dog was so loving and so 
innocent. I've lost that in life and I 
can never get it back," she said. 

LaBounty's neighbor eventually 
called the police. They questioned 
LaBounty and several neighbors 
who had gathered outside the house*. 
Then, the city's Animal Control 
Bureau arrived and wanted to look at 
the dog, which LaBounty hadn't 
even seen yet. 

"They couldn't hold me back. I 
needed to sec it. When I saw it, no 
one could imagine how horrible it 
was," she said. "I don't think that it 
was a good thing that I saw it. It 
was bad." 

When Animal Control wanted to 
take the dog to dispose of it, 
LaBounty refused. She wrapped the 
dog in a blanket and walked home, 
with her son beside her and her dog 
in her arms. 

Meanwhile, the police questioned 
her neighbors. Two days later, the 
investigation was dropped, 
LaBounty said. LaBounty waited to 
be contacted by the police, but 
when she wasn't, she took it upon 
herself to contact them. They never 
returned her calls. When they did, 
they were rude, she said. 

"I was ready to give up," she 
added. 

LaBounty's neighbors stood be- 
hind her and helped her to make 
sure that some kind of charges were 
pressed. Then LaBounty began do- 
ing a little detective work of her 



own. That's how she stumbled 
across Joey Lee Ezell. 

Ezell had moved three doors 
down almost two years earlier. But, 
LaBounty had never spoken to 
Ezell, who lives with his parents. 
She had only seen him hanging out 
in the street, she said. 

The evidence against Ezell started 
piling up when a neighbor's daugh- 
ter, who is about Ezell's age, told 
LaBounty that she had talked to 
Ezell, who had mentioned that he 
didn't like LaBounty's dog. 

"He'd say, 'I hate that dog. I'd 
like to duct tape his mouth,'" the 
neighbor told LaBounty. 

Ezell also began bragging to 
neighborhood kids, one of whom 
was the prosecutor's key witness, 
about killing the dog. Later on, 
Ezell threatened the 13 -year-old 
witness, saying that if he told any- 
one about the murder, he would do 
the same thing to him, LaBounty 
said. 

LaBounty then began to realize 
that Ezell was important to the 
case. Nevertheless, she was afraid of 
him, as were many othei neighbor- 
hood mothers. Ezell, who 
LaBounty said hung out with kids

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road. Russell said that the worst 
street conditions develop after 
winter. 

"If we have continual freeze pat- 
terns, it causes the most damage to 
the roadways," he said. 

According to Russell, there are

Hired Help At Home 



Virginia Beach residents who 
are part of a two-income family 
probably play a lot of roles. You 
may be a spouse, parent, teacher, 
car-pool driver, employee, coach 
and volunteer - all in one day. 

At some point, you may very 
well decide that you need some 
help. So you hire someone to 
help you at home, perhaps with 
child care. But before you let out 
a sigh of relief, you should know 
that you may have just taken on 
yet another role. 

Hire someone to work in your 
home and you may become an 
employer in the eyes of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, cautions 
the Virginia Society of Certified 
Public Accountants. As an em- 
ployer, you have a number of tax 
responsibilities. Here arc some 
of the most common tax-related 
obligations you may face. i 

Social Security tax 

If you pay cash wages of $50 
or more in a calendar quarter to a 
household employee, you must 
pay Social Security taxes on bis 
or her wages. The basic criteria 
for a household employee is that 
he or she provides services in 
your home. Your household help 
might be a babysitter, maid or a 
companion for the elderly. 
(These rules do not apply if you 
employ someone through an 
agency and the agency is 
responsible for who docs the 
work and how it is done). 

The Social Security tax applies 
only to cash wages. The value of 
food, lodging or other noncash 
benefits is not included when 
computing the Social Security 
tax. The Social Security tax due 
is divided equally between you 
and your employee. If you pay 
your employee's share of Social 
Security taxes yourself, the 
amount you pay for the em- 
ployee is considered extra 
taxable income to him or her. 

As an employer, you must file 
For 942, "Employer's Quarterly 
Tax Return for Household Em- 
ployees," with your check for the 
tax due. The due date for filing 
Form 942 is the end Of the 
month following the end of the 
calendar quarter for which Social 
Security taxes are being paid. 

Federal unemployment 
tax 

Generally, you must pay fed- 
eral unemployment tax (FUTA) if 
you paid a household employee 
wages of $1,000 or more during 



a calendar quarter. FUTA is im- 
posed on you as the employer; 
you must not collect or deduct it 
from the wages of your em- 
ployee. In addition, you will 
probably be subject to state un- 
employment taxes. If so, you 
FUTA tax may be substantially 
reduced by the amount of state 
unemployment tax you must pay 
on your employee's wages. 

Every employer must file an 
annual tax return on Form 940 or 
940 EZ by January 31 following 
the close of the calendar year for 
which the tax is due. If you owe 
(but have not yet deposited) 
more than $100 in FUTA tax at 
the end of any quarter, you must 
make a deposit by the end of the 
next month. 

Federal income tax 
As an employer of household 
help, you are not required to 
withhold income tax from your 
employee's wages, but you can 
do so if you and your employee 
prefer this arrangement. Income 
tax withholding is reported and 
paid with Form 942, the same foi 
used to report and pay Social 
Security taxes. If you agree to 
withhold income tax from youi 
employee's wages, ask your em- 
ployee to complete a W-4 form, 
"Employee's Withholding Al- 
lowance Certificate." You will 
also need a copy of the IRS's 
"Employer's Tax Guide," which 
explains how to calculate the 
amount of withholding based on 
the employee's income and the 
information on the W-4. 

You have one more responsi- 
bility: you are required to give 
your employee a W-2 form by 
January 31, showing compensa- 
tion paid during the year and the 

amount of taxes withheld. 
Copies of the W-2 form must be 
filed with the Social Security 
Administration by the end of 
February. Generally, an 
employee who earns less than 
$21,000 and supports a 
dependent child is eligible for 
the earned income credit (EIC). 
As an employer, you must pay 
the EIC in advance if the 
employee requests it. . 

If you need help coping with 
the tax responsibilities associ- 
ated with your new role as an 
employer, you may want to con- 
tact a tax professional for addi- 
tional guidance.

McGovern Assists In Evacuation 



tne crew of the V S S 
Barnstable County returned home 
from a deployment off the coast 
of West Africa just in time to 
share traditional New Year's 
wishes for peace and prosperity 
. with their families. But the 
sentiments this year had a new 
meaning for people like Ensign 
Jim McGovern, the son of 
George McGovern and Sheila 
Dagenheart and son-in-law of J. 
Hampton and Susan Kay Byerly 
all of Virginia Beach. McGovern 
is married to the former Kimla 
Byerly. 

McGovern and his shipmates 
recently took part in the 
evacuation of Americans and 
foreign nationals from the war- 
torn country of Liberia, a rescue 
operation that gave the 26-year- 
old Navy man a new appreciation 
for just how dangerous a place 
the world is even apart from the 
crisis in the Middle East. 

Civil War has raged on in the 
small African nation since 
December of 1987, with fighting 
increasing in intensity in 1989 
until finally, in the closing 
months of 1990, the safety of 
American citizens living and 
working within the country could 
not longer be guaranteed. 

Aboard the Barnstable County, 
McGovern, and the 30 men who 
work for him, guarantee that all 
of the electrical and auxiliary 
equipment onboard the 
amphibious ship works and is 
dependable. Although the 
evacuation of refugees was a 
memorable moment, in the young 
naval officer's career, he's quick 
to put it in perspective. 

"Everyday aboard the ship 
poses a new challenge," says the 
1988 alumnus of Norfolk State 
University who majored in 
history. "I'm never bored with 
my job. It always keeps me on 
ifty toes." 

Although McGovern grew up 
in Hampton Roads and was 
always aware of the Navy, he 
says he really had very little 
appreciation for what the Navy 
did and for the role it plays in 
international affairs until he 
became a midshipman at Norfolk 
State and was later commissioned 
as a naval officer.

Navy's sealift capability. We 
basically go in under a white 
flag to get our people out,"

slashed, lying side by side under a 
pile of leaves and tree branches. 

Before Novak was arrested, par- 
ents were issued a warning by Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Chief Charles 
Wall, asking them to keep their 
children out of the woods. 

The woods were known as a 
stomping ground for many neigh- 
borhood children. Bike trails, tree 
forts and skateboard ramps were 
scattered throughout, in addition to 
Birdneck Lake, which lies between 
Wadsworth and the Birdneck Lakes 
subdivision. 

According to one Birdneck Lakes 
resident, the woods were nothing 
but trouble. 

"I've been throwing kids out of 
those woods for six-and-one-half 
years," said Shep Brown, who is on 
the Birdneck Lakes Home Owner's 
Association's board of directors. 



Brown said the association has 
been begging Wadsworth families 
to keep their children out of the 
woods.

children also play there, Brown said 
that the woods arc attractive to the 
one percent of the "derelict 
Wadsworth teens" that roam them. 

"These kids do not go to school. 
Everyday these kids come roaming 
through our neighborhood," he said. 



'. Wadsworth is separated from 
TJirdneck I,akes by the stretch of 
woods where the bodies were found. 
Brown said that Wadsworth kids 
often cut through the woods and 
Birdneck Lakes to get to the 7-11 
on General Booth Boulevard. 

He said that the only solution for 
keeping kids out of the woods is for 
hit city or state to erect a, six- to 
eight-foot chain link fence around 
ihem. "No Trespassing" signs al- 
ready surround the woods, but are 
obviously ignored, he said. 

Brown, who lives about a half- 
mile from where where the bodies 
were found, said that the state, 
which owns the property, refuses to 
install a fence along Prosperity 
Road, which runs in front of 
Wadsworth Homes naval housing, 
located next to Camp Pendleton. 

Brown said that the woods were 
originally supposed to be cleared to 
make way for a golf course. But, 
the state keeps raising the price of 
the land so the city won't buy it,

"We have had fewer vendors 
over the years so we don't be- 
come too crowded," said Cake. 




Cake is anticipating about 35 
food vendors, 90-plus arts and 
crafts booths, a 4-H exhibit and 
live stage entertainment. 

Of course, strawberries arc the 
festival's main feature. Last year, 
more than 8,000 quarts of fresh 
berries were sold, along with 550 
strawberry pics. The usual straw- 
berry ice cream, shortcakes, pre- 
serves, non-alcoholic daiquiris 
and fruit dishes will be offered, as 
well as several new products that 
Cake said arc a secret.

Missing The Marks: Art Center's 
Director Looks Back; Looks Ahead 



Colleagues Say They

Michael Marks has accomplished 
what he set out to do. 

Now, it's time for the Virginia 
Beach Center for the Arts director to 
move on. 

Marks, who began his tenure as 
director in 1985, recently accepted a 
^job with the Cleveland Health Edu- 
cation Museum in Ohio. According 
to Marks, Cleveland is known for 
having the best medical community 
in the world. 

"In this business, if you wish to 
grow professionally, you have to be 
willing to go where the opportuni- 
ties are. In the Hampton Roads 
area, there are not many museum 
opportunities," said Marks. 

Marks got wind of the new posi- 
tion about three months ago when 
he was contacted by art executive 
search firm in New York City. 

"The background I have is almost 
fitted exactly, and I'm someone 
with museum experience," he said. 

According to Marks, thejCleve- 
land museum is the only qne of its 
kind in the country. Its purpose is 
to educate the public on health is- 
sues, the human body and the im- 
portance of wellness, diet and exer- 
cise. It also focuses closely on 



children's health education. 

Although Marks has been in- 
volved in the art world for the past 
six years, his background in health 
services qualified him for the new 
job. A graduate of the University of 
Kentucky, Marks moved to Vir- 
ginia Beach in 1971 to pursue a 
master's degree in community 
health planning at Old Dominion 
University. 

Marks then landed a job as dis- 
trict director for the Muscular Dis- 
trophy Association. Eventually, 
before his 11 -year stint with the 
association ended, he was promoted 
to regional coordinator. : 

"I kind of stumbled upon it. I 
was offered an unusual opportunity 
at a young age to set up my own 
operation and my own office in 
Virginia," he said. "I thought it 
would be a good, quick cold bath 
for me in the business world." 

Through the association, Marks 
became involved in the health 
community by working closely 
with hospitals, setting up disease 
clinics and handicapped camps and 
coordinating fundraising events. 

He used the same skills when he 
went to work for the Leukemia So- 
ciety of America for more than two 
years. 

When Marks was hired at the arts 
center, formerly located at 18th 
Street and Arctic Avenue, its board 
of director gave him a list of goals

for him to accomplish. He was to 
rebuild the center's goodwill in the 
community, revamp the budget and 
move the center into a new, larger 
building. 

"We were very fortunate to ac- 
complish all those goals," he said.

June Barrett Reached Her Personal 
Fitness Goal By Swimming 200 Miles

June Barrett recently swam to 
Washington, D.C. Not really, but 
she might as well have. 

The city's Department of Public 
Works/Enginecrm^yil engineer 
recently reached a personal fitness 
goal by swimming 200 miles in 
one year. 

But, the feat didn't start out as a 
challenge. It began as therapy for a 
stress fracture on her shin, a result 
of a running accident 

"I started to swim mainly be- 
cause of a running injury, but then 
I really started to enjoy it," said 
Barrett, a Lynnhavcn Beach resi- 
dent. 

Barren, 34, enrolled in a swim 
conditioning class at the YMCA in 
January 1990. The class taught 
paticipants to improve their swim- 
ming strokes, said Barrett, who 
added that many people learn to 
swim the wrong way as children. 

She and fellow city employee, 
Mary Morris, of Environmental 
Management, attended the classes 
three nights a week at the YMCA 
and began swimming on their own 
on the weekends. 



At the time, Morris, who has 
since moved to Florida, had set a 
200-mile goal for herself. 

"I kept thinking I'd never make 
it," said Barrett. "By fall, I realized 
that I could." 

In the hour-long classes, Barrett 
and Morris each swam a little over 
a mile. 

"We swam mostly laps. We'd do 
kicking and different strokes," she 
said. "It really helped improve my 
skills a lot." 

It helped so much, Barrrctt said, 
that she is again able to compete in 
running events, particularly 
triathlons, although she's not quite 
as fast as she used to be. Barrett 
said the laps helped her gain body 
strength and flexibility and in- 
creased her aerobic capacity. 

"I became one of the belter 
swimmers in the triathlon because 
of swimming," she said. 

Although running was her main 
passion, Barrett said that swimming 
has somewhat replaced it. Before 
her injury, Barrett ran 40 to 50 
miles a week. Ah occasional run 
around City Hall eventually grew 
into an obsession, she said. 

"Losing that was a great sadness. 
I was devastated. I'm a competitive 
perr n and I couldn't run for two 
months," she said. 

Now, Barrett is swimming, run- 
ning and biking, although she said 
she rarely lakes her bike out on the 
road because the area is not safe

enough. 

Barrett and Morris reached their 
goals on Dec. 31, 1990. They 
swam on JNIcw Year's Eve just to 
hit the 200 mark by midnight, 
Barren said. 

"That night, we swam our vic- 
tory swim," she said. 

Barrett's love for swiming has 
also rubbed off on her husband, 
former All-Amcrican track runner, 
Ray McDanicls. Although he 
doesn't take the swimming classes, 
he swims at the YMCA during his

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Murder 

Keep Neighborhoods Safe 

A recent murder has literally shocked much of the Virginia 
Beach community. People are afraid for themselves and their 
children; they wonder if it's safe to even go outside. 

Last week, two little boys were found dead in the woods of 
the Bfrdrieck Lake subdivision. They had been riding their 
bikes and playing like so many other neighborhood kids do, 
when someone ended their lives. They were only missing from 
their homes for 24 hours! 

The boys were not sexually abused or mutilated in a sick 
way, police say. These boys apparently were not kidnapped 
and tortured, or exploited or used in a satanic ritual. They were 
simply murdered. So, it makes one wonder who was in those 
woods at the time the kids were pjaying, and what were they 
doing that would provoke them to kill two innocent children. 

The woods are known to be frequented by hoodlums, 
vagabonds and even homeless people. Many teenagers use the 
woods as a party spot; some just use it as a cut-through to an 
adjoining neighborhood. Some used to ride the bike trails, 
swim in the lake and play in the many tree forts that exist back 
there. What the kids didn't know, or maybe they did and just 
ignored the fact, is that those woods were off limits to every- 
body. There are "No Tresspassing" signs along the edge of the 
woods clearly stating that no one is to enter them. If the chil- 
dren were uncapable of reading the signs, we hope their parents 
made it a point to tell them. 

The boys' murder has devastated the neighborhoods, if not 
the entire city. Parents in that area won't let their children out 
after dark; some won't let them out, period. Hopefully, the kids 
will have no desire to ever go into the woods again. 

But, the parents can only do so much. They should not be , 
expected to lock their children inside for the rest of their lives. 
They shouldn't have to move. As long as the parents drill into 
their children's head the dangers of talking to strangers and 
playing in unfamiliar places, they should be okay. 

It should be the city, or the state's, responsibility to make 
sure that the "No Tresspassing" laws are obeyed. The woods 
should either be cleared, so the land can be put to good use, or 
a fence should be erected, so that children can't get into the 
woods even if they wanted to. The woods should be patroled 
on a regular basis; if kids are spotted back there, they should be 
dragged home to their parents and reprimanded. 

Parents should not have to worry that their children are in 
danger, that is, as long as they instill in them the importance of 
safety. For those who never listened in the past, as many kids 
don't, maybe this unfortunate turn of events will knock some 
sense into them. A Neighborhood Watch program should be 
implemented in both Birdneck Lake and Wadsworth Homes. If 
the police won't patrol the areas, then the residents should ban 
together and try to protect their own. 

The boys cannot be brought back, but we, as a city, can trv 
to do something to prevent it ever happening again. Parents aY\af> 
ci t y o ff ic ials need to w o r k togethe r to malt* 
Lake/Wadsworth Homes area, as well as all others in the city, 
as safe as possible. - K.L.D.

As we predicted several weeks ago 
in this column, the breaching of the 
Green Line was handily approved by 
a six-to-four vote of City Council. 

The big guns of business were 
brought to bear and, with one excep- 
tion, the business-oriented members 
of council elected last year voted 
down the line. The one exception was 
Councilman Louis Jones, who joined 
the ladies on the council in voting 
against the measure. He sensibly 
advocated waiting until a later date 
when all factors including the envi- 
ronment had been carefully weighed 
and evaluated. * 

With the tearing down of the Green Line, the city is nowVaced with an 
entirely new ball game. This is not to say that large housing projects will now 
start immediately below the Green Line or that industry will be pouring into the 
area. The fact is that the economic climate at the present time is such that it is 
extremely doubtful that there will be much growth at all, anywhere in the city . 
As we have pointed out in the past, the reason for breaching the Green Line at 
this time appears to have more to do with enhancing property values for 
financial reasons than for any urgent need for additional land for development. 

Growth in the rural area will probably follow much the same pattern as 
occurred in the northern part of the city in the 1970s. First, individual homes 
and small developments, followed later by some commercial establishments to 
serve their needs. In other words, it will gradually grow like Topsy without 
much rhyme or reason until it is too late. Farming will have been destroyed and 
millions will be needed to buy costly, developed land to provide the infrastruc- 
ture of roads, schools, etc. What is now facing the city is how to avoid this 
happening, with solid long range planning, and how to pay for it.

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Recent City Council Actions Reported By Lee Cahill 
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Comprehensive Plan Helps Council Make Land Use Decisions 



The city of Virginia Beach has a 
new Comprehensive Plan to guide 
City Council and the city adminis- 
tration in making land use decisions 
over the next five years. 

The plan, adopted by a 7-4 vote, 
includes two transition areas south 
of the Green Line, which arc the 
most significant and most contro- 
versial features of the plan. 

Although the plan calls for 
maintaining the Green Line, as is, 
opening up the two areas for devel- 
opment actually breach the line 
which was established several years 
ago to preserve agriculture in the 
southern part of the city. 

Supporters of maintaining the 
line, among them former council- 
man, John D. Moss, also cite eco- 
nomic reasons for restricting devel- 
opment to the northern part of the 
city where infrastructure is avail- 
able, instead of expending city re- 
sources in a new area of the city. 
Also cited was the uncertainty of 
the city water supply and the con- 
struction of the Southeastern Ex- 
pressway. 

The Planning Commission rec- 
ommended the inclusion of the 
4,400-acre transition area in De- 
cember, in an addendum to the 
original plan which was presented 
to City Council on Sept. 12. A 
major change in the plan so late in 
the process also has been criticized 
by opponents. Still, council added a 
second transition area adjoining the 
first where some development has 
already occurred. 

At workshops over the past sev- 
eral weeks council has seesawed 
over not only whether to include 
the transition areas, but on what 
proportions of the new areas should 
be set aside for commercial and res- 
idential development. 

The proposal of the 
commissioners for 90 percent 
commercial and 10 percent residen- 
tial, at a high density, was consid- 
ered early in the deliberations as 
being unrealistic. But at a work 
session, just prior to the formal 
council session when the decisions 
were made, ratios for the 4,400-acre 
transition area were bandied about 
like bids at an auction. 

After last week's session it ap- 
peared that council would -go along 
with the split of 70 percent 



j residential and 30 percent commer- 
cial because that ratio is the goal of 
the city as a whole. At present the 
ratio is close to 80 percent residen- 
tial and 20 percent commercial. 

The final decision, however, calls 
for a ratio of 70 percent commercial 
and 30 percent residential at three 
units per acre, with a possibility of 
higher density of the need rises, 
say, for dormitories in connection 
with a university. 

Before the vote, some council 
members suggested a 50/50 ratio, 
possibly as a kind of compromise, 
ana other council members seemed 
willing to go along with that or 
any other ratio to get approval for 
the transition area. However, 
Councilman William D. Scssoms 
Jr. persisted in his support for the 
70/30 commercial/residential ratio. 
Sessoms sees the transition area as 
providing an opportunity for the 
city to expand its tax tease by at- 
tracting new business to the area. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones, 
who opposed inclusion of the tran- 
sition areas, said, however, that the 
plan "has gotten very, very close to 
something I can accept. I like con- 
ditional zoning; I like the idea of 
the transition zone." Except, he 
said, the city should wait and make 
a decision when it knows what will 
happen in the Lake Gaston litiga- 
tion. 

"My negative vote is not against 
growth," he said, pointing out that 
during his previous term on council 
he was a pro-growth councilman, 
but that he was not in favor of the 
plan until the water supply issue is 
resolved. He had also referred last 
week to a letter from Public Utili- 
ties Director Clarence Warnstaff 
who said that the Lake Gaston wa- 
ter supply would take care of the 
water needs north of the Green Line 
and that additional sources would be 
needed to take care of development 
south of the Green Line. 

Voles on the Comprehensive 
Plan and related issues were as fol- 
lows: 

• On the plan itself, without 
consideration of the transition areas, 
7-4 with Vice Mayor Robert E. 
Fentress, and Councilman Paul J. 
Lantcignc, Scssoms, James W. 
Bra/icr Jr., John A. Baum, Harold 
Hcischobcr and Robert W. Clybum 



in favor; and Jones, Mayor Meycra 
Oberndorf and Councilwomen Reba 
McClanan and Nancy Parker op- 
posed. 

• On the inclusion of the transi- 
tion area recommended by the 
Planning Commission, at three 
units per acre and a 70/30 commer- 
cial/residential split, the same vote. 

• On the inclusion of the second 
transition area with a change in the 
original proposal from two units 
per acre to one unit per acre, 7-3, 
with the same division except that 
McClanan abstained. 

• Conditional zoning (the plan 
calls for conditional zoning to be 
used for development of the transi- 
tion areas), 8-2 with McClanan and 
Oberndorf dissenting. Sessoms was 
absent. 

• An amendment to the Master 
Street and Highway Plan, 11-0. 

The changes include the reloca- 
tion of the proposed four-lane 
parkway section parallel to and 
north of North Landing road to in- 
tersect with Indian River Road; the 
inclusion of Courthouse Loop as a 
four-lane divided roadway; the in- 
clusion of City Line road as a four- 
lane divided roadway from 
Kempsville Road to 1-64; removal 
of West Neck Road as a four-lane 
divided roadway with bikeway from 
North Landing Road to Indian River 
Road as removal of a four-lane 
parkway parallel to and north of 
North Landing Road from Indian 
River Road to Princess Anne Road, 
and the removal of a four-lane di- 
vided roadway extending from the 
intersection of Princess Anne Road 
and Holland Road to intersect 
Princess Anne Road and again north 
of Seaboard Road. 

• The ordinance pertaining to the 
agricultural districts, approved by a 
vote of 8-2 with Oberndorf and 
Parker dissenting. 

The ordinance repeals the 
agricultural overlay which had re- 
stricted development to 20-acrc 
parcels and amends provisions for 
the AG-1 and AG-2 districts. Con- 
ditional use permits will be required 
for residential construction, devel- 
opment on any tract would be re- 
stricted to no more than two lots in 
any 12-month period, and property 
owners will be allowed to cluster 
the residences to reduce the number 



of cuts on a road. 

Council, however, will be given 
more flexibility in determining the 
number of lots that will be permit- 
ted on the tract. Considerations will 
include the total number of lots 
which would have been allowed by 
right on the AG-2 portion of the 
tract under provisions that existed 
on May 6, 1989, the development 
potential of the residual property 
and the degree to which the pro- 
posed plan of development furthers 
the objectives of the ordinances. 

• The ordinance pertaining to 
fences and walls, adopted by a 9-2 
vole with Brazier and Lanteigne 
dissenting. The ordinance which af- 
fects fences built within 30 feet of 
public right-of-way, requires that no 
fence or wall may be erected closer 
than five feet to any right-of-way 
line. Lou Pace, of Hunt Club For- 
est, objected because he would lose 
five feet of his property if he were 
o replace his fence. 

Lanteigne agreed, saying that he 
lad no problem with placing re- 
strictions on new construction, but 
not to asking property owners to 
lose five feet of their property 
which would have to remain on the 
road side of the fence. 

While most of the audience at the 
public hearing on the Comprehen- 
sive Plan last week consisted of a 
majority of people opposed to in- 
cluding the transition zones, the 
audience at a Tuesday session was 
predominantly pro-transition areas, 
including some of the principals of 
Lake Ridge Associates who have 
applied for rczoning for a 1400-acre 
tract within the transition area and 
who originally proposed the 90-10 
commercial/residential split. The 
application was credited by some of 
the property of the Green Line as 
instigating the development of the 
transition area concept by the Plan- 
ning Commission. 

Scssoms said that he saw the 
plan as a positive document, "that a 
lot of people arc seeing immediate 
development if the plan is ap- 
proved. It's planning for the future, 
an enhancement to economic devel- 
opment, something to control 
growth." He said that it was the 
first time since he has been on 
council - Scssoms is serving his 
second term - that he has seen such 



an amount of work put on an issue. 
McClanan at the earlier work 
session objected to the less forceful 
use of "may" and "should" rather 
than "shall" on statements on what 
developers in the transition areas 
will be expected to do. She added 
that the city's backlog of needed 
roads and other infrastructure will 
be greater than ever. For the city to 
get participation from developers, 
McClanan said, "should" will never 
doit. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that the idea is that developers 
will be told what they should do to 
get a rezoning, and council will 
have the ultimate authority to ap- 
prove or not to approve the rezon- 
ing. 

McClanan also wanted to know 
what 70 percent or 30 percent resi- 
dential meant in terms of the num- 
ber of units. 

Scott replied that figuring on the 
basis of 5,500 acres at three units 
per acre, 10 percent residential re- 
sulted in 800 units; 50 percent, in 
4,000 units, and 70 percent in 
5,700 units. What was approved 
was 30 percent, which places the 
potential number of units in the 
transitional areas somewhere be- 
tween the 5,700 and 4,000. 

Charles Traub told council that a 
build-out in the transition areas will 
cost the city and the taxpayers. 
Traub complained that council 
handed out amendment packages 
just prior to the public hearing on 
Feb. 26 so that the public did not 
have the time to know what was in 
them. The information was not 
previously available to the general 
public and he asked whether council 
could legally and morally approve 
anything without making the de- 
velopment available to the public. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
that the city advertised for another 
public hearing, but that in no event 
is count!! limited in making 
amendments. 

Maurice Jackson, chairman of the 
Council of Civic Organizations, 
sought a delay in ending develop- 
ment south of the Green Line until 
a amend is shown and the city can 
support it. He said that 18,000 
acres of undeveloped land arc avail- 
able north of the Green Line. 



Glenn Russell, representing the 
Tidewater Board of Realtors, said 
that the board endorses the 70 per- 
cent residential, 30 percent com- 
mercial ratio and the economic de- 
velopment advisory committee rec- 
ommended in the plan. The board 
also recommended the designation 
of additional areas for recreation and 
convention amenities such as golf 
course. The plan promotes golf 
courses which are open to the pub- 
lic). 

Russell said that the commercial 
real estate community is currently ' 
pursuing requests for proposals to- 
taling approximately one million 
square feet, but potential tenants 
and land owners do not want to lo- 
cate in corporate landing. He said 
that the land at Oceana West in- 
cumbered by air rights easements is 
scarce - AICUZ easements prohibit 
office buildings. Most of the clients 
want new, low profile buildings 
that require sizable amounts of 
acreage. The board concludes that 
the first transition area is needed if 
the city is to accomplish its eco- 
nomic development goals. 

H.L. Gordiner, president of the 
Courthouse/Sandbridge Coalition, 
said that several thousand people 
who border the Green Line do not 
agree to the transition area, which 
he said, is little more than an en- 
croachment. He said that it was all 
right to have available areas for de- 
velopment, but that there was 
nothing planned for the area - "Just 
somebody wants them developed." 

Tuck Bowie, chairman of the 
Political Affairs Committee for the 
Tidewater Builders Association, ex- 
pressed concern that developers 
would have to wait an additional 75 
days if changes in proffers under 
conditional zoning are made. 

He also said that the discussion 
of 18,000 acres undeveloped north 
of the Green Line is incorrect in 
that 10,000 acres are zoned agricul- 
ture, commercial or resort, of which 
6,000 are zoned agriculture. Envi- 
ronmental constraints further reduce 
available land for development to 
6,500 acres. 

Stuart Gordon, a Pungo resident, 
warned council that North Carolina 
will have new ammunition for its

Irene Shiflet Has Never Been Bored

Don't let the business suit fool 
you. The Virginia Beach Sun ad- 
vertising representative Dan 
Miller isn't all seriousness and 
practicality, isn't all facts and 
figures. 

Quite the contrary. Miller 
moonlights as a magician, and 
can laugh, joke and amaze the 
public with the best of them. 

"I'd call myself a magician and 
comedian, rolled into one, since 
my shows are filled with humor," 
said Miller, 46, a magician since 
the age of 10. 

Miller, who is employed now 
by The Virginia Beach Sun, can 
create fire from air, make beauti- 
ful women disappear and pull silk 
scarves out of nowhere. He has 
produced and performed over 
5,000 magic shows all over the 
world, including three Royal 
Cornmandperfbrmances for tribal 
Nigerian Kings. He produced and 
was "Bozo the Clown" in "Bozo's 
Big Top," which was aired by 
Christian Broadcasting Network, 
and he produced and hosted "The 
Abusa-ya-ya Show," aired in 
Columbia, S.C. 

"Magic and performing still 
intrigue me as much today as 
they did when I was 10," said 
Miller, who today performs 
magic on nights, weekends and 
even some business days at vari- 
ous events, from private parties 
to banquets to large stage shows. 
"It's just as exciting as it ever 
was." 

Salesman by day and magician 
by night? Miller said that the two 
roles are as not contrary as some 



might think. "Both require a 
skillful handling of material and a 
deep understanding of your audi- 
ence and what it will appreciate," 
he said. 

Miller has held various sales 
jobs, from insurance agent to 
corporate salesman, throughout 
the years. 

"I love people, and this is im- 
portant both to my performing as 
a magician and my role as sales- 
man," he said. * 

Miller, a Chesapeake resident 
who grew up in South Carolina, 
said he comes from a family of 
performers. His mother danced on 
stage as a young girl, his father 
used to sing on the radio and en- 
joyed acting, one of his sisters is 




now a professional model and ac- 
tress, and even his daughter 
dances, models and acts pro- 
fessionally. 

Miller, an oldest child, said 
that as a boy he used to set up 
carnivals and fairs in his back- 
yard. Magic came naturally to 
him, he said. He initially became 
interested in it when his parents 
gave him "a whole load of magi- 
cian stuff" they got from a family 
friend who was a former ma- 
gician. 

"I thought it was fun fooling 
people," he noted, "not deceiving 
them, just fooling them - there's 
a difference." 

Miller said fooling is done in 
fun and deceiving involves ma- 
nipulation or malicious sneaki- 
ness. 



"It's fun to see people smile, 
and to see their eyes light up," 
said Miller, who dubbed himself 
"the Great Danilo" when he was a 
boy. 

Miller sang in all-boy's chorus 
and in high school he put on 
"lots and lots" of magic shows, 
won a state talent competition 
and won a slate public speaking 
contest. 

After high school he moved to 
Nigeria, where he performed in a 
national movie presentation and 
in many broadcasted shows. In 
Nigeria, he acquired his "magic 
word" - "Abusa-ya-ya," a Nige- 
rian word for master of the spir- 
its. 

"A Nigerian boy suggested the 
word," he said. Later in the 
United States, he obtained a 
patent on the word, which be- 
came his trademark of sorts. 

"It's definitely a cut above the 
'abracadabra' you often hear," he 
noted. 

Later Miller attended the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska correspon- 
dence school in Lagos, Nigeria, 
the Washington Academy of Ra- 
dio and Television in Washing- 
ton, D.C. and the University of 
Maryland (in both Munich, Ger- 
many and Maryland). 

At this time he was aiming to 
go into broadcasting and other 
radio station work. In Munich he 
met his wife, Clare, who was 
also an American student. He 
made her his assistant (something 
he had done with ffcst dates from 
time to time) and they dated a 
year before marrying. 

After school, Miller had his 
"first break into radio," working 
for WDDY in Gloucester, Va. 
Soon afterwards he moved to 
Williamsburg, Va. and served as 
"the Colonial Williamsburg ma- 
gician" while working in a sil- 
versmith shop on the side. 



'Things happened fast back 
then," he said. He took what ca- 
reer opportunities he could and 
soon found himself doing news 
and weather for WOLO television 
in Columbia, S.C, the station 
for which he ended up producing 
the "Abusa-ya-ya Show." In 
addition to hosting the daily one- 
hour shows, he made many per- 
sonal appearances.

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Refuge Dike Closed Briefly 



Activities to improve wildlife 
habitat have resumed at Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge. 

According to Refuge Manager 
Anthony D. Leger, refuge employ- 
ees have begun rehabilitation of the 
west dike and surrounding marshes 
to improve water holding capabili- 
ties and to provide for more abun- 
dant sources of food and for migra- 
tory birds. 

Preliminary work has closed a 
one-mile section of the west dike in 
the area known as Green Hills. As 
df now, the use of heavy equipment 
has resulted in a temporary closure' 
of the entire west dike and both 
cross dikes to public use. 

Leger indicated that the closure is 
needed to ensure visitor safety and 
to reduce potential user conflicts 
with maintenance workers and 
equipment. The west dike and con- 
necting cross dikes will be closed 
until further notice. 

Foot and bicycle access to False 
Cape State Park will be maintained 
as long as possible via the east dike 
and the refuge beach. Should addi- 
tional closures in support of this 
important project become neces- 
sary, announcements will be made 
and areas will be posted. 

Due to construction activities, 
dewatering of impoundments, and 
resulting stress to fish populations, 
fishing will continue to be disal- 
lowed in these areas. Also, access 



for bay fishing will not be permit- 
ted by way of the west dike, but 
will contiue to be permitted in the 
refuge headquarters area and along 
designated sections of the beach. 

Seasonal closures of this type are 
used by many refuges throughout 
the country to protect wildlife, im- 
prove habitat, and ensure public 
safety. When completed, these 
habitat improvements are expected 
to provide increased opportunities 
for the public to view wildlife, par- 
ticularly waterfowl. These man- 
agement activities directly support 
the North American Waterfowl 
Management Plan, an international 
agreement among the United States, 
Canada and Mexico, aimed at in- 
creasing waterfowl populations. 

Leger also said that exhibits de- 
scribing the impoundment rehabili- 
tation project and other important 
refuge programs are currently on 
display in the refuge visitor contact 
station. The hours of the facility are 

from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and from 9 a.m. to 
4 p.m. Sunday. Saturday hours will 
resume in April. A full schedule of 
activities can be obtained by con- 
tacting the refuge office at 721- 
2412 or by writing Back Bay Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge, P.O. Box 
6286, 4005 Sandpiper Road, Vir 
ginia Beach, Va 23456.

donate back to the community. 
Last year, the festival's budget 
was $65,000, but the festival 
barely broke even so not much 
was donated to community sei^f 
vice organizations. 

"That's an admirable reason to 
raise funds," said Pace, the Vir- 
ginia Beach school system's di- 
rector of Transportation Services. 

The festival was started by a 
group of Pungo residents, who 
wished to promote both 
strawberries and Pungo. With 
that in mind, they planned a 
family-oriented, down home, 
xmntry-style festival. 

"It has a rural theme. It's 
unique; it has special character," 
said Louis Cullipher, director of 
the city's Agriculture Department 
and City coordinator for 1 the festi- 
val. 

Pace said that the festival is so 
popular because there is no alco- 
hol served and that all the events 
and activities are geared for the 
family. 

"It's a laid back, country-style 



festival," said Cake. "People 
seem to like that" 

Cake said that the festival re- 
minds a lot of people of their 
own hometown festivals, where 
people arc able to walk freely 
through the streets.

Eubank said he's letting his chil- 
dren out of the house, but theyiarc 
not to wander anywhere unless he 
or his wife accompany them. He 
said that his nine-year-old under- 
stands the tragedy that recently oc- 
curred, but thinks that his parents 
are overreacting. 

"You'd be stupid not to pay a 
whole lot more attention to where 
your children are," said Eubank. 

But, kids will be kids, he said, 
and no matter how much lecturing 
parents do, some will not listen. 

"You wish it could be the way it 
was when you were raised," he said. 
"This is not 1956, it's 1991, and 
there are meaner people out there. 
You just can't let your kids go 
out." 

Brown agrees that there are "not 
all good people in those woods." 
He said that the association is 
"almost numb" from begging for 
help with the woods. He said he 
feels that the police should spend 
more time in the area. 

"In a couple of weeks, there will 
be kids back in those woods," said 
Brown, a retired Marine who has 
lived in Birdneck Lakes since 1985. 

Eubank said that if the stale 
won't tear down the woods or put 
up a fence, that parents should en- 
force the dangers of the woods to 
their children. They should all be 
taught to obey the "No Trespass- 
ing" signs, he said. 

"I wish they could play in there 
and be safe. Because this is the real

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ground and made the center's dream 
a reality. 

"He's come here and done what 
the board hired him to do and now 
he's ready for different things," said 
Wallace.

Marks' responsibilities at the 
health museum will include 
expanding its staff, rebuilding the 
board and helping to give the mu- 
seum greater visibility on a na- 
tional level. The museum was also 
seeking someone with fundraising 
experience and an interest in the 
business's financial side. 

"It's a chance for me to work 
with a larger institution, budget, 
staff and community. My back- 
ground in health and wellness did 
create a genuine interest there," he 
said. 

The health museum has 70,000- 
squarc-fect, a $1.5 million budget 
and a full-time staff of 26. 

Marks, a Little Neck resident, 
said that although he knows he 
must move on, leaving the arts 



center will be hard. 

"It's very much mixed emotions. 
I've developed a nice gandry of 
friends, contacts and business asso- 
ciates," he said. "This has been my 
baby for the last six years. There's 
some ownership that I've taken on 
here that's hard to let go of."

Marks 
agreed to help by compiling a job 
profile. 



"I've offered them my assistance 
if they desire it. They're asking me 
to develop a job profile," he said. 
"I'd assume it would be a national 
search. They can be a long process. 
I assume it'll take two to three 
months to filter through the appli- 
cant pool." 

Marks said that the center should 
have a new director by July or Au- 
gust. 

"This will be a very attractive 
job on the national scene," said 
Marks. "It's one of the newest and 
finest equipped art centers in the 
country."

He continued to make numer- 
ous appearances, performing 
magic in schools, churches, trade 
shows, conventions, parties, 
banquets and commercials. 
'Magic by Dan' was, and still is, 
his logo. 

Since his wife stopped acting 
as his assistant shortly after they 
married, he stopped using one. 
He said his wife supports his 
performing magic, allowing him 
to hang posters of magicians and 
keep his magic props in sight at 
home, but that she no longer 
comes out for shows. 

His favorite tricks involve au- 
dience participation, he said. "My 
performances are as much based 
on my performance and on com- 
edy and laughter and fun as they 
arc oh technique," he said. His 
shows may range from 30 min- 
utes to over three hours long, he 
said, and most are designed for 
families. 

Thirteen years ago he and Clare 
moved to Chesapeake, to the 



Hickory section. Here they raise, 
breed, train and sell Arabian 
horses, and here Miller founded 
and has presided over Y.E.A. 
Inc., a youth evangelistic 
association. 

Miller said he'd like to do more 
cruise ship and night club work, 
in the future. He has performed at 
the Chesapeake Jubilee, Harbor 
fest, the Portsmouth Fall Festi- 
val, the Suffolk Peanut Festival, 
at Waterside and at many local 
clubs. He said over the years he 
has spent $25 to $30,000 on 
magician's equipment, plus he 
has paid to attend various magic 
conventions. He belongs to the 
International Brotherhood of Ma- 
gicians and the Society of 
American Magicians. 

Miller has also travelled 
through Ohio, Indiana, West 
Virginia and much of the Eastern 
Shore doing shows. 

"The magician in me will 
never leave," he said. "It's too 
much a part of me. 

"It's a bug that gets you," he 
added, noting that he still gels 
excited before every show. 



His advice to young magicians 
is "practice practice before you 
perform and have it absolutely 
down pat. 

"First impressions are the 
greatest," he added. "You don't 
want to go out and pcrfoim until 
you're absolutely sure that you're 
ready." 

Miller said he doesn't need to 
practice too much anymore, but 
he recalls practicing his magic as 
a boy in many different ways. 

"I remember putting my kitty 
cat in a box and slicking butler 
knives into the box," he said. 
"My mother wasn't too thrilled 
about that one." 

Miller said he has read count- 
less magic books over the years. 

"I just have never been able to 
do enough," he said.

world, that's not going to happen," 
he said. "Nobody is supposed to be 
in there." 

Eubank said one way to dissuade 
children from playing in the woods 
is to disassemble the tree forts and 
skate ramps, which police already 
did while conducting the search for 
the two boys. 

"We, as parents, should say 
they're not allowed to go back 
there. And, we should see police 
searching it (the woods) day and 
night with helicopters," he said. 

The recent murders, which 
devastated not only Birdneck Lakes 
and Wadswoth residents, but the 
entire community, will not change 
the city or the state's minds about 
clearing the woods, even if at a low 
cost, Brown said. 

As the Birdneck Lakes 
Neighborhood Watch coordinator, 
Brown said the neighborhood has 
been trouble-free so far, except for 
the fact that the Wadsworth kids 
stumble out of the woods and onto 
his street. He knows they are 
Wadsworth kids, he said, because 
most of the Birdneck families are 
young married couples with small 
children. 

'That could have been my child. 
If he played there and I didn't know 
it, it could have been him," said 
Eubank. "Everybody should be part 
of the solution to protect the chil- 
dren. This is a very sad event. We 
need to work together to see that it 
never happens again."

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Virginia Beach Approves Using 
Ice For Cool Savings Next Year

The city of Virginia Beach is 
widely known for its sun and sand, 
but the city's Municipal Center 
may become known for its ice. 

City Council has unanimously 
approved installing an ice-based 
cooling system to provide a money- 
saving means of air-conditioning 
the Judicial Center and addition to 
the Correctional Facility that are 
both under construction at the Mu- 
nicipal Center. 

Council acted after hearing City 
Manager Aubrey V. Watts, Jr. en- 
thusiastically endorse the system as 
a means of saving city taxpayers 
more than $100,000 per year. 

David Grochmal, director of 
General Services for the city, said 
the method approved by City 
Council is known as cool storage. 
It involves making ice at night, 
when the cost of electricity is 
down, and storing the ice in tanks 
until needed for cooling buildings 
the next day. 

About half the electric cost for 
the city is based on how much 
electricity is used during peak day- 
time hours. Therefore, any time the 
city uses electricity at night instead 
of during the day serves to reduce 
the amount of the city's electricity 
bill. 

The Virginia Beach engineering 
firm of Bowman, Foster and Asso- 
ciates, P.C., determined that using 
cool storage will enable the city to 
shift an estimated 1,000 kilowatts 
of electrical demand to off-peak 
hours at night. B.D. Williams, head 
of the engineering firm's Mechani- 
cal Department, said that based on 
current electrical rates, the city's 
savings will amount to $106,000 
per year. 

Grochmal said these savings will 
pay for the cost of installing the 
cool storage equipment in about 
five years. He pointed out that 
based on current electrical rates, 
Virginia Beach taxpayers will save 
about $1.6 million in cooling costs 
during the 20-year life of the 
equipment. 

Grochmal credited Virginia 
Power with first suggesting that the 
city of Virginia Beach explore cool 
storage as a money-saving method 



of providing cooling for the two 
proposed buildings. 

David L. Harrison, commercial 
engineer for Virginia Poweruw 
Norfolk, worked closely with the 
city and the engineering firm to 
evaluate the appropriateness of cool 
storage for the Judicial Center and 
the Correctional Facility addition. 

The city's construction project 
will nearly double the square 
footage of occupied space at the 
Municipal Center. The project in- 
volves building a 319,000-square- 
foot Judicial Center, building an 
80,000-square-foot addition to the 
Correctional Facility and expanding 
the heating and cooling plant to ac- 
commodate the growth. 

The Judicial Center will house 
operations for three courts and 
court-related offices that are now in 
older and less efficient buildings, 
including some rental and trailer 
space. It will initially house five 
hearing rooms and 17 courtrooms 
and contain unfinished space for an 
additional four hearing rooms and 
seven courtrooms. Prisoners control 
will be handled through an internal 
system that includes a tunnel con- 
necting the Judicial Center and the 
existing Correctional Facility. 

The addition to the overcrowded 
Correctional Facility will approxi- 
mately double the number of state- 
certified beds. 

Grochmal said the Judicial Center 
is scheduled to be completed about 
April 1993; the Correctional Facil- 
ity, about March, 1992. 

The cool storage equipment will 
be added to the Municipal Center's 
central plant on nearby vacant land. 
Sixty ice tanks will be partly buried 
and shielded from public view by a 
brick wall. 

Harrison, of Virginia Power, said 
that when installation of the city's 
cool storage system is completed, it 
will be one of the largest systems 
of its kind in Virginia. 

Harrison noted that the Christian 
Broadcasting Network of Virginia 
Beach is one of the pioneer users of 
cool storage. CBN uses cool stor- 
age to reduce peak use of electricity 
when producing the 700 Club and 
to cool office space. CBN also is 
installing cool storage for its con- 
vention center. 



Water Study Conducted

Navy practive bombing exercises 
are not adversely affecting North 
Carolina's water or sediment qual- 
ity, according to research conducted 
by SIRRINE Environmental Con- 
sultants, an independent consulting 
firm, located in Raleigh, N.C. 

The study, which was requested 
by the North Carolina Department 
of Environment, Health and Natural 
Resources, and performed under a 
Navy contract at a cost of 
$167,298, analyzed both sediment 
and water samples. 

Samples were taken in Septem- 
ber 1990, immediately following 
Navy bombing exercises at Pal- 
metto Point in Tyrrell County, 
Stumpy (Long Shoal) Point in 
Dare County, Brant Island in Pam- 
lico County and Piney Island in 
Carteret County. 

In all, a total of 6,498 separate 
analyses for 4S3 separate parameters 
(i.e., pollutants) were performed for 
the target ranges. Of the 4S3 pa- 
rameters, 420 pertained to water 
samples and 33 pertained to sedi- 
ment samples. 

In the study, water samples taken 
at four targets were compared to 
samples taken from control loca- 
tions outside the target range 
boundaries to identify possible dif- 
ferences. Next, the target and con- 
trol data was compared to published 
data which North Carolina had pre- 
viously collected. Finally, the tar- 
get and control data was compared 
to Water Quality Criteria standards 
previously established by the Slate 
of North Carolina. 



Only 18 of the 420 parameters 
for water samples were identified as 
being statistically different between 
target and control locations. All 18 
parameters for the target samples 
were either within established North 
Carolina water quality criteria lim- 
its, better than the control samples, 
or thought to be due to some source 
other than range activities. 

All 33 parameters for sediment 
samples taken at the targets either 
were below detectable levels or 
matched those of control samples 
taken off-range in public waters. 
Sediment samples were taken at 
three of the four targets. Sediment 
samples were not collected at Piney 
Island as the possible presence of 
ordinance in the area made condi- 
tions unsafe for sampling. 

The study demonstrates that the 
water column and sediment charac- 
teristics found within the Navy's 
target areas are equivalent to, or 
better than, those found in public 
waters not subject to military 
bombing activities. This fact is 

significant, a Navy spokesman said 
as these targets have been in exis- 
tence since World War II.

When High Occupancy Vehicle 
(HOV) lanes return to South 
Hampton Roads in late 1992, mo- 
torists with just one other rider will 
have access to the more than 15 
miles of express lanes on the Vir- 
ginia Beach-Norfolk Expressway 
and on Interstate^ 64 and 564. 

State transportation officials re- 
cently announced the Federal High- 
way Administration's approval of 
lower HOV occupancy levels at a 
news briefing in Chesapeake. 

Under the approved plan, vehicles 
with two riders can use the new 
HOV lanes until such time as the 
express lanes become congested and 
the time savings for carpoolers de- 
creases. This is not expected to oc- 
cur for at least five years. Trans- 
portation officials originally 
planned to limit the HOV lanes to 
vehicles with three or more riders. 

As an example of this time-sav- 
ing advantage, Pethtel noted that 
HOV commuters who travel from 
Taussig Boulevard near the Norfolk 
Naval Base to Independence Boule- 
vard on the Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
Expressway can reduce their travel 
time from 25 to 1 5 minutes. 
"Construction on 15 miles of 
HOV lanes on the expressway, I- 
564 and 1-64 to the Elizabeth River 
Bridge, will be completed in 
September, 1992. Another two 
miles of HOV lanes on 1-64 south 
of the bridge is planned for future 
construction. 

When the HOV facility is com- 
pleted, South Hampton Roads will 
join the ranks of 15 other localities 
nationwide that use HOV lanes to 
move more people on 32 congested 
highways. 

On the Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
Expressway,, the inside lanes will 
be designated HOV - westbound in- 
side lanes during morning rush 
hours (6 to 9 a.m.) and eastbound

shortly, with occupancy to occur in 
summer, 1991. The building fol- 
lows the prototype developed for 
Airborne Express use throughout 
the United States.

When HOV 
restrictions are in effect, a shoulder 
lane will be available for use by 
everyone, providing four non-re- 
stricted lanes. During non-HOV 
times, the inside lanes will be 
available for use by all traffic. 

On 1-64, between Indian River 
Road and the Virginia Beach-Nor- 
folk Expressway, the inside east- 
bound lane will be designated HOV 
during the morning rush hours and 
the inside westbound lane will be 
designated HOV during afternoon 
rush hours. 

Between the expressway and I- 
564, two HOV lanes are being 
constructed in the median, separated 
from the rest of the 1-64 traffic by 
concrete barriers. These lanes will 
be reversible, used by westbound 
HOV traffic in the morning and 
eastbound HOV traffic in the after- 
noon. 

And on 1-564, the inside east- 
bound lane will be designated HOV 
during the afternoon rush hours to 
handle traffic coming from the 
Norfolk Naval Base. There will be 
no HOV restriction for westbound 
morning rush hour traffic. 

The HOV lanes are but a single 
element of the planned South 
Hampton Roads Traffic Manage- 
ment System. Other components o' 
the system will include a new Traf- 
fic Management Center, and more 
than 75 video cameras and elec- 
tronic message sign installed on the 
expressway, 1-64 and 1-564. Using 
the cameras and electronic signs, 
traffic controllers at the center will 
be able to monitor traffic condi- 
tions, dispatch emergency personnel 
when necessary, and warn motorists 
of possible delays and available al- 
ternate routes. These elements are 
expected to be completed by 1996.

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together to develop an agenda for our children's needs and overall care. As a 
result, interdepartmental coordination was greatly enhanced. 

As the concept of the before school program was defined, several de- 
partments offered assistance in the creation of a program that was develop- 
mentally as well as recreational ly age appropriate. These departments con- 
tinue to work with the program by conducting staff training workshops and 
serving as consultants. 

Utilizing a long standing, close relationship With the school system, the 
programs were welcomed and appreciated at 34 sites throughout the city, 
making the programs ideal for working parents. 

The before school program begins each week day at 7 a.m. and concludes 
when schools open. The after school program is held each week day after- 
noon from 3:30 until 6 p.m. The summer program is held each weekday 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. All the programs are supervised and staffed by 
Parks and Recreation. An enhancement to the before school program is the 
nutritional breakfast which is prepared by school employees to ensure that 
the kids get off to a great start before their busy school day. 

The fees for the programs and the breakfast are minimal, with a reduced 
fee for additional children in a family. Fee waivers are available for those 
families who qualify, making the programs accessible for everyone. Sev- 
eral schools arc also providing a federally funded, nutritional lunch for the 
Summer Activity Center participants free of charge. The activities consist 
of story hour, homework assistance, games, sports and other recreational as 
well as educational activities. 

The before school began in 1988 as a pilot program at two school sites 
and was so well received by parents and educators that the program rapidly 
expanded to 13 programs the next schoojjear. In 1990, the program was 
expanded to the current 34 school sites witft plans for further expansion in 
thcTuturc. 

In a cooperative effort, other city departments have assisted in making 
the before school program successful. The Department of Public Libraries 
volunteered their storytellers for weekly visits to the sites to help this as- 
pect of the program get started. Storytelling continues to be provided of ""• 
Parks and Recreation and is one of the children's "favorites." The Division 
of Children's services within the Department of Social Services assists in 
reviewing requests for the fee waivers. The before school program has very 
effectively pulled agencies together to share ideas, to develop new projects 
within the before school program, to utilize resources to initiate new dia- 
logue and to advocate for other children's service programs. 

The program has been very effective. School personnel have endorsed the 
program and have indicated that it has made an impact on the care given to 



children at their schools. Karents have voiced time and time again their 
satisfaction and approval of the program through continued enrollment and 
letters of support. Latchkey children who had previously been left alone in 
the mornings, afternoons or all day long in the summer now have this op- 
portunity to participate in a program at a safe location in their own neigh- 
borhood. Parents have a comfortable feeling and kids love it!

The 
visiting teacher/school social worker is an integral part of an 
interdisciplinary child study. They provide the team with insight into the 
out-of-school lives of children and evaluate the impact of home and 
community factors on children's progress in school. These specialists also 
help parents to understand the programs and objectives of the school and 
enhance their involvement in the education of their children. 

In 1955, 60 percent of American families were "traditional" in that 
children had intact families where fathers worked and mothers stayed at 
home. By 1985, that statistic had dropped to seven percent. With the 
increase in single parents, dual working parents and stepfamilies, the vast 
s majority of children in our schools bring with them the stress of being part 
\( a family that has been disrupted at one time or another. The visiting 
teacher/school social worker provides counseling to individuals, groups and 
families to solve problems and facilitate the educational process. They 
conduct parenting classes and provide training to individual parents to 
increase parenting skills. The visiting teacher/school social worker can 
provide information to facilitate the family use of available community and 
school resources when necessary to meet human needs. 

Through their work, visiting teachers/school social workers foster the 
inherent growth potential for all children and youth. Providing social work 
services in schools is a cost-effective investment in the human resources 
that assure a strong, competitive America.

The Virginia Declaration of Rights anticipated the terms of the Fourth 
Amendment. Article 10 of this Declaration of 1776 statedr "That General 
Warrants whereby any Officer or Messenger may be commanded to search 
suspected places without evidence of a fact committee or to seize any Per- 
son or Persons not named or whose Offence is not particularly described 
and supported by evidence are grievous and oppressive and ought not to be 
granted." 

The colonists were aware of the misuse of warrants, and were horrified- to 
learn of the North Briton, No. 45 case in 1763 in which one general war- 
rant was used to search at least five houses, arrest 49 people, most of 
whom were innocent, and seize thousands of books and papers. Charles 
PraU declared this case "is worse than the Spanish Inquisition; a law under 
which no Englishman would wish to live for an hour." 

The Fourth Amendment, ratified as a part of the Bill of Rights in 1 79 1 , 
states, "The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, pa- 
pers, and effects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated, and no warrants shall issue but upon probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be searched, and 
the persons or things to be seized." 

The New York State Bar Association's Law Studies, Fall 1990, give the 
following explanation of this amendment: It provides that people may not 
be arrested, have their houses searched, or their papers and property taken 
by the government unless a valid warrant is issued by a judge, or in other 
carefully limited situations in which warrantless searches may be 
"reasonable." 

The government must give the judge good reason, probable cause, to 
believe that a crime has been committed, and the warrant must specifically 
describe the place to be searched and what is expected to be found. Evidence 
obtained without a valid search warrant or by an unreasonable search ''S in- 
admissible in court (die exclusionary rule). 

These government restrictions have also been applied in cases of elec- 
tronic surveillance, such as wiretapping. Search and arrest warnnts are not 
required when a crime is in the process of being committed, »hen a mov- 
ing vehicle is stopped and is suspected of containing illegal substances, and 
so forth. In these cases, authorities are required to show that a warrant 
could not reasonably have been obtained before the search or arrest. 

William Cuddihy, co-author of "A Man's House Was Not His Castle: 
Origins of the Fourth Amendment to the United States Constitution," 
William and Mary Quarterly, (1980), wrote: 'To a substantial degree, the 
Fourth Amendment was an effort by the states to deprive the federal gov- 
ernment of search and seizure procedures that some states wished to retain 
for their own use . . . Despite all the rhetoric, most of the colonies and 
states except Delaware used general searches during the mid- 18th century. 
When the Fourth Amendment was ratified in 1791, only Virginia, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Jersey and Rhode Island had already abandoned the general 
warrant entirely ." 

In his introduction to The Supreme Court, The Bill of Rights and The 
Law, Dr. Urofsky wrote, "(T)he Fourth Amendment protects one's home 
against unwarranted intrusions; should this* mean protection against elec- 
tronic intrusion as well, even though wiretapping is obviously not men- 
tioned in the Constitution? Interpretation ists argue that we live in the 
twentieth century, not the eighteenth, and the only way the Constitution 
can continue to be the valid and vital organic law it has been for two cen- 
turies is to interpret it in the light of contemporary conditions."

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So far, we have seen no solid plan for development in the area. There are 
some provisions for limiting die rate of growth and approval on a case-by-case 
basis by City Council. This can hardly be depended on, as we already know 
from experience in die northern part of the city. It also places an unnecessary 
burden on council and we can see legal and other problems down the road. What 
it means is that the development, as happened in die north, will be a hodge- 
podge of individual developers plans. 

If good planning is to be achieved, then it will no longer be possible to 
concentrate on the northern half of the city. It is now essential that the city be 
considered as a whole. This will mean that the Capital Improvement Program 
must now be revised to bring the southern half of the city into the grand scheme 
of providing for the future. 

For example: the present project to widen Princess Anne Road and take out 
some of its bad turns as it winds its way to the North Carolina border, can no 
longer be considered adequate. The plan must now call for its realignment and 
widening to many more lanes if it is to handle the ultimate population growth 
when farming disappears. New alternate routes will probably be required. So 
far, new roads planned for the courthouse area are beginning to look again more 
like worms spilled out of a can than properly planned high traffic density 
highways. 

Urgently needed now are accurate projections for the ultimate build out, so 
plans can be made for water distribution systems, sewer and storm water 
collection systems and sewer treatment plants. Since existing water mains from 
Norfolk are already hard pressed to handle the city's demands, plans will 
probably be needed to bring water in from Chesapeake. Possibly, plans can be 
worked out with this city for increased treatment and storage facilities to meet 
projected demands. 

The city, almost from its inception, has been working to find a source of 
water to meet its needs. Since the Lake Gaston pipeline, even if ultimately con- 
structed, will not provide enough water to meet the combined needs of the city, 
plans should be instituted at once to seek yet another source of water; possibly 
the Appomatox. Considering the time that was needed to get the Lake Gaston 

line to its present status, it is obvious we haven't a minute to lose in getting 
started. The belief that we can continue to depend on Norfolk for water is poorly 
founded, for growth in the entire area will rapidly soak up any excess they may 
have. There is also the possibility that growth may well degrade the quality of 
its present water sources. The hope that desalination of ocean water can provide 
a source has already been well explored and discarded High energy costs in the 
future will make desalination even less attractive. *» 

We have been told that proffers by developers will help to pay for all these 
costs, but we find this difficult to believe in view of the magnitude of costs that 
will ultimately be required of the city. It would appear that such proffers will 
be more effective in providing relief than die promise that the water connection 
impact fees would pay for half of the cost of the Lake Gaston pipeline. 

That this decision was made at a time when the city is facing its greatest 
financial crisis in its history, is difficult to understand.

Novak Is 13th Beach Teen In Five 
Years To Be Charged With Murder 



Expert Says Several 
Life Experiences 
Could Be The Cause 
Of Violent Behavior

What type of person does it take 
to kill another human being? 

What was it that pushed 16-year- 
old Shawn Novak over the edge 
enough to slit the throats of Scot 
Weaver and Daniel Geier? 

According to Dr. Wolfgang Pin- 
dur, Old Dominion University pro- 
fessor of urban studies and public 
administration, there is no single 
explanation. 

Some blame the behavior on the 
life experiences of the youth; 
whether he watches too much tele- 
vision, takes drugs, comes from a 
family of violence or is involved in 
killing games. 

Novak, a Wadsworth Homes res- 
ident, is said to have been obsessed 



wiih Dungeons and Dragons, a fan- 
tasy role-playing game that is 
played in the imagination. 

"Many of these kids who have 
killed have experienced violence in 
the home," said Pindur. "Many 
don't have a stable family environ- 
ment." 

Novak, who is originally from 
Missouri but now lives in a Navy 
family subdivision, has a father in 
the military who is often out to 
sea. 

Pindur said that certain children, 
or in this case a teenager, often kill 
because they enjoy engaging in 
violence and will do so regardless of 
whethcr^he knows belter. 

Pindur added that genetic factors 
may also contribute to this type of 
behavior, although it is very rare. 

"Most murderers are adults. 
Murder committed by teens is 
highly unusual," said Pindur, who 
has served as a national field man- 
ager for the repeat offender drug 
program. 

According to the Virginia Beach 
Police Department's Uniform 
Crime Report, there have been 13 



teenagers charged with murder in 
the city over the past five years; 
three in 1986, one in 1987, four in 
1988, two in 1989, two in 1990 
and one, Novak, in 1991. 

. When teens do kill, Pindur said, 
in four out of five cases the victims 
are usually family members or 
someone that the murderer, knows. 



Novak, who lived on the same 
block as the two slain boys, 
reportedly knew them very well and 
had played with them in the woods 
where their bodies were found. 

What Pindur said was unusual 
about the murder, is that Novak 
killed the boys with a knife.

Should teenage murderers be 
tried as adults? The consensus 
seems to say yes. 

This subject is the talk of the 
town in Virginia Beach, a result 
of the arrest of Shawn Novak, a 
16-year-old who recently con- 
fessed to the murders of Scot 
Weaver, 7, and Daniel Geier, 9, 
who died about two weeks ago. 

Prosecutors want Novak, a 
Wadsworth Homes resident, tried 
for double murder as an adult. 



Novak slit the throats of the two 
young boys, who were Novak's 
neighbors, and buried them, sidc- 
by-side, under some brush in the 
woods near their Navy family 
housing subdivision. 

Novak is now in the Virginia 
Beach City Jail, awaiting a 
March 28 hearing before a juve- 
nile court judge. If he is tried and 
convicted as a juvenile, Novak 
would spend the next five years

War Ended, But Desert Storm And 
Victory T-Shirts Are Still Selling

Renee Bernicr-Carlson was 
watching CNN when the war broke 
out on Jan. 16. 

That same day, she came up with 
the idea to create an Operation 
Desert Storm T-shirt to show her 
support for the American troops. 

Carlson had seen several "Free 
Kuwait" T-shirts in the colors of 
the American flag or with Opera- 
tion Desert Storm logos. But, she 
wanted to do something different. 
After brainstorming several ideas, 
Carlson brought them to her office 
at Island Designs, a screen printing 
company owned by her husband and 
his family. 

After consulting with co-work- 
ers, Carlson, the company's special 
events coordinator who handles 
marketing and promotions, decided 
on a slogan - "Operation Desert 
Storm - Thunder and Lightning." 

She chose a simplistic design 
that would catch people's eyes, she 
said. The letters arc done in red, 
while and blue, with white paint 
splattered on. them, a touch that 
Carlson calls her desert floor look. 

"Within four days, we sold 5,000 



shirts," said Carlson, a Thalia resi- 
dent. "We had a real positive design 
because it was less aggressive. It 
appeals to women; it's kind of 
feminine." 

Carlson immediately contacted 
local military installations. Within 
days, phone calls and letters of ap- 
preciation started rolling in. Carl- 
son said that most of the shirt buy- 
ers are military wives, who send the 
shirts to their loved ones overseas, 
she said.

"We kept the cost real low, at 
$5. We considered giving some 
proceeds to Navy Relief," she said. 

But, Carlson decided against it, 
which is why she kept the cost 
down. She makes no profit off of 
the shirts; they simply cover oper- 
ating expenses. 

"We figured it was an opportu- 
nity to go directly to the source," 
she said. "The persons who receive 
benefits the most arc the military 
families." 

Carlson's Desert Storm shirts 
became so popular - she's sold 



12,000 so far - that they were 
picked up by the Navy exchange 
and will be carried in 14 different 
military bases along the East 
Coast. Her design was chosen out 
of six others, Carlson said. The 
Cable News Network also spot- 
lighted her shirts when they were in 
town recently. 

Then, just as her shirts were 
gaining popularity, the war came to 
an end. Though she was happy, 
Carlson knew she had to come up 
with a new T-shirt. At a board 
meeting, Carlson and the com- 
pany's marketing director sat down 
and discussed ideas for a new slo- 
gan. They came up with "America 
Achieves Victory." 

"It's more contemporary looking. 
It has a small flag on the left-hand 
side," she said. "We've had a lot of 
accounts coming through for this 
shirt. There's a company in Florida 
who picked up our shirts. We've 
had a lot of fun with it." 

So far, Carlson has sold about 
1,000 victory shirts. Because they 
arc so in demand, she is selling the 
shirts in minimum orders of 24. 
Many military wive's clubs arc ex- 
pressing interest, she said. 

'They appeal to a wide range of 
ages. They're non-aggressive look- 
ing. They're all-Amcrican looking," 
she said. 

Carlson said she purposely made 
the shirts easy-to-read, with large

letters. She also sells sweatshirts 
for $10. 

"1 wanted to have a shirt out 
there for people with relatives in 
Saudi Arabia or the Persian Gulf, 
so they could feel like part of what 
was going on. The T-shirt makes 
them feel like they are showing 
their support in a very attractive 
way," said Carlson. "It makes me 
feel good." 

Though she has no family cur- 
rently in the military, Carlson's fa-

YWCA Women In Transition Workshops 
Help Females Re-Enter The Work Force 



Program Focuses On 
Self-Esteem, Goal Set- 
ting, Interviewing

Many Virginia Beach women 
have found themselves faced with 
divorce and death or disability of a 
spouse. 

In these instances, many women 
unexpectedly become the soul 
source of income for their family 
and themselves. 

Because some women find it dif- 
ficult to make the transition into 
the working world, the YWCA of 
South Hampton Roads is offering a 
"Women in Transition Program" at 
its Virginia Beach satellite office in 
the Kcmpsvillc Plaza Shopping 
Center. 

"The purpose is to help women 
who arc re-entering the work force 
or changing jobs, to make that 
transition," said program coordm.i 



tor, Kathy Frocdc. 
, According lo Frocdc, the work- 
shops were started in 1986 by 
women in the community who 
found that they suddenly needed lo 
support themselves. Since then, 
2,000 women have been through 
the program. 

"There's a very large need to ad- 
dress this group," said Frocdc. 

The YWCA, which is home- 
based in Norfolk, works closely 
with women who arc invoked in 
the Displaced Homcmakcr organi- 
zation. These women, many of 
whom have been housewives all 
their lives, arc forced to go to work, 
most commonly because of divorce. 
According to Frocdc, more than 1 5 
million women in the country arc 
displaced and three out of five live 
in poverty. 

The same problem docs exist in 
Virginia Beach, Frocdc said. She 
has received as many as 80 calls in 
(mic day regarding the workshops, 
most of them from Virginia Beach 
residents. 

Robin Van Aukcn was one of

those women: She lost her job as a 
travel company manager last Jan- 
uary , was thrown into the iob hunt 
market, and found it dc tating, 
she said, 

Van Aukcn had always been of- 
fered jobs on the spot, so to her, it 
was degrading to he interviewed and 
not hired. 



"I've worked since I was 16. Td 
me, it was devastating to walk in 
and not gel the job," said Van 
Aukcn, a Kings Grant resident. 

To help her cope with ihc rejec- 
tion and lack of success in finding a 
job. Van Aukcn sought the Women 
in Transition (WIT) workshops.

Try As An Adult 

Try him as an adult. That seems to be the consensus of most 
Virginia Beach residents when asked about Shawn Novak, the 
16-year-old who recently admitted to killing two little 
Wadsworth Homes boys two weeks ago. 

Novak slashed the two boys' necks, partially decapitated one 
and severed the jugular vein of another. And that's just what 
the police are telling us. There could be more. There's a lot we 
don't know and probably will never know. Like, why did he 

doit? 

What possesses a teenager to hunt down two cute, innocent 
boys and harm them, knowing that they are not capable of 
fighting back? Is it some kind of power trip? Does he get a thrill 
out of killing? Or, is he so disturbed that he didn't realize what 
he was doing? Not likely. Novak knew exactly what he was 
doing. Many believe that the murders were planned. He knew 
the boys, he lived just a few houses down. But what could 
those two boys have done to him to trigger such ugly behavior? 

So, he played Dungeons and Dragons. Many kids, as well as 
adults, do, but the boys' deaths should not be blamed on the 
game. Not everyone who plays goes" out and murders because 
of it. It takes an already disturbed person to allow a game to in- 
fluence him in such a way. 

Family members and friends are saying that they can't imag- 
ine Novak ever committing murder, they say he's not that kind 
of a kid. If he's found guilty, then obviously Novak had ev- 
erybody snowed. There's obviously a side to him that he clev- 
erly hides from friends and family. . 

Novak may be 16, but he'd old enough to know right from 
wrong. So, he should be tried as an adult. He's close enough 
to 18 to receive a very harsh term if proven guilty. If he's tried 
as a juvenile, the worst that could happen would be that he 
spend five years in a state correctional facility. He'll be out 
when he's 21. Who knows what this kid is capable of, even 
after the required psychiatric treatment. 

The bottom line is that this boy killed. He did not do it out of 
self-defense or a crime of passion. He committed cold-blooded 
murder. The deaths of these two boys has impacted the com- 
munity so severly, that there's probably not many people who 
would like to see this boy tried as a juvenile. He deserves the 
harshest punishment there is. He should have thought of the 
consequences before he took two innocent lives and then had 
the nerve to go and brag about it. - K.L.D.

Let's Talk About Fire 



Fire is a tragedy that we don't often think about until it affects someone 
wc know in our community. Last fiscal year, 1989 - 1990. the city's fire 
department responded to 2,144 fires, resulting in two civilian deaths and 
$6,492,832 in property loss. And surprisingly enough, 151 of these re- 
ported fires were started by children. These child-set fires caused over 
$418,000 worth of property damage and injured 12 civilians and three of 
our firefighters. 

Where do you keep the lighters and matches in your house? Chances are 
that your children know. 

Children are naturally curious - they have an innate desire to explore 
their surroundings. The mystery of fire is especially attractive to them. 
Unfortunately, we, as parents, often leave matches and lighters within easy 
reach of our children expecting them to realize their danger and leave these 
potential killers alone. Unfortunately, what begins as a natural exploration 
of the unknown can lead to tragedy.

What can you do at home to encourage your whole family 
to be fire safe? 

• Keep matches and lighters up and out of the reach of children or per- 
haps in a drawer or cabinet that is secured with a safety latch. 

• Install smoke detectors in your home and regularly check your batter- 
ies. Ninety percent of child fire deaths in 1986 occurred in homes not 
equipped with working smoke detectors. 

• Teach your child fire safety and the proper uses of fire at an early age. 
Tell them that fire is not a toy - it is a tool for adults

The Virginia Beach school system began the planning process for middle 
school restructuring in the fall of 1988. A planning committee was 
formed, literature was reviewed, research was compiled, conferences' were 
attended, training was conducted, and ultimately a restructuring plan was 
written. The School Board approved a middle school philosophy and re- 
structuring process at their April 1989 meeting. The School Board also de- 
termined that junior high schools would be re-configured as middle schools* 
housing sixth,- seventh- and eighth-grade students. 

A steering committee was formed that was comprised of representatives 
from the City Council, School Board, business community, parents, prin- 
cipals, teachers and the Instruction Department. Seven implementation 
committees were also created; student activities being one. Formed in 
November 1989, the Student Activities Committee, grouped into two 
subcommittees, met repeatedly for over a year and released their first report 
in December, 1990. The report was adopted by the Steering Committee and

Lynnhaven Live Is Snuffed Out By City Council 



"Lynnhaven Live," billed as 
weekly outdoor concerts for the af- 
ter-five crowd, was snuffed out by 
opposition from restauranteurs 
fearing unfair competition, and 
from individuals concerned about 
drunk driving. 

Proceeds from the events, where 
food and drinks (including alcoholic 
beverages) would be sold, would 
have gone to the Easier Seal Soci- 
ety of Virginia, which operates two 
similar activities in Richmond and 
Roanoke. 

By a vote of 9-2, City Council 
turned down the charitable 
organization's application for a use 
permit to hold the concerts on a 
four-acre parcel at the northwest 
corner of Phoenix Drive and 
Guardian Lane behind Lynnwood 
Plaza. 

Profits, admittedly, would have 
been made mostly from the sale of 
beer which was to be limited to five 
drinks per person. 

Councilman James W. Brazier, 
who made the motion for denial, 
said, "I don't think there's anybody 
in this auditorium that can drink 
five beers and walk out of here 
straight. DUI's arc serious problem. 
Where do wc draw the line? Right 
here!" 

Councilmen Harold Hcischobcr 
and William D. Scssoms Jr. voted 
against denial. 

The affair was modeled after 
Norfolk's successful TGIF on Fri- 
day nights. Chesapeake has a simi- 
lar after-five event on Thursday 
nights. Lynnhaven Live was 
planned foi Wednesday from 5:30 to 
8:30 p.m. 

Joe Drcps, representing the 
Lynnhaven Business Association, 
supported the event as a way of 
promoting business. He said thai 
Virginia Beach is the only commu- 
nity in the area that "doesn't have 
one." He said that it would not cost 
the city anything and would en- 
hance the business environment. 

Pat Lyons, representing the 
Easter Seal Society, said that creat- 
ing revenue for the organization 
would help crippled children receive 
medical care. She said that the con- 
certs would also be a marketing 
tool that is needed in the current 
economic climate. 

The events in Richmond and 



Roanoke attract 800 to 1,000 peo- 
ple, she said. The organization 
would be required to get an ABC 
banquet license, and not one charity 
has been cited for ABC violations, 
which is not so with commercial 
bars, she said. 

She said that misinformation has 
been disseminated about the events 
- that only 40 percent of the pro- 
ceeds will go to the program. She 
said that more than 75 cents on a 
dollar will go into the program. 
The Roanoke and Richmond soci- 
eties received $179,330 directly into 
the program. 

Cecil Culchins, who owns the 
property, said that the tenants 
wanted the activity. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf asked 
whether the event could be success- 
ful without alcohol. Dreps said that 
they would not, but that in the two 
events held last year which he at- 
tended, he "found no one in the 
inebriated slate." 

John Norris, attorney represent- 
ing the state's restaurant associa- 
tion, said that the General Assem- 
bly still has a bill before it that 
would limit this type of activity 
held by charitable organizations. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
asked about the effects of five 
drinks in respect to DUIs. 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne, a 
sergeant on the police force, said 
that a number of factors are in- 
volved, but that generally a person 
weighing 200 pounds or less who 
consumes five drinks in two hours 
is at or near the legal limit. 

Norris said that consumption 
comes closer to two drinks per per- 
son. He said that the entertainment 
will be geared to the 35 to 55 year 
old crowd • professional people. 

Scssoms suggested reducing the 
beer limit to three. 

Norris said that the limit could 
be reduced somewhat and an admis- 
sion fee charged, but that the appli- 
cant did not like to do that. Norris 
said that the events were scheduled 
to start on May 1 and continue lor 
18 weeks. 

Sonny Morris, who has furnished 
the entertainment for the Easter 
Seal Society in Roanoke and 
Richmond, said that the entertain- 
ment is not the type that would M 
tract a young crowd. 



Mary Ann Payment, also repre- 
senting the Easter Seal Society, 
said that the event is desperately 
needed. She said that the events will 
start making money for the organi- 
zation after the first seven to ten 
and that the association will have to 
invest $6,000 for each concert. She 
said, however, that the prices will 
improve with a greater number of 
shows. 

Hcischobcr asked about limiting 
the drinks to three. 

Payment said that the organiza- 
tion would just break even. She 
said that the money from the events 
will be used in the Hampton Roads 
area. She said that the organization 
also sponsors other money-raising 
activities, including a golf tourna- 
ment. 

Oberndorf said that apparently the 
profit has to be made on alcohol. 
Payment said that the Richmond 
event is in its sixth season and 
Roanoke's in its second. 

Carter Turpin, president of the 
Virginia Beach Chapter of the Vir- 
ginia Restaurant Association, said 
that the events will cut into busi- 
ness. 

He said that the society will not 
need the ABC license businessmen 
need, will not pay property fees and 
the city will lose revenues as a re- 
sult. With one in Norfolk and one 
at the Beach, the businessmen will 
have to contend with two a week. 
"What happens when someone 
wants to open one at the Beach? 
Where is charily in layoffs (in the 
restaurant industry)?" he said. 

The true reason for ihe concerts, 
he said, is not to raise money for 
charity, but to use them as a market 
ploy in the Lynnhaven corridor. He 
said that the restaurant people were 
not afraid of competition, but 
keeping play at a fair level. He said 
that charities can solicit funds, bul 
when they enter a retail field, they 
should play by the same rules. 

Oscar Merino, a director of Vir- 
ginians Against Drunk Driving, 
said he believes the activity would 
serve only to perpetuate drunk driv- 
ing. According to the Division of 
Motor Vehicles, he said, Virginia 
Beach has the most dangerous roads 
in the state and many accidents are 
alcohol-related. He said that his ' 2- 



year-old son was killed by a drunk 
driver. It was not the intent of this 
driver to harm anyone, he said. "I 
just hope it will never happen to 
you." 

Bill Dillon, former president of 
the restaurant association, said that 
other charities will jump on the 
band wagon. » 

Debbie Kassir, a Hilltop restau- 
rant operator, said that a lot of 
funds for charity, come from the 
restaurant industry. She said that 



the loss in income from the restau- 
rant industry to the outdoor charita- 
ble concerts will diminish the abil- 
ity of the restaurants to support the 
charities. She added that her restau- 
rant would have to deal with the 
drunks from the outdoor concerts. 

Kal Kassir, operator of two 
restaurants on Shore Drive, said 
that the $6,000 cost to hold the 
events is high. At that rate, he said, 
it would lake 320,000 worth of beer 
to break even. One of his restau- 



rants, he said, receives a total of 
$179 a night from alcohol. He said 
that $6,000 was a heavy investment 
to generate more money and asked 
who to pay if they ihe society does 
not cover costs. 



Norris said that this was a re/on- 
ing matter, "not a referendum on 
the social ills of alcohol. It is not a 
referendum on prohibition." 



Beach Is Good, Clean And Fun 



Virginia Beach is -

wnl be telling prospective tourists 
in targeted marketing areas. 

And if the prospect, after viewing 
the ad (over TV) or reading the ad in 
magazines and newspapers, wants 
to know more, he or she can call 
the city's own "800" number - 1- 
800-VABEACH. 

The city's tourism director, 
James Ricketts, told City Council 
that the city has been trying to 
capture the number for ten years. 
But, "some businessman in North 
Carolina" already had the number - 
822-3224, and he didn't want to 
give it up. But more recently be 
became more agreeable, for a small 
consideration, Ricketts said, and the 
city now has the easy-to-rcmember 
"800" number. 

Barker Campbell and Farley, the 
city's advertising agency, unveiled 
its advertising campaign for the 
summer season at a council work- 
shop. 

Palrpcr Farley, representing the 
agency, said that the object of the 
1991 campaign is to increase ine- 
quality of the visitor, that is, the 
visitor who spends the most. While 
most of the city's visitors come 
from the Northeast, the biggest 
spenders come from New York, 
Philadelphia, Hartford and Cleve- 
land. The agency will fire its 
heaviest ammunition there. 

The quality of beach visitors is 
pretty good, now, said Farley. They 
Tall in the 25 to 44 age bracket. 



cam an average $48,000 a year, ami 
68 percent have children under 18. 

The agency also reported that 71 
percent spend less than two months 
to plan for a vacation, and 53 per- 
cent spend less than one month. 

People also are traveling shorter 
distances for a holiday, and plan 
shorter visits. 

The agency's Pete Leddy said that 
assumptions are that overseas and 
air travel will decrease. The adver- 
tising campaign will concentrate on 
closer markets, selling the resort as 
a clean beach, with a great ocean 
and variety of activities. 

Bill Campbell, another partner in 
the agency, said that also empha- 
sized will be the variety of activi- 
ties afforded by a major city.

Local "Gypsy" Says Being Creative Is A 
'Disease"

Gette Webster comes from a 
long line of Gypsies. Her great- 
grandmother was a Gypsy who 
immigrated here from Hungary 
and her great-grandfather was a 
violinist in a Gypsy caravan. 

Now, the 39-year-old 
artist/musician has taken on 
somewhat of a Gypsy lifestyle 
herself. 

Born in Indiana, Webster trav- 
eled much as child, finally set- 
tling in Florida, where she grew 
up on its west coast. Because 
Webster's parents also had a 
home in Virginia, she attended 
many different high schools until 
the eleventh grade, after which 
she skipped her senior year. 

"I was in a special program 
where I went to college in the 
summer after eleventh grade. I 
made straight A's, so they ac- 
cepted me," said Webster, a 
Thousand Oaks resident. 

She attended Stetson Univer- 
sity in Deland, Fla., for about 18 
months before moving back to 
Northern Virginia. Because her 
first husband took classes at Kent 
Slate in Ohio, Webster enrolled 
there as an art major. 

"I have Gypsy blood so I move , 
around a lot," she said. 

Webster never graduated from 
Kent, but she did move back to 
the Washington D.C. area ,to 
pursue a career in art. She worked 
various art-related jobs, including 
at a bookstore, as an art depart- 
ment manager and promoting arts 



and crafts shows. 

Since she was a little girl, 
Webster said, she has always 
been interested in art Her mother 
was an oil painter and pottery 
maker, who taught Webster her 
trade. 

"The first memories I have are 
of doing oil paintings or draw- 
ings," she said. "I'm mostly self- 
taught in my art" 

Webster said she practiced with 
paint-by-numbers sets, took art 
lessons in school, participated in 
arts and crafts shows on the 
weekends and checked art books 
out of the library. 

Her specialty now consists of 
an oil and mixed media technique.

She enjoys painting pet por- 
traits, especially cats, but she 
also paints landscapes, beaches 
and flowers. 

Webster's first real exhibit was 
in the 1960s. Then, she began 
doing one-woman shows, about 
two per year, in northern Vir- 
ginia. 

Although art is her passion, 
music runs a close second. She 
became a musician at the age of 
five when her father taught her 
how to play the piano. She 
eventually took private classes in 
jazz and vocals. 



"I'm Dying to relate music and 
art together in the long run," said 
Webster, who has recorded a 
demo tape of her music. "But, 
you can't depend on painting or 
selling music. I've always had a 
full-time job, too." 

Webster currently has an art 
"studio" in her kitchen or bed- 
room. Since arriving in Virginia 
Beach just four months ago, she 
has had her paintings placed in 
several galleries. She currently 
has seven at the Beach Gallery on 
30th Street and several at the 
Heritage Store on Laskin Road. 
She recently sold a painting for 
$700. 

"Oil is my favorite, but I do a 
lot of water colors to make 
money," Webster said. 

Webster said that she stretches 
and primes her own canvasses to 
save money, but she uses noth- 
ing but the finest materials, so 
her paintings will last. She also 



creates hand-pulled prints, carved 
from linoleum blocks. 

When she's not painting, 
Webster still keeps her hobbies 
art-related. She also makes art 
accessory jewelry, out of paper or 
molded plastic. Webster said it 
usually takes three to four weeks 
to make a pair of earrings, which 
she usually adorns with beads, 
feathers or shells. 

She also dabbles in leather 
work, making belts and purses, 
manv with intricate bead work. 

' "It's a disease," she said. "I like 
the process of creating. It's really 
nice when you hear someone say 
they like it." 

Webster usually spends her 
days painting and promoting her 
artwork. She sends out press re- 
leases to sell her art by mail, 
contacts galleries and updates her 
portfolio. At night, she practices

Kempsvile Seniors Win Va. Power Competition 



Kempsville High School seniors, 
Cheryl Ball and George Culver, 
have been awarded $100 U.S. Sav- 
ings Bonds for winning entries in a 
writing competition sponsored by 
Virginia Power. Ball and Culver 
entered a photo feature describing 
their one day visit to the utility's 
Surry Nuclear Power Station in 
October. 

The Kempsville students were 
among SO high school students 
from 17 Hampton Roads junior and 
senior high schools invited to at- 
tend a workshop for young journal- 
ists which included briefings, a tour 
of the Virginia Power facility at 
Surry, and an opportunity for dis- 
cussions on nuclear power genera- 
tion by company officials. 

The student journalists were all 
staff reporters for their high school 
newspapers, and were encouraged to 
share the experience with fellow 
students by writing articles in their 
school papers. As a part of the 
workshop, Virginia Power con- 
ducted a news writing competition 
offering $500 and $200 U.S. sav- 
ings bonds for winning entries. 

Ball and Culiver submitted the 
following feature story: 

Becoming Aware 
of Nuclear Power 

Many people do not realize the 
benefits that nuclear power offers, 
including price, safely, and envi- 
ronmental assets. 



As the Gulf crisis escalates, more 
people worry about it's effect on the 
price of gas and electricity. While 
gas is still needed for cars, nuclear 
power, instead of oil and coal, can 
supply electricity for homes and 
businesses much more economi- 
cally. Customers would save as 
much as 2.7 cents for every kilo- 
watt hour with nuclear power. A 
family of four could save over $50 
a month. 

Safety is also a big factor in nu- 
clear power. The United States sets 
regulations that the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission must 
check. In nuclear power plants, the 
most radioactive materials are stored 
in four layers of metal and concrete 
inside the containment unit The 
government allows the maximum 
level of radiation for one person to 
be 5,000 millerems per year. This 
may seem large, but in comparison, 
dental x-rays arc 5,000 millerems 
each. 

At the station, there are desig- 
nated rooms where employees un- 
dress from their radiation suits. 
These rooms act as a barrier to 
contain inc raoiauon. ino one may 
leave if the radiation content is 
high. There is a limit because the 
body has its own radiation. There 
arc also community drills in case of 
an accident. Wiih these safely drills, 
ihe neighborhoods will be well 
prepared.

As we enter the '90s, America 
struggles to preserve the environ- 
ment By using nuclear power, oil 
and other fossil fuels can be saved. 
One of the main reusable elements 
in nuclear power is water. Since the 
same water is continually jn use, 
one of our most valuable natural 
resources is not being wasted. Also, 
the fuel rods are stored in pools in

the plant or in above-ground dry 
storage casks. These storage sys- 
tems minimalize the harmful effects 
of nuclear waste on the environ- 
ment. 

All fuels have their risks, but the 
public should move on to the 
cheaper, safer and more environ-

Crime Solvers Involves Public 



This article was submitted by the 
Virginia Beach Crime Solvers unit. 

The Crime Solvers program pro- 
vides invaluable investigative in- 
formation regarding criminal activ- 
ity. This community program is 
geared toward public involvement 
in the Tight against crime. It is a 
non-profit organization which is 
funded through public, tax-de- 
ductible donations. 

Crime Solvers offers cash re- 
wards up to $1,000 for information 
supplied by citizens which leads to 
the arrest of an offender or the ap- 
prehension of a wanted person. 
Anonymity is ensured to citizens 
who provide information to Crime 
Solvers by utilizing a code number 
system. Callers are able to contact 
Crime Solvers 24 hours a day 
through the Crime Solvers tele- 
phone number, 427-0000. 

Each week an unsolved crime is 
selected as the "Crime of the 
Week." The facts are broadcast on 
television and radio and printed in 
various local newspapers. A Crime 
Solvers board of directors, which is 
comprised of citizens from all areas 
of the community, oversees the 
operations of the Crime Solvers 
program, approves the payment of 
rewards based on information pro- 
vided by the police coordinators, 
and are responsible for various 
fundraising activities to finance the 
program. 

The Crime Solvers program 
jlatistics speak for themselves. 
Since its inception in May of 1982, 



2,582 people have been arrested and 
5,518 charges have been placed, re- 
sulting in a conviction rate of 98 
percent In addition, stolen property 
and narcotics valued at $5,242,506 
has been recovered. The Crime 
Solvers program is staffed by three 
detectives and a full-time secretary. 
The Virginia Beach Crime 
Solvers program has been widely 
recognized for its achievements. In 
1983, Virginia Beach Crime 
Solvers received the Liberty Bell 
award presented by the Virginia 
Beach Bar Association for 
outstanding achievements in law 
enforcement. 

In September of 1987, Crime 
Stoppers International, which is the 
parent organization of 850-plus 
Crime Stoppers programs, awarded 
our program the Productivity Award 
for the most drugs/stolen property 
recovered in our population group. 
Additionally, Detectives James 
McKinney and Michael Derwent 
were honored by being chosen the 
"Coordinators of the Year" for 1987 
by the International organization. 

For the last seven years, Virginia 
Beach Crime Solvers has been 
awarded the Productivity Award for 
most cases cleared for cities having 
populations of 250,000 to 500,000. 

The Crime Solvers program is 
available for presentations and in- 
corporates the Neighborhood Watch 
into its activities by installing 
Crime Solver signs in qualifying 
Neighborhood Watch communities.

Religious freedom was the reason many of our ancestors fled to the new 
world. Unfortunately, many colonies and later slates did not offer full free- 
dom of religion, but had "established" government-sponsored churches. 
Opposition to ihis'arrangcmcni appeared in Article 16 of the Virginia Dec- 
laration of Rights of 1776 - "That Religion, or the duty which we owe to 
our Creator, and the manner of discharging it, can be directed only by rea- 
son and conviction, not by force or violence ..." 

The Virginia Statute for Religious Freedom, written by Thomas Jeffer- 
son and guided through the legislature by James Madison, was enacted by 
the General Assembly in 1786. The following year, the delegates to the 
Federal Convention approved Article VI of the Constitution: "(N)o reli- 
gious Test shall ever be required as a Qualification to any Office or public 
Trust under the United Slates." 

But more was needed. When the First Amendment was ratified in 1791, 
freedom of religion was clearly spelled out. "Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof ..." 

Still, "The history of the First Amendment is one of continually ex- 
panding civil liberties and a heightened wall between church and state," ac- 
cording to a commentary on the Bill of Rights by John P. Kaminski and 
Richard B. Bernstein. 

Their article explains that prior to 1 776, most countries had an estab- 
lished religion supported by taxes; non-members of the established church 
were often disqualified from voting or holding public office. Individuals 
who disagreed with the teachings of the established church frequently were 
discriminated against and sometimes suffered severe persecution. 

Because America was composed of so many different religions, it was 
agreed not to establish one official religion for the country. The First 

Amendment at first had no effect on established churches in the states. Al- 
though New York's state constitution prohibited established churches and 
Virginia by the mid-1 780s passed laws espousing religious liberty, it was 
1 833 before Massachusetts eliminated its established church. 

Today, freedom of religion is a precious American right. Martin E. 
Marty, professor of the history of modem Christianity at the University of 
Chicago and associate editor of 7 Tic Christian Century, published an article 
on Freedom of Religion and the First Amendment in 1983 in the Virginia 
Cavalcade, stating. "Most people in all times and all places have been reli- 
gious, ordering their lives in reference to that which they call sacred and 
sensing that life has purpose even if they cannot fully comprehend it." 

The First Amendment assures religious freedom to all Americans and 
guarantees that no government, state or federal, may create an official reli- 
gion, favor any or all religions, or prevent people from worshipping (or 
not worshipping), in their own way. 
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Norwegian 
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water tore his son from his grasp 
and only the captain eventually 
landed on the beach. His son, and 
his wife, who panicked while 
wailing for her husband to return, 
drowned 

"There were several who did 
survive. The captain used to 
come down and put flowers next 
to the statue for years before his 
death," said Atwater. 

The statue that Atwater is re- 
ferring to is known as the Nor- 
wegian Lady. The original was a 
wooden figurehead that from the 
ship that washed ashore and was 
erected on 17th Street In 1953, 
the city removed the statue to re- 
store it Several years later, due 
to an interchange with Moss, 
Norway, an new statue was con- 
tributed to Virginia Beach by the 
Norwegians. 

Two statues were cast, one for 
here and one for Moss, Norway," 
said Atwater. 

Since then, a ceremony has 
been held each year. This year's 
will be held on Saturday, March 



23 in Norwegian Lady Park at 
25th Street. 

'The ceremony is important 
because of the very unselfish 
people who took die time to 
commemorate the outreach be- 
tween the two nations," said Vir- 
ginia Beach Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf, who will explain the 
event's history at the ceremony. 

"I always tell the history of the 
Norwegian Lady. It's very pro- 
found to me because my husband 
spent 27 years in the United 
States Coast Guard. Life-saving 
is one of the things that I recog- 
nize," she added. 

Ruth Jackson, member of the 
Sons of Norway, also has her 
own personal reasons for attend- 
ing the ceremony each year. For 
one, she is Norwegian, but living 
in Norfolk. Jackson can also 
sympathize with the ship's cap- 
tain who lost his family. As a 
child, Jackson spent much time 
on ships with her father, who 
was also a captain. 



i nave always been interested 
in ships and the ocean," she said. 
"I thought this was a very sad 
story." i " 

Jackson is so enthralled with 
the Norwegian Lady story, that 
last year when she discovered that 
the bodies of the captain's wife 
and son were buried in Norfolk, 
she held a ceremony of her own 
at the cemetary. But, the event 
wasn't all that joyous. 

"I was appalled to see what the 
gravestone looked like, how 
deteriorated it was. I could hardly 
decipher it," she said. 

One side of the gravestone is 
written in English, the other side 
in Norwegian, Jackson said. Be- 
cause she was so concerned, 
Jackson had the marble stone re- 
stored and re-engraved this year. 

"Now it's going to look nice. I 
thought that that was the least I 
could do for a captain's wife," she 
said. 

Obemdorf praised the ladies 
auxiliary for never forgetting 
about the Dictator incident, and 



keeping its* flame alive. 

"The Norwegian Lady is a fo- 
cal point along the boardwalk," 
she said. "She looks out across 
the Atlantic to her sister statue in 
Moss." 

Approximately 200 people at- 
tended the ceremony last year, 
according to Obemdorf, in addi- 
tion to the many bicyclers, 
surfers and boardwalk strollers 
who stopped by out of curiosity. 
Atwater said that if the weather is 
nice this year, "people will come 
out of the woodwork." 

The ceremony will begin at 2 
p.m. with the mayor's history 
speech. The Cox High School 
Band will play the United States 
and Norway national anthems, 
followed by the placement of a 
wreath at sea in memory of the 
Dictator and the Norwegian Lady. 

"I think of it as being some- 
thing that has touched the city," 
said Atwell. "The city has been 
influenced by it. It's been part of 
the city's growing."

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"When teens murder, they're 
most likely to do it with guns," he 
said. "Most teen murders are gang- 
related." 

According to Pindur, more and 
more teens are becoming involved 
in murder in this area. What nobody 
is quite sure of, he said, is why. 

Many times, habitual offenders 
have a history of animal cruelty, 
arson or being abused at home. 
Novak is said to have a fascination 
with small animals and their bones, 
the result of a desire to be an ar- 
chaeologist. But, Novak's class- 
mates also remember him wearing a 
dead bird around his neck to school 
one day. 

"Many times these kids are 
caught because they return to the 
crime scene or they brag about it," 
said Pindur. 

Some teen murderers have differ- 
ent motives for wanting to kill, 
Pindur added. Some want the atten- 
tion, some are full of hatred, some 
seek vioteiie*«for fun, and in «ame 
cases a sexual reiationiWp*is in- 
volved. In the event of a gang mur- 
der, the motive is usually to protect 
the members' "turf." 

"Many of these kids have a long 
history of involvement with law 
enforcement or school problems," 
Pindur said. 

He added that this type of behav- 
ior is mostly reflected in the teen's 
school environment; he usually 
skips classes, fights and gets poor 



Novak, a First Colonial High 
School sophomore, reportedly was 
an average student, who was quiet, 
kept to himself and never caused 
trouble. 

"You can't predict based on those 
things. That's the tough part," said 
Pindur. 

Pindur said that these indicators 
usually surface at an early age, 
around eight or nine, and should be 
noticed by parents or teachers, but 
in many cases they are not. 

"You cannot really prevent ran- 
dom acts of violence. If you see a 
kid is troubled, you can possibly 
turn what looks like a life of vio- 
lence around," he said. 

In Pindur's opinion, he said, be- 
cause of the nature of the crime, 
Novak should be tried as an adult. 
He said that there is no possibility 
of turning Novak's behavior around; 
the crime he committed was not 
one of anger or passion. 

"One of the major decision fac- 
jorsjs diaj the focus of the juvenile 
court is rehabilitation. The juvenile 
court is supposed to act as a parent 
to the kid," he said. "The most 
likely outcome, if he's found 
guilty, will be life imprisonment" 

Were the murders of Weaver and 
Geier planned by Novak? Pindur 
said that not all cases are premedi- 
tated. Sometimes, he said, some- 
thing inside a teenager will just 
snap and cause him to grab a 
weapon and use it. 

"My feelings were that this is an

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"I found it really helped build 
self-esteem and more confidence," 
she said. 

The five-week classes, which 
meet once a week for three hours, 
focus on career interest testing, self- 
esteem, goal setting, decision mak- 
ing, skills and how to determine 
them, interviewing, job search 
skills and resume preparation. 

"I was so impressed with the 
class, that afterwards I felt the need 
to keep it going on," said Van 
Auken, who has since formed a 
follow-up class called "WIT Goes 

On." 

YWCA staff, including Frocdc, 
who has a degree in psychology, 
conduct the workshops. 

"I reel I have a good grasp of the 
business angle as well as the coun- 
seling part of it," she said. 

Frocdc said that although most of 
the women who attend the work- 
shops arc in their mid -40s, she has 
counseled women from age 17 to 
72. 

"It's a problem that affects all 
ages," she said. 

Though divorce is the main cause 
of women going through transition, 
many arc simply unhappy in their 
current jobs, Frocdc said. Some of 
the women have their doctorate de- 
grees and some have never Finished 
high school, but most have some 
college education, she added. 

"We find that there's a common 
bond developed in the group," she 
said. "They usually end up being 
able to help each other." 

Sandra Carwilc enrolled in the 
YWCA's most recent workshop af- 
ter reading an ad in the newspaper. 
She rcccnUy returned from a thrcc- 
ycar stint in Florida and is looking 
for a job. According to Carwilc, 
who has never had a problem find- 
ing work before, the market is 
rough. 

"The class seemed like a great 
idea to make the transition to gel 
settled back here again," said Car- 



awful kind of crime," he said. "My 
other reaction was - gee whiz, this 
is not that unusual. I did predict 
that the case would be resolved 
quickly." 

Although most teenagers have 
probably had several bad experi- 
ences in their lives, Pindur said we 
are not to assume that they neces- 
sarily lead to this type of violent 



behavior. 

"A lot of people have the notion 
that a kid builds up to this type of 
crime. That's not necessarily true," 
he said. "There seems to be a need 
for kids like this to tell people 
about it. I'm not sure they want to 
be found out as much as they wan 
to say, This is an exciting thing, 
want to share it with somebodv."'

wile, who is a professional 
photographer, but is interested in 
entering the travel industry. 

Van Auken said that the classes 
motivated her, got her geared up for 
finding the right job. Luckily, Van 
Auken, a 35-year-old single mother, 
found it immediately after the 
workshops ended. She changed her 
career field to sales, with the help 
of the workshop's career field test 

"It focuses more on doing things 
to help yourself, to give you the 
courage to take that giant step," she 
said. 

According to Frocdc, 40 percent 
of the women who arc enrolled in 
the classes find jobs during or after 
the workshops. Thirty percent re- 
turn to school. 

Carwile, who lives at the Ocean- 
front, said that she returned to the 
area to get on with her life, but 
found that the area had changed. She 
said she needs to gel a feel for the 
community again. 

"I wanted to find out what I was 
doing wrong job hunting. It's a dif- 
ficult process," she said. "It might 
be a situation I could really use 
help in." 

There arc currently 25 women 
enrolled in the Virginia Beach 
workshop, Frocdc said. There is a 
fee for the classes, but it is based 
on the participant's income level. 
The actual cost per person is S225, 
but the YWCA subsidiz.es as much 
as they can. Local companies also 
contribute to the program. 

"The self-esteem knits it all to- 
gether. Thai's been the trademark of 
our workshops," said Frocdc. 
"They've been a grcal success. 
Ninciy-cighi percent say they got 
something out of them " 



in a state correctional facility. If 
he's tried as an adult, Novak may 
face the electric chair or life im- 
prisonment. 

The Virginia Beach Sun re- 
cently surveyed several beach 
residents, seeking their opinions 
on whether Novak should be tried 
as an adult. Here's what they said: 
"He should be tried as an adult. 
A crime as heinous as this is not 
the act of a juvenile," said 
Kempsvillc's Rae LeSesne. 

If Novak is found guilty, 
LeSesne said, he should receive 
the same punishment as an adult 
• the death penally. Life impris- 
onment is not enough, he said, 
because Novak would not serve 
the full sentence and would be 
released early. 

"I thought it (the murderer) 
would be an adult, some lunatic. 
It's hard to believe that anyone at 
his age could have a mind that's 
so warped," said LeSesne. 

He added that too much vio- 
lence on television may be the 
cause of so many teenagers turn- 
ing to violence. 

"It's incredible that the kids 
can't run around and be safe," he 
said. "It's hard to understand hnw 
any human being could do some- 
thing like that." 

Dale Drescher, a former el- 
ementary school teacher and a 
Bay Colony resident, also said 
that Novak should be tried as an 
adult. 

"It's my strong feeling that he 
had time for thought. It wasn't a 
crime of passion; he wasn't in a 
situation where he needed to de- 
fend himself," said Drescher, who 
has a degree in special educa- 
tion/emotional disturbances. 

Though she said she does favor 
the death penalty, Drescher said 
she would have to learn more 
about Novak and his background 
before saying that he deserves the 
electric chair. 

Lillian Youell, a Thor- 
oughgood resident, staled that "a 
person accused of a crime is pre- 
sumed innocent until proven 
guilly." 

"I feel confident that the judi- 
cial system will do the right 
thing,** she said. "A crime this 
heinous by a young man of this 
age - he should be tried as an 
adult." 



Youell hesitated to say what 
she thinks Novak's punishment 
should be; she said she'd rather 
leave it to the courts to decide. 
Most people usually hope for re- 
habilitation for young criminals, 
Youell said. 

"I think it was a real tragedy 
for both of the children and their 
parents and for the perpetrator and 
his parents, if indeed he is the 
one," she said. 

Melinda Perkins, whose 
daughter had a class with Novak 
at First Colonial High School, 
said she upset when the murders 
occurred. 

"I feel like he should be tried 
as an adult," she said. "He knows 
the difference between right and 
wrong." 

Perkins, director of a court 
doccnt program, said she believes 
in the death penally, but she 
would have a hard time sentenc- 
ing Novak to it because he is so 
young. 

"There may be hope for this 
young man through rehabilita- 
tion, lhat he could become not 
such a menace to society," she 
said. "Anyone who was chosen to 
be on the jury would have a hard 
lime giving the death penalty to 
this guy. Maybe I speak more 
from feeling and emotion." 

Perkins said that she felt sorry 
for Novak when she saw the look 
on his face on television and in 
the newspaper. She said he pro- 
jected sadness, confusion, strong 
will and the need 10 draw atten- 
tion to himself. 

If he's tried as an adult and 
found guilty, Perkins understands 
lhat Novak will most likely be 
sentenced to death. But, a life 
sentence would give him a chance 
for rehabilitation. 

As a court doccnt, Perkins in- 
troduces high school seniors to 
the court system and the conse- 
quences they may face for com- 
mitting crimes. Novak is only a 
high school sophomore, so he 
had not yet gone through the 
program. 

"I have a lot of compassion for 
him and his family and for the 
boys' families that were killed," 
said Perkins. "I can't believe 
anyone would do something like 
that." 
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most controversial and most misunderstood middle school reform under- 
taken. The warning was accurate. At the School Board budget hearing, re- 
cently held at Green Run High School, the entire middle school structuring 
effort was characterized as unnecessary and not needed. These remarks were 
prompted by dissatisfaction with the proposed plans for student activities. 

The student activities program proposed for middle school students is 
accused of eliminating competitive sports. Petitions have been circulated at 
sporting events. Children are now asking teachers why sports are being 
eliminated. Committee members, in private, have disagreed with this char- 
acterization; yet, except for the testimony from the wrestuug coach at Cox 
High School, there has been no public reaction. It is time to speak out. 

The administrators, teachers, coaches and parents who studied and worked 
on the recommendations for over a year didn't set out to eliminate athletic 
competition, and, if asked, will emphasize that more athletic opportunities 
will be provided students than are currently offered in our junior high 
schools. To many members of the committee, the key for support was the 
recommendation lhat would establish junior /a-sity teams in the high 
schools. This would allow outstanding athletes in the eighth-grade to try 
out for junior varsity teams at their high school. Consequently, only sev- 
enth-grade athletes would be denied the opportunity to participate in inter- 
scholastic sports, since sixth-graders are forbidden from interscholastic 
sports by high school league rules. 

If interscholastic sports are not going to be offered in our middle 
schools, what is proposed? All middle schools will offer an intramural 
program, open to all students, that employs an all play, no cut policy and 
incorporates a variety of physical and recreational activities. Intramural 
sports that can be offered include flag football, volleyball, basketball, soft- 
ball, soccer, hockey, wrestling, cheerleading, track and f ; eld, aerobics, 
tumbling, ping-pong, bowling, shuffleboard, frisbee throw, fitness train- 
ing, badminton, tennis, social dance, double-dutch teams, cycling and 
weight training. 

In addition to a myriad of athletic opportunities, all students will have a 
multitude of offerings, from student assemblies, knowledge bowls, talent 
shows, recycling projects and literally scores of interest groups. Trans- 
portation will be provided so that all students can take part in intramural 
and all other student activities. 

VBEA gave its support to the plans developed by the Student Activities 
Committee at the March 19 School Board meeting. Hopefully, the Board 

will support the student activity plan, which is one of the vital compo- 
nents of successful middle schools.

The Virginia Beach School Board 
will receive the administration's 
recommendations for proposed at- 
tendance zones for the school divi- 
sion's newest school, Strawbridge 
Elementary. 

The school, located near die in- 
tersection of Strawbridge Road and 
General Booth Boulevard, is slated 
to open in September. With an 
projected capacity of 900 students, 
Strawbridge Elementary is expected 
to relieve enrollment pressures at 
nearby Princess Anne, Ocean Lakes 
and Red Mill elementary schools. 
City voters approved funding for 
die $5.2 million school through a 
November 1989 school bond refer- 
endum. 

According to Roy MacPhail, de- 
mographer for the Virginia Beach 
public schools, die administration 
began working in October with 
parents and principals of (he affected 
schools.

The committees each developed 
recommendations for school at- 
tendance zones. MacPhail is 
charged with combining die com- 
mittee recommendations into a sin- 
gle proposal from die school ad- 
ministration.

Pickett Introduces New Bill 



Virginia Congressman Owen 
; Pickett (D-2nd) has introduced leg- 
i islation to provide state and local 
governments with grants of up to 
$100,000 to help them develop 
markets for the growing volume of 
cans, bottles, newsprint and other 
recyclable materials currently being 
collected. 

Pickett's bill, which would re- 
quire matching funds from any mu- 
nicipality that receives a grant under 
the program, is designed to alleviate 
what the congressman described as a 
"grossly inadequate market" for re- 
cyclable materials. 



Pickett said he first developed the 
idea for his bill early in January af- 
ter meeting with the City Councils 
of Norfolk and Virginia Beach. 
Both councils, he said, identified 
the poor market for recyclable 
goods as a severe problem and urged 
that Congress approve some type of 
program to help resolve it. 

The total cost of the program 
could not exceed $20 million per 
year. All grants would be awarded 
on a competitive basis. Pickett 
predicted that the benefits to the 
nation's conservative efforts would 
far outweigh the program's cost.

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Last-Minute Moves To Trim Your 1990 Taxes

Last fall, you read all those arti- 
cles about last-minute moves you 
could take to trim your 1990 taxes. 
But somehow you never had time 
to follow through on the advice. 
According to the Virginia Society 
of Certified Public Accountants, 
there may still be one tax-saving 
strategy you can take to reduce your 
1990 taxes: contribute to an Indi- 
vidual Retirement Account (IRA). 

You have until April IS to either 
fund an existing IRA or set up a 
new account - and if you meet cer- 
tain requirements, you may be 
entitled to a substantial deduction in 
exchange for your contribution. 

The basics: 

The annual limit on individual 
IRA contributions is the lesser of 
$2,000 or 100 percent of your 
compensation. There's no mini- 
mum age for IRA participation. If 
your 12-year-old son earns money 
babysitting, he can contribute to an 
IRA. There is, however, a maxi- 
mum age. Once you reach age 701, 
you may no longer deposit to an 
IRA. In fact, bv April 1 of the vear 



after you reach 701, you must be- 
gin to withdraw from your IRA. 

You may invest your IRA funds 
with a bank, insurance company, 
mutual fund or brokerage firm. 
There are almost unlimited choices 
of investment vehicles for you to 
consider. Among the most common 
are certificates of deposit, money 
market funds, mutual funds, stocks 
and annuities. The law does not al- 
low you to invest IRA dollars in art 
objects, antiques, precious metals, 
stamps or other collectibles. 
Are You Entitled 
To A Deduction? 

In determining eligibility for the 
IRA deduction, you must consider 
two factors. The first factor is 
whether or not you or your spouse 
are active participants in your em- 
ployers' pension plans. The second 
factor is your adjusted gross in- 
come. 

If you and your spouse are both 
employed, and neither of you are 
covered by a pension plan at work, 
you may each contribute $2,000 to 
an IRA - for a total deduction of 
$4,000. It makes no difference how 
high your income is, as long as 



yOu're not covered by a retirement 
plan. If your spouse is not em- 
ployed, you are entitled to open a 
spousal IRA, which allows you to 
add $250 to the $2,000 limit 

If you or your spouse are covered 
by a plan, an income lest deter- 
mines how much of your IRA con- 
tribution is deductible. You can 
still get a full deduction of up tc 
$2,000 a year if your adjusted gros; 
income is less than $40,000 for i 
married couple filing jointly, am 
less than $25,000 for a single per 
son. 

If you're single and have an ad 
just gross income between $25,00( 
and $35,000, or are married and fil 
ing jointly with an adjusted gros: 
income between $40,000 arte 
$50,000, you may partially deduc 
an IRA contribution. For ever) 
$1,000 in income over the ceiling; 
of $25,000 and $40,000, you los< 
$200 in deductions. No deduction i: 
allowed for an IRA contribution i! 
you are covered by a retirement plar 
and your adjusted gross income ex- 
ceeds $50,000 if married or $35,00C 
if single. 

Even if you don't qualify for a 
deduction, an IRA may still make 



sense because IRA earnings accu- 
mulate on a tax-deferred basis. 
Since you do not have to pay in- 
come tax as your earnings grow, 
your investments may compound 



faster than if invested in taxable in- 
struments. 

CPAs warn that there is one po- 
tential drawback to IRAs: the re- 
strictions on withdrawing funds 



Because the IRA is designed to en- 
courage retirement savings, the 
rules governing early withdrawal: 
are strict. For more information 
consult your personal tax adviser. 



Tax Deductions Are Close To Home 



A great source of lax deductions 
is as close to you as home. In fact, 
your home can provide you with a 
lifetime of tax advantages, reports 
the Virginia Society of Certified 
Public Accountants. 

One of the biggest lax advantages 
of homeownership is the deduction 
you can take for the interest paid on 
your mortage loan. In the early 
years of your mortgage, nearly all 
of your monthly payment is desig- 
nated as interest. As a result, your 
tax deduction is sure to be substan- 
tial for the first five years. Keep in 
mind, too, that you can claim a de- 
duction for state and local property 
taxes you pay each year. 

Home improvement projects can 
also translate into tax savings. 
Keep in mind that, for tax. pur- 
poses, home projects are divided 



ito two types - repairs and im- 
provements. 

An improvement is anything that 
adds value to your home, prolongs 
its life or adapts it to new uses. 
Adding a new bathroom or bed- 
room, putting in new plumbing or 
wiring, and paving a driveway arc 
improvements. 

Repairs, on the other hand, 
merely maintain the home's condi- 
tion. Examples of repairs include 
repainting the inside or outside of 
your home, fixing gutters, mending 
leaks and replacing broken window 
panes. The distinction between the 
two is critical for tax purposes. 

While you may not deduct what 
you pay for repairs or for improve- 
ments, your costs for improve- 
ments can be added to your home's 
basis. This increase the tax value of 



your home and will reduce your 
profit when you sell your home. 

There are other ways to reduce, 
postpone or even eliminate the tax 
you must pay on the gain realized 
from selling your home. Profit on 
the sale of your home is based on 
your home's adjusted basis and the 
price at which it is sold - the sale 
price less the costs associated with 
selling your home. In particular, 
you may subtract from your house's 
selling price the cost of repairs 
completed during the 90 days prior 
to signing a contract, providing 
such repairs are paid for within 30 
days after the sale of the residence. 
Fix-up costs can include papering, 
painting or repairing leaky faucets. 

You may also subtract real estate

Roses Add Majestic Beauty To The Garden 



Kings loved them. One even 
demanded that they be grown by 
all his subjects. But monarchs of 
centuries past are not alone in 
their overwhelming appreciation 
for roses. These sweet-scented 
beauties are widely considered 
the best known and most loved 
flower in the world. 

Unfortunately, roses have a 
reputation for being difficult to 
grow. In actuality, roses are very 
self-sufficient plants. Add that to 
a hospitable growth environment 
of water, plenty of sun, and soil 
amended with Canadian Sphag- 
num Peal Moss, and there's 
nothing to stop anyone from 
growing majestic roses. 

Types of Roses 

Roses come in many different 
sizes and shapes. Categorized by 
class, they range from tiny 
miniatures to lengthy climbers. 
And within each class of roses, 
there are a variety Of flowers, 
each with a name and patent of 
its own. 

Miniatures are usually 10 to 
15 inches tall with proportion- 
ately sized blooms and they are 
available in as wide a range of 
colors as their full-size counter- 
parts. Popular varieties include 



"Cinderella" (white) and "Rise 'n 
Shine (yellow). 

Floribundas grow to a 
approximately three feet. These 
hardy roses grow an abundance of 
small flowers in huge clusters on 
their short stems. Favorites in 
this group are "Little Darling" 
(salmon-pink), "Europeana" (red) 
and "Sea Pearl" (peach-pink). 

Hybrid teas are the most 
popular class of roses due to 
their wide color range and strong 
fragrance. These roses range 
from two to six feel in height. 
Commonly grown hybrid teas are 
"Tiffany" (pink), "Peace" (yellow 
with pink lips) and "Chrysler 
Imperial" (red). 

Grandifloras arc large hardy 
shrubs which grow eight to 10 
feet tall. Their flowers resemble 
those of hybrid teas, but similar 
to floribundas, they grow in 
clusters. Popular varieties are 
"Queen Elizabeth" (pink) and 
"Love" (red). 

Shrub roses arc lough, low- 
maintenance plants. Most grow 
to be six to 10 feet tall. Al- 
though they are not usually 
available in nurseries, they can 
be ordered from catalogs. 

Tree roses can be trained to 
grow on stems of over three feel, 
but they arc not very hardy. It is 



important to keep this variety 
protccied from the extreme cold 
and heat. Frequently available 
tree roses arc "Cherish" (pink), 
"Margo Kostcr" (salmon-pink) 
and "Tropicana* (orange-red). 

Climbers can grow anywhere 
from 10 to 50 feet long, but they 
do not climb on their own. 
Unlike ivy, these roses do not 
have tendrils with which to at- 
tach themselves, so they must be 
supported by a fence, trellis or 
even a tree. Climbers can be 
trained to grow in almost any di- 
rection. Some common climbers 
are "Blaze" (red), "Golden 
Showers" (yellow) and "Handel" 
(pink). 

Planting Roses 

Roses arc sold cither bare-root 
or in containers. Bare-root roses 
need to be planted as soon as 
possible. If they cannot be 
planted right away. Wrap the 
roots in burlap and place in a 
plastic bag filled with damp 
Canadian Sphagnum Peal Moss. 
Leave the plastic bag slightly 
open for air so the roots do not 
mold, and place the plant in a 
cool, dark location. Plants can 
be kept this way for a maximum 
of one week. Before planting.

soak the bare root in a bucket of 
muddy water. This allows the 
rose to absorb maximum mois- 
ture. It also coats the roots and 
protects them from drying out. 
Container roses can be planted at 
any time. 

Roses perform best when they 
receive full sunshine. An ideal 
planting location is an area with 
eastern exposure. If your front 
door faces this direction, you 
might consider creating a flow- 
ering dooryard. Dooryards can be 
traced as far back as the earliest 
English sealers., Colorful roses 
adorning a wood fence and arched 
trellis above the gateway wel- 
come in friends and neighbors. 

Rose experts say that growing 
beautiful roses depends on 
healthy roots. And in return, 
healthy roots depend on good 
soil. Unfortunately, the majority 
of soils are not as well condi- 
tioned as gardeners would like. 
Most soils contain cither loo 
much clay, which roots have dif- 
ficulty penetrating, or mostly 
sand, which allows water and nu- 
trients to drain away too quickly 
to benefit the plants. 

It is suggested thai the garden 
bed be dug up a month before 
planting. This will give ihc soil 
time to aerate. Dig the earth 
about 10 inches deep and two 
feet wide. Work three inches of 
Canadian Sphagunum Peal Moss 
into the lop 10 inches of soil.

What's more, you may be able to 
postpone paying any tax on the 
gain from selling your home if you 
buy and occupy a new principal 
residence within two years before or 
after the sale of your own home.

Toughlove 
Parents Gain 
Family Control 

Support Group Helps 
Parents Discipline Their 
Children

Jo Trcincn has been called a lot 
of not-so-nice things. Probably be- 
cause she once turned her teenage 
son in to the police and had him 
arrested so he would serve time in 
jail. 

But, Treinen is not really mean, 
she's simply trying to gain back 
control of her family. 

Treinen is a Toughlove parent; 
tfe» {prtidpaiM in a support group 
for parents who are having trouble 
disciplining their children. The 
program, which was begun by two 
Pennsylvania counselors in the 
early 1970s, focuses on teaching 
parents how to set up a disciplinary 
method to control their children. 

"We tell them when they make a 
rule they have to stick to it," said 
Treinen, who is one of the group's 
two coordinators. 

Treinen and her partner, Ron 
Hopkins, educate parents on rule- 
setting and consequences that the 
children will have to pay if the

rules are broken; no punishment is 
involved. The parents learn how 
children react to different situations 
and are taught exactly how and 
where their children are getting into 
trouble. 

"We try to teach them to get 
control back. It'll work, but y ,u 
will have some kids that will fight 
you all the way," said Treinen. 
"What works is the parents being 
consistent and coming to the meet- 
ings." 

Toughlove meetings are held ev- 
ery Thursday at 7 p.m. at the 
Community United Methodist 
Church on Old Kempsville Road. 
An average of 10 parents usually 
attend the meetings, but Hopkins 
said that he has had as many as SO 
at one time. In the three years that 
he's been involved with Toughlove, 
he's catered to more than 600 par- 
ents. 

Hopkins said that usually one 
parent will attend the meetings, 
eventually luring the other to at- 
tend. Hopkins said that the meet- 
ings are more effective if both par- 
ents are present. 

According to Hopkins, most 
parents turn to Toughlove because 
their children are Tailing to stay 
within the limits of society, both at 
home and at school. Most of the 
kids are skipping school, taking 
drugs or not cooperating at home. 
Most of the children Hopkins said, 
are between the ages of 13 and 18, 
though some parents have sought

350 Local Shag Club 
Members Swing And 
Bop To Beach Sounds 



Many Members 
Grew Up Shagging 
At The Oceanfront

Some call it the swing, some 
call it the bop, some call it the 
shag and some call it beach danc- 
ing. 

Regardless of the name, it's a 
dance craze that is spreading like 
wildfire. 

Shagging, as it's most com- 
monly called, is the dance of 
choice for the 350 members of 
the Virginia Beach Shag Club. 
The group is not interested in 
disco or rap; they go out strictly 
to dance to beach music. 

"It's a social club. We get to- 
gether and enjoy music and have 
a good time," said the club's 
ways and means chairman, Bar- 
bara Thompson. "It's a group of 
people who have the same inter- 
est in beach music and the shag." 
The club officially formed in 
1989 and its membership has 
steadily grown, Thompson said. 
Most members are between the 
ages of 35 and 45, but there are a 
few as old as 70. 

Club members can be found 
just about every night of the 
week at one dance club or an- 
other. According to Thompson, 
Wednesday nights are big at 
Larkins at Hilltop; on Thursdays, 
the gang gathers at Oscar's; Fri- 
day is Fat Roger's night; and 
Saturday they can be found just 
about anywhere. 

"You find our club members at 
four places in the city. That's 
where the beach music is," said 
Thompson. 

The shag got its start along the 
beaches of South Carolina during 
the 1940s and '50s. Originally a 
popular dance among the blacks, 
it died out for a while, but was 
revitalized by whites along the 
east coast 

"By the lime it got here, it was 
beach dancing. No two cities 
dance alike," said Thompson, 
who added that 75 percent of the 
club are beach dancers. 

According to Thompson, beach 
dancing involves a little more hip 



and shoulder movement than 
shagging. The shag, a partner 
dance, involves smooth, coordi- 
nated movements, "like poetry in 
motion," Thompson said. 

"I've tried to shag, but I can't 
get my hips to stop," she added. 

Many of the club members 
have grown up dancing in the 
area, said Thompson, who was 
raised in Portsmouth, lives in 
Chesapeake, but works in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

"If you grew up in the '50s, 
you grew up beach dancing," she 
said. 

Charlie Snow, the club's

Barbara Thompson,

president, also grew up in 
Portsmouth, but said he traveled 
to Oceanfront clubs as a teenager 
in the 1940s just to dance. To 
Snow, the dance is not only re- 
laxing, but it takes him back in 
time. 

"It's the pleasure of the beach 
music we grew up with," said 
Snow, 63. "We go back through 
the years." 

Jan Weakley grew up doing the 
jitterbug in her New Jersey high 
school. She only learned to shag 
five years ago. 

"It's become popular to people 
in my age group," said Weakley, 
who is 52. 'The music is laid 
back and easy going. You can 
shag all night and not be tired." 

Shaggers can most likely be 
found swinging and twirling to 
the sounds of Bill Deal and Fat 
Ammons, The Rhondells, 
Chairman of the Board and Ladies 
and Their Gentlemen, Thompson 
said. Many of the songs are those 
that most people have never heard 
of. 

"If you ever hear the music 
you'll love it," she said. 

Nancy Black, a Portsmouth 
native who now lives in 
Kempsville, used to dance at the 
old Peppermint Beach Club at the

Sheriff Drew To Address Jail Overcrowding 
Conditions Through Corrections Liaison Group 



Sheriffs Local Ac 
tions Landed Him The 
Appointment

Virginia Beach Sheriff Frank 
Drew has added another resonsibil- 
ity to his already long list 

He was recently named to the 
Board of Corrections Liason Com- 
mittee, a group which regularly ad- 
dresses jail overcrowding conditions 
and recommends necessary action so 
as to keep the prison system in 
good working order. 

Drew was appointed to the Com- 
mittee by Board of Corrections 
chairman, Peter G. Decker, Jr., a 
Norfolk attorney. Drew is now part 
of a 20-person committee that in- 
cludes representatives of the Vir- 
ginia State Sheriffs Association, 
the state Department of Correc- 
tions, the judicial system and the 
Commonwealth's Attorney Associ- 
ation. 

"It was almost as though provi- 
dence gave him to us. We needed a 
bright, young, respected sheriff* to 
represent the southeastern part of 
the state, said Decker. "It was like 
he was the only candidate under 
those cuircumstances." 

Drew said that although the ap- 
pointment came as a surprise to 
him, he feels that a representative 
from this area will prove to be 
beneficial. 
"What we have here is a break- 



down, a communication gap be- 
tween the Department of Correc- 
tions and the local jails," said 
Drew. 

As a committee member, Drew 
said he will help to rewrite guide- 
lines for new prisons in the state 
and for work release programs. 

"It puts the local elected officials 
and judges together with the de- 
partment so we can tell them our 
problems and they can tell us 
theirs," he said. 

Drew said that 25 percent of the 
Virginia Beach jail's population is 
waiting to be transfered to a state 
facility. The faster he can move 
them, the better off the city will be, 
he said. 

Drew said that he was chosen for 
the post probably because of the 
"unusual" things he has done for 
the city. He currently operates the 
only privately owned, rented work 
release facility; this work release 
program is the most active in the 
state; and he initiated the first elec- 
tronically monitored inmate sys- 
tem, where inmates are monitored 
from home by ankle bracelets. 

"It's just to try and solve the 
problems specifically related to 
overcrowding. It's the main prob- 
lem in corrections," Drew said. 

The Virginia Beach jail currently 
houses about 577 inmates, al- 
ihough 100 are in the new work re- 
ease facility, when it was only 
puilt to hold 240. A new jail is be- 
.ng built next to the existing one 
'ind will be built to hold 225, but 
louble-bunked, it should hold 400.

The liaison committee was 
formed in 1985 by Decker, who 
was concerned because the Depart- 
ment of Corrections was becoming 
more overcrowded, inmates were 
not being paroled and more inmates 
were coming in on drug offenses. 
Decker, who has served on the 
board for nine years, made a motion 
that a committee between the de- 
partment and the sheriffs be formed 
to discuss problems. 

"We've given the sheriffs a forum 
to speak about their problems and 
I've guaranteed the sheriffs an ear to 
listen," said Decker. "It has been

When Cokey Daman was 59, he 
began to put on a few pounds.

It's a fup thing," he 
said. 

The Olympics, which are in its 
13th year, were begun in Richmond 
by the Virginia Recreation and 
Parks Society. The society recruits 
athletes through the Parks and 
Recreation Departments of Vir- 
ginia's many cities.

"The basic purpose is to offer 
competition for senior citizens at 
state-wide games," said Andy 
Crane, this year's Golden Olympics 
co-chairman. 

Approximately 450 to 500 ath- 
letes are expected to attend this 
year. Last year, 800 people, age 55 
and older, participated, but Crane 
said it was because it was a 
qualifying year and the location was 
closer, in Danville. So far, 100 
people have registered for this year's 
events; the deadline is April 16. 

According to the Virginia Beach 
Department of Parks and Recre- 
ation, about 30 to 40 Virginia 
Beach seniors are expected to travel 
by bus to Blacksburg this year. 

The Olympics will offer various 



events, including golf, a 5K race, 
swimming, checkers, croquet, 
bowling, horseshoes, archery, fish 
casting and track and field. 

"It ranges from non-stressful 
events to a 5K run," said Crane.

Helps Discipline Kids 

Parents of teenagers often find themselves faced with prob- 
lems. Some kids become invloved with the wrong crowd and 
take drugs, skip school or fail to respect their parents. 

When this happens, parents, no matter how hard they tried to 
raise their children well, find it difficult tOyJiandle. They don't 
know which route to take to try and correct the situation. Usu- 
ally, it's not the parent's fault; the kids just fall into a state of 
rebellion and it's hard to get them out 

Toughlove has a way of dealing with problem kids. They 
take a different approach. They don't punish kids for disobey- 
ing, they give them rules to abide by and consequences to pay 
if they don't do so. For example, if a parents sets a rule that the 
child has a curfew of 1 1 p.m., they also add that if the curfew 
is broken, the child will lose his or her phone priviledges for a 
month. By offering the child a situation that he may not be par- 
ticularly fond of, it may prevent him from breaking the rule in 
the first place. 

Supposedly, Toughlove works. Parents may come across as 
being hard on their kids, but it's for the child's own good. 
They become "tough" because they care. One woman went as 
far as to report her child to the police, have him arrested and 
sent to jail. She did this just to teach him a lesson. That may 
sound a little harsh to some parents, but apparently it worked 

Parents who are in need of help, but don't know where to 
turn, should attend a Toughlove meeting. They meet on Tues- 
days at 7 p.m. at Community United Methodist Church at 1072 
Kempsville Road. If your children are ruining their lives, as 
well as the family structure, attend the meetings. The sooner 
you get your kids back on the right track, the better. - K.L.D.

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City Approves Using Ice To Save 



The city of Virginia Beach is widely known for its sun and sand, but the 
city's Municipal Center may become known for its ice. 

City Council has unanimously approved installing an ice-based cooling 
system to provide a money-saving means of air-conditioning the Judicial 
Center and addition to the Correction Facility that are both under construc- 
tion at the Municipal Center. Council acted after hearing City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts, Jr., enthusiastically endorse the system as a means of 
saving city taxpayers more than $100,000 per year. 

David Grochmal, director of General Services for Virginia Beach, said 
the method approved by City Council is known as cool storage. It in- 
volves making ice at night, when the cost of electricity is down, and stor- 
ing the ice in tanks until needed for cooling buildings the next day. 

About half the electric costs for the city is based on how much electric- 
ity is used during peak daytime hours. Therefore, any time the city uses

peak daytime hours. 

electricity at night instead of during the day serves to reduce the amount of 
the city's electricity bill. 

The Virginia Beach engineering firm of Bowman, Foster and Associates, 
P.C. determined that using cool storage will enable the city to shift an es- 
timated 1,000 kilowatts of electrical demand to off-peak hours at night 
B.D. Williams, head of the engineering firm's mechanical department, said

Love Your Local Libraries 



as we prepare to enter the twenty-first century, life demands that we 
view education as a never ending, lifelong process. Librarians, or library 
media specialists as we're known, recognize the fact that we cannot possi- 
bly teach everything a student will ever need to know. Therefore, teaching 
a child "how to learn" becomes more important than ever before. 

Learning to use a library is a very necessary component of becoming 
literate. Shortly after children learn to read, they realize that libraries can 
offer them reasons to read. If given the appropriate guidance and resources, 
a child soon learns the joy of discovery. Worlds of literature, science and 
other lands come alive and begin to thrive in a child's imagination. 

National school library standards, revised in 1988, address the true inte- 
gration of library skills into the whole learning process. Virginia has had 
standards of learning for library skills for years. But now we're seeing that 
integrating those skills into the core curriculum areas, instead of teaching 
them in isolation, is more effective. An example of this might be for the 
library media specialist to introduce middle level students to the award

winning Newbery books by reading The Whipping Box, by Sid Fleis- 
chman. The setting of the book is England in the Middle Ages and deals 
with the royal household as well as those who serve and work for the royal 
household.

The Forgotten Ninth Amendment 



The Ninth Amendment to the Constitution states, "The enumeration in 
the Constitution, of certain rights, shall not be construed to deny or 
disparage others retained by the people.'' 

The federalists argued in 1787 that they opposed a bill of rights because, 
in listing every right, they would leave all unlisted rights unprotected. Two 
years later, during the debate over the drafting of the Bill of Rights, James 
Madison expressed this same concern, so the Ninth Amendment was added 
as a "safety net." 

This amendment provides that the rights listed in the Constitution are 
not the only rights that belong to the people. There is general agreement 
that the amendment was intended to protect the people against the abuse of 
power by the government. But some wondered if the framers saw the 
amendment as a way to expand the rights of the people in the future. Oth- 
ers say the framers had no such intention. 

Although this amendment has been cited more than 1,000 times by fed-

eral and state courts, it has rarely figured in Supreme Court decisions. The 
phrase about rights "retained by the people" has never been precisely de- 
fined. 

In fact, it was not until 1965 that a minority of three justices of the 
Supreme Court agreed on one of those "other" rights. An analysis of that 
case Griswold v. Connecticut (381 U.S. 479) appeared in the winter 1990 
issue of a newsletter. Bill of Rights in Action, published by the Constitu-

Council Grants Conditional Zoning Request, 8-2 



One of the shortcomings of con- 
ditional zoning - creating zoning 
categories where they are inappro- 
priate - feared by Councilwoman 
Reba McClanan is demonstrated, 
she said, in the recent rezoning of 
property in Kempsville from resi- 
dential to commercial. 

By a vote of 8-3, City Council 
granted the conditional rezoning re- 
quested by Eight Commerce 
Properties Corporation and Richard 
M. Waitzer from R-7.S Residential 
District to B-2 Community Busi- 
ness District on S.68 acres of prop- 
erty at the southeast intersection of 
Bonney Road and S. Witchduck 
Road. 

Accompanying the rezoning were 
nine proffers, which are agreements 
by the developer to do certain 
things in conjunction with the 
zoning. 

However, Mayor Meyera Obern- 
dorf, who was one of the three vot- 
ing against the application, ex- 
pressed surprise that the proffers did 
not include any help from the de- 
veloper for the improvement of 



Bonney Road, which will be im- 
pacted by the development. "I'm 
surprised," she added, "you did not 
ask for traffic controls." 

McClanan agreed with the 
mayor. She said that the road will 
have to have a lot more done to it, 
and that it is inadequate. 

The Planning Department found 
the application acceptable although 
the rezoning was not in keeping 
with the comprehensive plan in ef- 
fect when the application was filed. 
The planners said that the 1990 
plan recognizes this area as chang- 
ing to non-residential development 
because of the expansion of sur- 
rounding roadways. The proffers, 
they said, will ensure adequate 
buffering between residential and 
non-residential uses and provide for 
a coordinated development which 
will minimize traffic impacts in the 
area. The Planning Commission 
recommended approval. 

In addition to Oberndorf, voting 
against the application were Mc- 
Clanan and Councilwoman Nancy 
Parker. 



Parker pointed out that 
Kempsville had 188 acres of B-2 
property that was undeveloped. 

Don Clark, representing the ap- 
plicant, said that this was not a 
valid comparison because the other 
parcels will not have the restric- 
tions attached to this property. The 
proffers remove a number of uses 
which ordinarily would be permitted 
in a B-2 classification. 

Walter Humphrey, an adjoining 
property owner who supported the 
rezoning, said that at $75,000 an 
acre, there was no way residential 
property could be developed at that 



location. 

McClanan said that the unknown 
part of the application "gives me 
heartburn." She said that in 
residential areas, office use is more 
compatible for transition areas, that 
conditional zoning was being used 
to create zoning categories where 
they are inappropriate. She said that 
B-2 borders on industrial and that 
the application goes too far. 

Nearby residents objected also. 

John Williams said the residents 
were concerned about the noise, the 
activity at the loading docks late at 



night, and the pollution. 

Robert W. Clyburn, Kempsville 
Borough councilman, said that the 
applicant has bent over backwards 



to make proffers. 

Clark said the applicant plans to 
have small offices and small storage 
areas. 



Fee Charged For Site Plan 



City Council has adopted an or- 
dinance establishing a $209 fee for 
a site plan review for single-family 
dwellings, additions and other resi- 
dential structures located in the 
Chesapeake Bay Preservation Area 

The fee will be charged for a full 
multi-agency site plan review.

Erosions Of Revenues 



Giles Dodd, assistant city man- 
ager of finance, used to deliver his 
periodic financial statements to 
City Council with a smile on his 
face and a spring in his walk, but 
he's been rather glum recently. 

Who wants to be the bearer of 
bad news? 

As he put it, there's been "some 
erosion of revenues" for the period 
ending Jan. 31. 

• The general fund is below esti- 
mates by $11 million. 

• The Permits, Privilege, Fees 
and Licenses revenue category ap- 
pears to be running below the esti- 
mate for the fiscal year. 

• Even the "other" revenue cate- 
gory charge for services, miscella- 
neous revenue, from federal gov- 
ernment and transfers from other 
funds categories is only 34.1 per- 
cent of the estimated revenue for the 
year, compared with 35.8 percent in 

: FY 1990 and 47.6 percent in FY 
1989.

general fund through Jan. 31 
amounted to $186398,998 or 41.9 
percent of the total revenue esti- 
mated for the year, compared with 
44.5 percent in FY 1990 and 44.3 
percent in FY 1989. 

Actually, Dodd said, the collec- 
tions are greater than they were last 
year at this time, but lower than the 
budget estimates. 

Sales tax revenues are above col- 
lections of the previous two years, 
but behind budget estimates. 

Revenues in the water and sewer 
enterprise fund are ahead of previous 
years, $30.8 million of 61.6 per- 
cent of the total estimated for the 
year which compares with 48.5 
percent in FY 1990 and 51.3 per- 
cent in FY 1989.

Lanteigne, a sergeant on the 
city's police force, thinks police 
officers would have an easier time 
enforcing the laws if they did not 
all have different dates. He has sug- 
gested that the resort area business 
people and the city staff get to- 
gether to find a common season for 
at least most of the activities to 
make the enforcement job easier. 

Lanteigne said that the seasons 
are not limited to the list supplied 
by Lilley at the City Council 
meeting.

Adabelle Riddick used to know 
every car that rode past her 
Blackwater house.

Since most 
kids had the same teachers in 
Riddick's day, she, and other 
Blackwater residents, are honor- 
ing her for her many years of 
dedication to the school system. 

Riddick also makes it a point 
to be available for friends and 
family if they need her. She 
cooks for people who are sick and 
drives friends to doctor appoint- 
ments. She evertshelps them plan 
their weddings. In all, Riddick 
has been involved in helping to 
arrange 13 weddings; she has 
sewn, decorated, acted as mistress 
of ceremonies and made sure ev- 
erything ran smoothly. 

"They call me 'Little Miss 



Nightingale,"' said Riddick. "I 
just like to be there when they 
need me." 

Because of her ongoing in- 
volvement with her community, 
Riddick.was recently named to 
the Princess Anne County Tri- 
centennial Commission. Some- 
one else had been asked to repre- 
sent the Blackwater Borough, but 
found that it was too much of a 
responsibility. When the other 
woman declined the invitation, 
she asked Riddick if she would 
serve. 

"She knows I'm interested in 
the history of the county and the 
city," said Riddick. 

There have been many 
changes in the city during Rid- 
dick's lifetime, some of which 
she favors and some that she 
doesn't. The growth and the hus- 
tle and bustle of the city some- 
times bothers her, but she said 



she understands that it has to 
happen. 

But, people are going in so 
many different direction nowa- 
days, she said. She can remember 
when, although there wasn't 
much to do for recreation as a 
child, Sundays were a day fo**" 
visiting and playing with rela- 
tives and neighbors. 

"We used to use Hickory, Va., 
as our mailing address because 
the postman came from Hick- 
ory," she said. 

She may have to drive a long 
way to get to places from 
Blackwater, but Riddick said she 
has no intentions of moving to 
the "city."

Oceanfront years ago. About 
three years ago, she started fre- 
quenting Fat Roger's and eventu- 
ally met some shag club mem- 
bers.

Lion John Ross Is 
Inspired By Helping 
The Less Fortunate

In 1972, John Ross became 
dedicated to a cause. 

Over the years, he has helped 
make easier the lives of many 
people less fortunate than himself 
through his Lions Club. 

At the insistence of a neigh- 
bor, Ross was dragged to a Lions 
meeting. He wasn't interested, 
but the club appointed him to a 
case where an elderly man was in 
need of a hearing aid. The man's 
family provided him with no as- 
sistance whatsoever, so Ross 
took it upon himself to help him 
purchase one. 

"This made me feel good to 
help someone who had for so 
long lived in silence," said Ross, 
a Chimney Hill resident. "He so 
emotionally inspired me, he made 
me cry." 

The man died a few months 
later, but left Ross with a nice 
letter of thanks. The man's wife 
even turned the hearing aid back 
in to the Lions Club. 

This incident not only changed 
Ross' mind about quiting the 
club, but it also gave him the 
will to help even more people. 

Since he joined the humanitar- 
ian club, Ross has held every of- 
fice there is. He even served as 
the Lions' district governor in 
1983-84. It was during this time 
that Ross said he contributed the 
most to the organization. 

In 1984, when a hurricane hit 
North and South Carolina, Ross 
began a tornado fund, which 
spread across the entire state. 
Through his efforts, Ross, as 
well as thousands of other Lions, 
helped to raise over a million 
dollars in food and money. As a

result, Ross received national Li- 
ons awards. 

"I was quite proud of that," he 
said. "I do get deep satisfaction 
out of helping someone else if 
they need a helping hand." 

Ross has belonged to other 
clubs, including the Ruritans, 
Elks Club and the American Le- 
gion, but he never gave as much 
of his time to them as he does to 
the Lions, so he dropped out, 

"I enjoy the thing that set me 
off to become governor. I had the 
ability to lead people - to do 
things - 1 felt I could inspire our 
district to do things," he said. 

Now, Ross serves on the Li- 
ons' district cabinet and is the 
diabetes chairman of his club. 
According to Ross, diabetes is 
the major cause of blindness, 
which is what the organization is 
dedicated to - sight 



Ironically, Ross also has a 
sight problem. Due to diabetes, 
he has been stricken with diabetic 
retinopathy. 

"I had major surgery on my 
right eye. Little blood vessels

ruptured in my eye," he said. 

Ross had to have scar tissue 
and blood removed from his eye, 
so, because his eye is out of fo- 
cus and he lacks depth of vision, 
he is currently unable to drive. 

Because he is so active with 
the Lions, Ross said he is think- 
ing of semi-retiring from his 



telephone communications busi- 
ness. Ross started the business, 
which repairs phones, pagers, Car 
phones and answering' machines, 
in 1968 when he and his family 
moved to the area from Rich- 
mond. 

Ross was working as a factory 
representative for Dunlop Tire 
and Rubber Corp. when he de- 
cided to quit his job and relocate. 
Because he was frequently on the 
road, he didn't spend much time 
with his family. 

"I got to thinking, this was a 
heck of a job for a wife to raise 
the kids all week. I was like 
Santa Claus; I came home on 
the weekends," he said. 

Ross worked for the tire com- 
pany for 16 years and met his 
wife, the former Barbara Ann 
Brown of Norfolk, in his travels

that, based on current electrical rates, the city's savings will amount to 
$106,000 per year. 

Grochmal said these savings will pay for the cost of installing the cool 
storage equipment in about five years. He pointed out that based on current 
electrical rates, Virginia Beach taxpayers will save about $1.6 million in 
cooling costs during the 20- year life of the equipment. 

Grochmal credited Virginia Power with first suggesting that Virginia 
Beach explore cool storage as a money-saving method of providing cooling 
for the two proposed buildings. 

David L. Harrison, commercial engineer for Virginia Power in Norfolk, 
worked closely with the city and the Bowman, Foster engineering firm to 
evaluate the appropriateness of cool storage for the Judicial Center and the 
Correctional Facility addition. 

Harrison said, "We're delighted that Virginia Beach taxpayers will realize 
substantial savings. At the same lime, Virginia Power benefits bv reducing 



our need to build new power plants. This is truly a win-win situation for 
both the city and Virginia Power." 

The city's construction project will nearly double the square footage of 
occupied space at the Municipal Center. The project involves building a 
319,000-square-foot Judicial Center, building an 80,000-square-foot addi- 
tion to the Correctional Facility and expanding the heating and cooling 
plant to accommodate the growth. 

The Judicial Center will house operations for three courts and court-re- 
lated offices that are now in older and less efficient buildings, including 
some rental and trailer space. It will initially house five hearing rooms and 
1 7 courtrooms and contain unfinished space for an additional fjyr hearing 
rooms and seven courtrooms. 

Prisoner control will be handled through an internal system that includes 
a tunnel connecting the Judicial Center and the existing Correctional 
Facility 



The additional to the overcrowded Correctional Facility will approxi- 
mately double the number of state-certified beds. 

Grochmal said the Judicial Center is scheduled to be completed in April 
1993; the Correctional Facility, in March 1992. 

The cool storage equipment will be added to the Municipal Center's cen- 
tral plant on nearby vacant land. Sixty ice tanks will be partly buried and 
shielded from public view by a brick wall. 

Harrison, of Virginia Power, said that when installation of the city's 
cool storage system is completed, it will be one of the largest systems of 
its kind in Virginia. 

Harrison noted that the Christian Broadcasting Network of Virginia 
Beach is one of the pioneer users of cool storage. CBN uses cool storage to 
reduce peak use of electricity when producing the popular 700 Club and to 
cool office space. CBN also is installing cool storage for its convention 
center.

When Cleaning Your Virginia Beach 
Home, Don f t Forget To Do Exterior 



When spring cleaning time ar- 
rives, don't forget that the out- 
side of your Virginia Beach 
house usually needs cleaning, 
too. 

Cleaning chores include yard 
work, driveways, garages, 
porches, decks, gutters, windows 
- even the exterior walls of your 
home, in some cases. 

Soiling problems can vary ac- 
cording to different parts of the 
country. Sources of dirt that can 
mar the exterior of a home in- 
clude dust, smog, industrial pol- 
lutants and debris from trees. In 
some parts of the country, the 
biggest problems can come from 
mildew which discolors exterior 
walls. If you try to paint over 
mildew without removing it first, 
chances are the mildew will 
reappear in short order. 

Easy To Clean 

Perhaps the most fortunate 
homeowners are those whose 
homes are covered with vinyl 
siding. Rain will wash most dirt 



off vinyl siding, and water from 
a garden hose will usually do the 
rest. In any case, these home- 
owners will not have to resort to 
painting to restore the fresh look 
of the siding because the color is 
designed to last the life of the 
siding. 

A long-handled car brush that 
attaches to the end of the hose 
can be a helpful tool for giving 
a house a bath. If you live in an 
industrial area, subject to heavy 
doses of grime and soot, use a 
solution of one-third cup house- 
hold detergent and two-thirds cup 
of household cleaner in a gallon 
of water to wash vinyl siding. 
This will usually do the trick. 

Nix Mildew 

Where mildew is a problem, 
mix the same amount of deter- 
gent and household cleaner with 
one quart of bleach and three 
quarts of water. To avoid streak- 
ing, start washing and the bot- 
tom of the wall and work up.

One Re-Siding May Equal Three Paintings 



Every spring, Virginia Beach 
homeowners are faced with the 
prospect of repainting their 
homes. One of the questions 
most frequently asked by home- 
owners is, "How does the cost of 
repainting my home compare 
with the cost of re-siding it?" 

There is no universal answer 
to the question, because every 
house is different and costs and 
conditions can vary in different 
parts of the country. But there is 
a good rule of thumb you can 
follow to help you decide your 
own course of action. 

Industry experts estimate that 
the cost of re-siding a home with 
vinyl siding will be recovered by 
the time the house is painted the 
third time. In other words, if 
your house would normally be 
painted every six years and is 
ready to be painted this year, 
you could expect that your 
investment in re-siding would be 
repaid in 12 years. 

But there are other factors to 
consider. A house covered with 
vinyl siding is easier to keep 
looking good. Wash the vinyl 
siding occasionally and it will 
remain fresher-looking years 
longer than siding that has been 
painted. 

Many homeowners are finding 
the benefits of low-maintenance 
living increasingly attractive, 
especially households headed by 
working couples or singles who 
have less time to spend on house 
maintenance chores. Less 
exterior maintenance means more 
time to spend with family or in 
pursuit of leisure activities. 



A recent study by the National 
Association of Realtors showed a 
significant increase in first-time 
home ownership by single 
persons - from one in four in 
1987 to one in three in 1989. 
For a busy single-person 
homeowner, it's a real plus that 
exterior maintenance of a vinyl- 
sided home frequently involves 
little more than hosing down the 
house with water once or twice a 
year. 

"Annual Cost Of Use" 

While initial investment in a 
home improvement is an 
important consideration, perhaps 
a better way to establish the 
payback on the investment is to 
establish the "annual cost of 
use." 

To estimate the annual cost of 
use, divide the initial cost of the 
work being done by the number 
of years the improvement is like 
to last. For example, the cost of 
re-siding a home with a vinyl 
siding product designed to 
provide 40 years of service can 
be a very economical investment 
over the long run. To determine 
the annual cost of use for a paint 
job, for comparison;' divide the 
cost of painting by the number 
of years until the house will be 
ready for the next paint job. 

When dealing with 
professional re-siding or 
painting contractors, get at least 
three bids on the same 
specifications, making sure that 
the contractors are bidding on 
the same quality of materials and 
workmanship.

help with their 30-year-old children. 

"Between Jo and myself, we get 
six to nine calls a week from par- 
ents who are in distress. The num- 
bers are much higher, but they just 
don't know about the group," said 
Hopkins, who became involved 
with the group because his own 
daughter was skipping school and 
showing disregard for her parents. 

Treinen, who is the mother of 
six, became involved when her son 
began rebelling against his parents. 
He didn't take drugs, she said, but 
he skipped school and had a bad at- 
titude. 

"He's done pretty good since. I 
had to say - 'I love you and that's 
why I'm turning you in,'" said 
Treinen. 

The parents are taught to make a 
written rule and a written conse- 
quence to go along with it For ex- 
ample, if a child's curfew is 10 
p.m. and he doesn't adhere to it, a 
negative consequence may be taking 
away telephone privileges or doing 
more household chores. If the child 
is home on time, he may be re- 
warded with a positive consequence. 

"It takes a while to change. Once 
you enact the program, the kids re- 
spond slowly. It can take three tc 
four months before you see a posi- 
tive change," said Hopkins. 

Treinen said that her other chil- 
dren used to think she was a "bitch" 
for enforcing the Toughlove meth- 
ods, but they have since realized 
that it was for their own good. 

Christina Gibson, Treinen's 14- 
year-old daughter, said that her 
mother's rules have made her a bet- 
ter person. She knows she must be 
in at dark, off the phone by 8 p.m. 
and in bed at a certain time. She 
also knows she can't date until she's 
16, and when she does, her date 
must come to the house and meet 
her parents, who want to know 
where she's going and when shell 
be home. 

"It's hard, but it's good for the 
parents because I see how my mom 
gets real down," said Gibson. 



Gibson said that many of her 
friends are allowed to do whatever 
they want She'd rather have rules. 

"A lot of people don't want to 
deal with their kids. My friends' 
parents give them money and let 
them go just to get them out of 
their hair," she said. "We get upset 
with my mother and we yell and 
scream, but at least we get our 
feelings out" 

Treinen said that Toughlove not 
only provides help for the children. 
It allows the parents to come to- 
gether and talk about problems that 
they normally couldn't talk about 
with friends. 

"Toughlove allows you to come 
and cry if you have to. They know 
we're not going to tell their neigh- 
bors," said Treinen. "You call it 
tough because it's being tough on 
ourselves as parents." 

"She needs a little reassurance 
that she's doing something right," 
said Gibson, of her mom. 

Hopkins said that parents, as 
well as children, must learn to 
make adjustments. If they don't, the 
problems will never be solved. 

"It's a valuable tool for parent- 
ing. I even suggest that parents of 
young children, who they don't 
have problems with yet, come to 
the meetings," said Hopkins. 

According to Gibson, a 
Kempsville Junior High School 
student, communication is the main 
key. She and her siblings talk with 
their family, who eat dinner and 
pray together every night. 

"You have to remain consistent. 
Don't ever tell your kids you're go- 
ing to do something and don't do 
it," said Treinen. 

The Toughlove meetings are free 
of charge and for parents only; no 
children are allowed to attend. 

"When parents leave the meet- 
ings, they have a total understand- 
ing of what's required in order to 
make disciplinary changes in their 
lives," said Hopkins. "I assure you, 
it will work."

library media specialist and the teacher may work together to introduce 
guilds and the medieval apprenticeship system. Children could be taught 
research skills to enable them to And out even more information on these 
topics. The arts could be covered by introducing Renaissance music or de- 
signing guild emblems. These activities, jointly planned and conducted, 
show students that learning occurs across the curriculum. 

If the role of the librarian is shifting from the keeper of the books, then 
the very substance of the school library itself is evolving. Students need to 
view the library as a key to needed information about the outside world. 
For an informed, concerned citizen, learning does not end with high school 
or college graduation, but continues throughout life. Students of any age 
can come to a greater understanding of this complex world in which we 
live and how they may do their part to make it better.

f urloughing state employees and, yes, even having to raise taxes like Bush was 
forced to do? 

If this was the plan, it backfired. Governor Douglas Wilder ran an excellent 
campaign but, even so, his chances of winning were not too good as evidenced 
by the slim margin by which he actually won. What tipped the scales was the 
decision of the Supreme Court to throw the issue of abortions back to the 
individual states to decide. Governor Wilder' s campaign managers took full 
advantage of the decision and countless women changed sides to vote against 
the Republican candidate and his anti-abortion stand. It was this issue, probably 
more than anything else, that gave Governor Wilder the margin he needed to 
win. 

There was certainly much to be learned and taken to heart by both parties in 
this election. Elections are seldom predictable and many issues can have a 
tremendous impact on their outcome. 

It will be a long time before we know who the candidates will be in 1992. 
Much can happen between now and then, but we have to wonder if Lady Luck 
can reach out and touch twice in a row and if it is wise to take such a risk. 

Last July, some members of the state General Assembly from Virginia 
Beach held a fund raising dinner for two of the successful candidates in the May 
elections to City Council. In our commentary in the July 25, 1990 issue of The 
Virginia Beach Sun, we noted that the two candidates for whom the fund raiser 
was planned had already filed their final report and the funds could only be used 
for a future campaign or donated to charity. 

In accordance with information received from the registrar's office, only 
four City Council candidates filed the required reports for Jan. 1 5 of this year. 



since all others had filed their final reports by July IS, 1990. Of these four, only 
two reported significant contributions received after the previous report; Mr. 
Oscar Northern, an unsuccessful candidate, received $ 1 ,000 from a contractor 
(no date shown), and Councilman Robert Cly burn, a successful candidate, who 
received a $4,000 contribution from the Tidewater Builders Association on 
July 20, 1990. 

We continue to wonder who were the recipients of the funds raised at the state 
delegation dinner. Shouldn't they have been reported somewhere?

tional Rights Foundation. 

In 1961, officers of the Planned Parenthood League of Connecticut were 
arrested for supplying and giving instruction in the use of contraceptive 
devices to married persons. There was a Connecticut law on the books, 
dating from 1879, that prohibited the use of "any drug, medicinal article or 
instrument for the purpose of preventing conception." 

When the case reached the U.S. Supreme Court in 1965, the slate of 
Connecticut argued that its law was designed to discourage extramarital 
sexual relations. All of the justices on the Warren Court agreed that the 
law was largely unenforceable. But was the law unconstitutional? 

Justice William O. Douglas, writing for the seven-to-two majority, held 
that the Connecticut law violated the constitutional "right of marital pri- 
vacy." Such a right does not appear in the Constitution. However, Justice 
Douglas stated that it exists as part of rights that are written, as well as the 
"others retained by the people." Justice Goldberg and two other justices ar- 
gued that the Ninth Amendment was the source of this right and of other 
fundamental rights. 

Two dissenters found the law offensive but constitutional. Justice Stew- 
art wrote that he could find no right of privacy anywhere "in the Bill of 
Rights, in any other part of the Constitution, or in any case ever before 
decided by this Court" Justice Black'stated it was not within the power of 
the Supreme Court "to sit as a supervisory agency over acts of duly 
constituted legislative bodies and set aside their laws because . . . (they) are 
unreasonable, unwise, arbitrary, capricious, or irrational.'' 

Almost a decade later, the Ninth Amendment was invoked in the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in the case of Roe v. Wade (410 U.S. 113). But when 
this case came before the Supreme Court in 1973, the Ninth Amendment 
was abandoned. Scholars believe that the conservative Rehnquist Court is 
unlikely to carve out new rights through judicial interpretation, so the 
Ninth Amendment may remain the Bill of Rights' "forgotten amendment" 

A later writer wondered if this amendment was an inkblot or just another 
hard nut to crack!
